called THEOPHILUS, being weary of the Country 
where he dwelt, and finding no facisfaction in any 
thing that he enjoyed, took a reſolution to ſhift his ſear, 
and to ſeek forthar, of which he felt as great a deſire 
as hedid a want, in ſome other Land. 

Many ftrange Countries there were whighohe. vi- 
fited in purſuance of this purpoſe; many ſteep Hills

Rill he was as far from the accompliſhment of his de- 
fires, as when he firſt lanched our, and found all 
his pains rewarded with nothing but wearineſs and ti- 
red Spirits.

In this diſmal eſtate he continued but too many days ; 
and accgrding to the nature of that choughtful hu- 
mour-which now had gained the ſupreme power over 


* him, he muſcd on divers things, and contrived ſeveral 


new Journeys in his fanſie, which yer he ſaw at the 
ſame moment would only contribute. more to his af- 
flition, and nothing at all to the amendment of his 
condition; But at laſt as if he had been admoniſhed 
by ſome courteous Angel, which he fanfied then flew 
by him, and gave him a ſmall couch with his wing, -he

ſtrength and (wiftneſs by their own motion, the gale 
proves ſo ſtiff; that our hearts are ſwelled therewith, 
and leave no room for any other thoughts, nor can be 
at any reſt, till they be poſleſled of it, Fhus would 
this poor man have taught thoſe who now beheld him, 
though they had never read a word in their own fouls ; 
for his mind was {0 impreſſed with the happineſs which 
he heard dwelt at Feruſalem, that he was not able to 
diſcharge his ſoul at any time of thoſe thoughts and 
deſires which lifted him up from the ground, and told 
him they would carry him thither. When he did eat 
or drink, Feruſalem would till be in his mouth ; when 
he was in company, Feruſalem ſtole away his heart 
from them ; nay, ia his very ſlcep ic would not ſtay

ſo ſlowly, was the many controverfies which were in 
thoſe days fiercely agitated, and the huge quarrels that 
men raiſed about the right way to Fers/alem, There 
were fto leſs than twenty ( and-{ome ſay many more ) 
very different _ parties tizat contended ſharply with 
each other ; andevery one of them confidently affirm- 
ed "op they only were the People of Sto, and that un- 
leſs he joyned himſelf co their company (in which alas 
there was no peace atall ) he ſhould never come to 
that City of God which he ſought after, "The heads 
of" theſe diviſions made the World believe that they 
were the Torches which muſt light them through the 
darkneſs of Error, the Pole-ſtar to regulate their 
courſe in the ſearch and diſcovery of Truth ; and char 
unleſs men uſed their Clue ( which God knows was 
moſt wofully entangled ) they ſhould never fail ro be 
loſt in the Labyrinths and Mzanders of Jgnorance 
and Folly, Nay, to ſuch a degree did they magnifie 
themſclves, as if Truth and they had been born at the 
ſame time, or at leaſt had come of Age together, Ir 
ſeemed to be a Secret till they appeared, and to have 
been relerved from the beginning on purpoſe to dif- 
cover it ({clf crothem.in Markets and Camps, it not in 
lewder places. Ihe moſt modeſt pretenſionwas, that 
Truth'was but a.ſtripling, or rather went in Side-coats, 
cill it came to their Schools co be ripencd into the wil- 
dom of perfe&t men. They ſpake of the affairs of 
Heaven, as if they were Counlellors of Staze* in that 
Kingdom ; and opcacd the, ſecrets of Jeſus Chriſt, as 
if they were his Confidents, Sr, Fohn, who lay in his 
boſome, never delivered any thing with greacerperem- 
prorineſs than theſe men did; and hal it not beea 
chat they, wanted his Charity, they might have been 
thought by wolt as great Oracles as they thought 
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themſelves. There ſeemed no difference between 
them and Prophets, bur only that they could not prove 
their miſſion , elſe they had the gifc of boldneſs, and, 
fell not ſhorr in their prerences to inſpiration. In this 
conceit they. thruſt intoche World a great number of 
books, which were called the werd of the Lord, and 
cryed up as the Maps of that heavenly Country, and 
the exact Charts whereby men muſt ſteer heir courſe 
if ever _ meant to come ſafely thicher. Into huge 
Volumes theſe Writings ſometimes ſwelled, and they 
were wont to collet and faggot together ſo many 
things, and ſo vaſtly different ; that a man could nor 
cafily avoid to loſe his way in this Wood, while he 
was (ecking'his way to Fers#ſalem, Eſpecially fince 
they never forgor' to furniſh theſe bundles with ſome 
luſty ſticks wherewich co bang cheir adverſaries, and 
beatthem down as low as Hell. For, 'in the midſt of 
ſucha fearful ſcuffle, there was ſo great a duſt raiſed, 
. that no man could rell where he was, nor diſcern an 
ching but only this, thathe was not in the way co the 
Viſion of Peace, | ot.” 
I need not relate how ſorely it grieved the good 
mans heart to: fee ſo many different ways, every: one 
of them laying ſo high a claimto truth, and bitterly 
reproaching the reſt as daninable' Herefies. © He could 
bend his courſe tono quarter, but he was in danger to 
be aſſaulted with ſome queſtion or other, and was pur 
upon: his defence againſt ſome: man of braſs, who 
"thought himſelf worthy co be one of the Champions 
of Truth, : -'The ſpirit of common-Barretry 'did nor 
ſeem a greater plague to him, than cheſe vexatious 
diſputing people. The fury of 'whom likewiſe was 
ſomerimes ſo violent, that he a_— he had made a 
[good retreat, -if he were ——_ , | aridalmoſt bear 
in 
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in pieces by, their rude blows, - whole; opinions he. ad- 


ventured corhwartby.anyRrongcontradiction. Nay, 


they all raking diſtane.parhs,  agd-not going in :eighe 
and parallel lines, by.in oblique and crooked ways, 
which croſſed eachother very frequently, they never 
met together , | bur there was ſuch juſtling and quar- 
relling about the rode to Jeruſalem, that no man could 
be,ncar chew, bur they would engage. him to take the 
one. or the other parg'in the B/owdy Confiigt., So 1 
Gall ir. ; Tor they thovight that they did Gd good {&r- 
vice,, when they diſpatched one of zhezy enemies ;. and 
that they made him a Sacrifice, when they ſatisfied 
their own beaſtly fury. And this indeed was the ſaddeſt 
thing of all to-his thoughts, that their hear and paſſion 
they had the confidence to baptize- into the ,name of 
Holy Zeal; and that which was bucthe love of their iwn 
Opinion, they conſtantly miſcalled the {ove of God awd 
f his Truth.. Though thoſe days (as Lhave already 

aid ) were very frozen and cold, | yet they: eudgell'd 
ooe another ſo long till they grew hor; ;and-thrn they 
cry'd, The weather was very warm, and. the Sin in 


his higheſt clevation; God's enemies they thoughe 


they oppoſed in their own ;., and they fancied them- 


elves engagedagainft fin,. while they were buffeting.a 


contrary opinion, : 'There was no hear but they took it 
for divine, though it were of theis owa kindling ; and 
ſo they were burall on fire, - they never doubted buc 
ic was from-Heaven. For: chere was n0 fig in thoſe 
days like Moderation, .and no vertue comparable: 10:4 
furious and headlong zca). But yer he received this 
benefit by thoſe fahappy feuds, that they made him 
ſomerimes think ic was nomeaa thing inthe efteem of 
others as well as himſelf, for which there were ſo-many,

prove glorious which had drawn into the field fo many 
Combatants, and which with ſach zealous ſticklings 
all ſides ſought to win, The affliction alſo which he 
ſcle in his ſpirit when he beheld them fo ſharply in- 
aged, had this good effe upon him, thatit made 
im moreſenfibly admire the Goodneſs of God which. 
had preſerved him from liſting himſelf in any of choſe 
angry parties, andentring into thoſe never cnough to- 
be lamented broils. This put him likewiſe in fome 
hopes that he would not ſuffer him to remain lon 
without the knowledge of the Truch, who had fo 
gracioully prevented him from diverting into the paths 
of falſehood. This degree of underſtanding, he had 
already acquired; Thart'Sweetneſs and Love, Meeck- 
neſs and Peace, were the Harbingers to Divine know- 
ledge, and fince they were become his Gueſts, he 
hoped zhet would not be far behind. Burt kms £1 
who knows God to be Love, ſhould imagine rhat he 
will dwell ia a mind where there is nothing bur hatred 
to befonund, ſeemed a kind of Prodigy unto him.

A. ND he truly who is not wont to fruſtrate the ex-. 


pcRations of ſuck well-minded ſouls, didnotule 
much delay before he gave hima ſenſible demonſtra- 


rion of that which he already believed. He foundchat. 


the Gcd of Peace . could not make himſelf long .a 


ſtranger to men of peaceable ſpirits, and that he waits: 


ſometimes todo us a pleaſure there, where we feared 


ro meet with harm and miſchief, For falling one day. 


into the. company of .ſome perſons who were diſcourt- 
ing concerning the ſtate of affairs abroad, he hap- 
pened to. light on that which he verily thought their 


vain jaogling would. fright and drive away. There 


were. many debates paſied about che ſeveral. opinions 
that were then on foot, . and about the grand ſuppar- 
ters of them. © Some leaned to this, others to that ; bur 
he could not perceive there was any of them who was 
not addicted to a Set, and did not ſeek'to hear the 
yoice of Jeſus Chriſt amidſt the clamours and hideons 
noiſes of the diſputers of the world. ArJaſt there ſtood 
up an old man that was a perſe&t ſtranger to him, who 
rold them that in, his judgement (if it would be per- 
mitred him to deliver it boldly) they were hugely 
miſtaken who marched under the Banners of any of 
thoſe Leacers in defiance to the reſt of their Brethren. 
Feruſalem, he ſaid, was very little beholden co them, 
which was a City at better unity within ir ſelf, than ic 
was ſuppoſed by their Enſigns, and he believed the 
way to that place would be found to be more you

I am raya refreſhed hy them, and they have gi- 
ven me ſucha taſte of yourSkill, that I perceive you 
can inſtantly reach my heart when you plea(g but to 
open your mouth ; and if I were half dead, I perſwade 
my ſelf you could revive me in a moment, Bur yer I 
believe that I ſhould be che more inlightned by chem, 
and better know their uſe; if I might be beholdea to 
you for an account of the ſecrets of which -they are 
compounded, and underſtand all the things that are 
contained in them, Do me the favour therefore 1 
beſeech you to open the ſenſe, and diſcloſe all the 
force of thoſe words, that I may know what meaning 
you have involved in fo brief a ſentence, You ſhall 
not long be ignorant of that, ſaid the Gwide,.. if you 
will bat have the patience to attend a while to what 
follows as a good preparatory to that diſcouffe, and r 
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The Parable of the Pilgrim, | 


all the reſt that concerns your ſafe paſſage to Feruſalem. 
I-muſt adviſe you, before you enter upon ſo long a 
journey, or make any further inquiries, to fee that your 
body be in good health, left you ſhould fall into any 
fuch fickneis by the way as might prove dangerous 
and fatal royou. And forthar end I would alſo wiſh 
you to take ſome Phyfick, the better to prepare your 
ſelf for Travel, and to disburden nature of thole ill 
humours wherewich you may abound, which will at 
leaſt indiſpoſe you, and make you lazy and ſoon weary, 
if they be noc timely difcharged and carried away. 
Now the beſt counſels that I can give you of this kind, 
| aretheſe that enſue. Firſt, T would have you purge 
your mind of all unworthy choughts of God, and per- 
{wade your (elf that he is very good, a lover of ſouls, 
and exceeding defirons to ſee them at Feruſalem. Be 
ſure you leave not ſo much as a ſuſpicion of his wil- 
lingneſs to make you happy, and to afford you ſuffici- 
ent means to attain your end& For you will not be 
able to ſtir a footin your way, if you bear any jealou- 
fies about you, that God may not favour your under- 
caking, nor go along with you, You have been bred, 
it's like, ina great deteftation of Superſtition, and may 
have heard ſo many declamations out of the Pulpic 
againſt it, that you may think it thunder-ſtuck ma- 
ny years ago: bur ler me cell you, that if you cheriſh 
not good thoughts of God in your mind, all your Re- 
ligion will degenerate inro this ſpurious and baſe- 
born devotion. Inſtead of that free and friendly 
converſe that ought ro be maintained berweery,God 
and his creatures, | you will only flatter him in aſervile 
manner, and bribe him not to be your enemy. Donor 
imagine that Tabuſe this word Superſtition, ; Or that: 
you are in- no: danger to' falt into'it; for there are

none more guilty of it, than they that ſeem to be moſt 
abhorrent- from'it, Did you never obſerve what a 
terrible Image of God there is erected in- moſt mens 
minds, and how frigitful- their apprehenſtons are 
when they look upon it * Never was there any Devil 
more cruel, or ſought more to devour, than they have 
pain:ed him in their ſouls, How is it poſſible then 
they ſhould addreſs themſelves with any confidence . 
and p.caſure to him? How can they entertain any 
chearful and friendly ſociety with a Being which ap- 
pears in.a d-:eſs ſo horrible co them? And yer wor- 
ſhip him they muſt for fear of incurring his diſplea- 
ſure, and leſt their negle&s of him ſhould rouze up 
his anger againſt them. Now between this neceſſit 
of coming to. him, and that fearfulneſs to approac 
him, what can there be begotten but a forced and 
conſtrained cevotion ; which, becauſe they do not 
love, they would willingly leave, did not the dread 
and horrour they have intheir ſouls of him, drag them 
to his Altars? And what areihey wont to do there © 
Truly nothing but make faces, and whine, and cry.,. 
and look as if they were going to execution ; till they 
can flatter themſelves into ſome hopes that he is moved. 
by theſe pitiful noiſes, and forced ſubmiſſions, to lay 
aſide his frowns, and caſt a better aſpe& upon them. 
But then his nature remains the ſame ſtill, and they 
fancy that he delights in the blood of men, though. 
for that time he was pleaſed to ſmile a little upon 
them. And therefore they are conſtrained to renew 
theſe ſlaviſh devotions, and to fawn again upon him.,. 
that they may purchaſe another gracious look from 
tim. Ta this circle do theſe poor wretches ſpend their 
days, and advance not one ſtep toward - Fernſalem. 
For as there can be little comfort to them 1 _ 
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think in (ach grim ſmiles : $5 you cannot imagine that 


it can be acceptable to God to ſee men crouch ia this 
faſhion to him, and out of meer fear afford him their 
unwilling proſtrations. No, this, if any thing in the 
world, is that which ought properly to wear the name 
of Superfiition, A devotion which hath no inward 
ſpring in the heart, no life nor ſpiritin ic; and by con- 
ſcquence is void of all {avour an4 taſte ro them that 
performit, tis ottiſhneſs to think that God will be 
contented with that which hath no better original 
than outward compulſion , and in its own nature is 
dead and heartleſs, dry and inlipid ; and yet no better 
ſcrvice will you preſent him withal; ualels you frame 
alovely fair image of him in your mind 3 and always 
repreſent him to your ſelf as moſt gracious, kind, and 


tender- hearteJ to his creatures. Let this therefore 


be your frft care, not only to form ſuch a beautiful 
1dea of him ; bur alſo to ſettle and fixit ſo firmly in 
your heart, thac nothing may be able to pull ir our, 
Then wilt you be prepared to follow all my other 
counſels, and moſt chearſully alſo reſign your (elf to 
the obedience of the hardeſt commands. - This will 
make you abſolutely give up your: ſelf to the Divine 
Will, and toembrace it freely alſo, as moſt.to be cho- 
ſen, and that for it (elf andits own innate goodnels. 
You will think tha nothing but godd can come from 
this good God, and therefore you will ſubmit to his 
Eaws 1s loving commands, and not as imperious, tyran- 
nical impoſitions. You will' deny your {elf 10 any 
thing that he would have you, that you may be made 
better than your ſelf, by becoming like to him. - Bur 
otherwiſe muſt tell you (and it is no new- ob{ervation 
neither) thatif your conceptions of him be not ſuch as 
wake you heartily love him ; as you will ſerve him 
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only with a forced obedience, ſo you will obey him 


with a ſordid and niggardly affection, You will be 
very ſcanty and ſparing in thoſe duties which are of 
greateſt moment , and moſt pleaſing to him ; and ſtudy 
only to expreſs your liberality in chings of lighter con- 
cernment, and ſuch as are moſt pleating to your ſelf. 
Nay, things of your own devifing you will be more rea- 
dy to heap upon him as ſo many courteſtes whereby you 
ſhall oblige him, than to render him thoſe ſervices 
that are appointed by himſelf, which will be the leſs 
grateful, becauſe they are his will whom you cannor 
love. This is ever the fruit of hard and penurious 
thoughts of God, what they ſhrivel np mens hearts 
to0,* and make them ngedy and penurious in the ex- 
_ of cheir love and obedience to him, and more 

orward to give him any thing than that which he moſt 
deſires. - 

But I chiok I might have lefe you to deduce theſe 
things your ſelf, who havea capacity I ſee for greater 
matters, and therefore I ſhall ſhortea the reſt of theſe 
kind of counſels, and forbear all long diſcourſes and 
Comments upon them, Secoxdly, Then ir muſt be 
your care when your mind hath recovered right 
thoughts of God, to purific your intentions throughly, 
and to fee that they be clear and unſpotted in his 
fight: Spread yayr very heart before him, and defire 
him that you may have his love, andthat he would 
deal with you, as you ſincerely aim at nothing, but 
only ro become what he would have you. Tell him 
that you mean in the greateſt ſimplicity of your ſoul 
to do his will, Proteſt to him a thouſand times that 
you delire above all things to know what that good, 
that perfe&t and acceptable will of his is. . Let him 
know that you are ſo paſſionately beat to pleale hes 
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The Parable of the Pilgrim. Le 
that you would not ſtick to purchaſe the nnderſtand- | &. 
ing of his pleaſure at the rate of the whole world, if ; M 
it was in your diſpoſal. This will-prepare you in the 
third place, to thagw out the flug2iſh humour which is x 
in all our natures,Sand to diſpoſe your will-with rue _ 
fervour to attend this buſineſs of ſearching .out the "8 
will of God. Ingage your felf as ſolemnly as youeamn 
co be very diligent in fiading out the truth. - Perſwade 

our mind not to reſt contented with chart which firſt 
offers it ſelf to your hands, but ro examine and prove 
all things, and then to hold faſt that which is good. 
Ir is a-fault too common, that men take things upon 
che credit of others by whom they are brought to them , 
and not-upon their own credibility. The reaſon of 
which is no other bur this, that in the one way we 
make a purchaſe of them at a cheap rate, or rather 
have them for nothing, bur in the other they will 
not come ſo eaſily, but coſt no ſmall pains to acquire 
them. There is a kind' of impatience alſo in ſome 
natures which is not able to ſuffer any delays : And 
this being joyned with a ſoftneſs and delicacy which 
is a ſworn enemy to all manner of trouble and pains, 
it renders men very willing to ſpare themſelves the 
length and tediouſneſs of an enquiry, together with 
all the difficulties of a choice. Hence it comes to paſs 
that they love at firſt ſight, and ſuffer others to chuſe 
their belief for them: And then afterwards they re- 
tain by*-cuſtom and preſcription, that which they 
took bur by chance and preoccupation, Make-an 
efſay therefore of the patience which you promiſe, iti 
your whole Journey, at the very entrance of it; and —- 
let your diligence to know the will of God be an. | 
earneſt of thar you mean to- uſe in the doing of it... *- 
And as I would have:you free yourſelf from this lay © - nn 
: | credulous os nn 
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credulous humour ; ſo letic be your ext care-to rid 
your mind of its oppoſite, obſtinace Incredulity. Let 
not the cure of one ſickneſs be the cauſe of another, 
nor that which takes away your (@ftneſs and eaſine(s 
co. believe, render you hard and WMpenetrable by all 
the impreſſions of trurh, Imploy the thoughts which 
I would have you ſpend in ſerious inquiry, to poſſeſs 
your mind with a ſtrong perſwaſion of the certainty 
of Chriſtian Religion, and with a right underſtanding 
of the true defign of that glorious Revelation, For 
that both gives you ſuch a proſpe& of the Bleſſed 
place you are going to, as no where elſe can be mer 
withalz and dire&s you to ſuch a courſe of real piety, 
aSplainly leads untoit. And the-more confident you 
grow that Jelus is the Son of God (asthe voice from 
Heaven witneſſed ) that he is the Lord of Life, andthe 
King of Glory; the. ſurer will you tread all the way 
you go, and the leſs danger there will be of ſtumbling : 
The tounder alſo and the more healthful will you grow, 
ſo asnot to faint, much leis to forſake the Chriſtian 
courſe; And xext to this I beſeech youuſe the great- 
eſt diligenceo provide, that your Fazth, which is to 
do all things in your Journey, be not itſelf infected . 
wich the common diſeale of ſloth and idleneſs, Be 
ſure co purge your ſoul from all the droufic and phleg- 
matick opinions you may have about it ; which ſtifle 
and choak the very ſpirit and life of it. Do not ceaſe 
till you have freed it of all obſtrutions, and rendred 
itſo ative and vigorous, that you can be confident 
in its own nature it will neceſſarily produce an hol 

Life. Suffer it notco reſt, nonot in Chriſt himſelf, 
rillit animate you to a free and chearful obedience to 
all his commands. Let it give your. ſoul a ſenſe that 
che whole of Religion is comprenended in this one 
powerful 
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powerfulword;. Let ic ſeem as a point fromwhence all 
' the lines of your duty are drawn: like a Fire in the 
middle of a room, fending out its heat on every fide"in 
anardent love of God, and of your Brethren. Eſteem 
it, Imean, ſuch an hearty perſwafion of che Truth and 
Goodneſs of all that Chriſt hath ſpoken, that by the 
force and vertue of it you become obſequious ro his wilh 
in all things. | | | 
And having effe&ed this,” then ſearch' your Con- 
ſcience very narrowly to find our all che fins whereof 
you ſtand guilty : ſome of which may lurk ſo ſecurely, 
or look ſo demurely, that a Faith which is not very bu- 
fie, mayeirher nor cſpic them, or let thetw'paſs for no 
offences.. ' Theſe mult all be purged” out and left "be- 
hind, as things thatican by no means be permitted to 
go along with you. And for that end let me adviſe 
you to unload your ſoul of themall; by. humble Cox--

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'greater channels of your life 3. but that you adminiſter.

and cleanſe the ſpirit from all its defilements, You 
muſt not leave behind ſo much as a good opinion of 
any evil way. Not the ſmalleſt kindneſs for ic, or if it 


» be poſſible any inclination to it muſt be ſuffered to re- 


main, For this you know undid no leſs than fix hun- 
dred thouſand Fravellers.to Feruſalem in ancient times, 
and left all their carkaſles buried in the Deſerts ; who 
left Eg yp7, as you now are going to forſake the World ; 
but ir was in their Bodies only, and not in their hearts 
and affetions. Their mouths watered till at the re- 
membrance of the Fleſh and Coleworts, the Garlick 
and Onions : and they had a ſecretiinclination which 
could not be long concealed, to return to thoſe enjoy- 
ments, which they had abandoned. They loved the 


| Country from whence. they were departed, though 
- they hated the bondage : - and it was not ſo much the 


evil cuſtoms, - as the cfuelties of that Land, - which 
made them figh for deliverance. Which is but the 


pages picture of thoſe perſons now,.-who leave their 
finfi 


al ways and practices, reſolving never to. return 


ro them ; bur yet they bear ther a great good will, 
and could be very well pleaſed if they could- gain a 


ex to enjoy them, and not be damned to the 
gain, Fhey are often caſting a. kind and favoura- 
ook rowards them; it tickles them-co think how 


them company, and ſuffer nothing by ir. Ir is not their 
fins that they are fallen out withal, but ſome of their 
followers that wait upon them : their ſmiles and (a- 
lates they receive with joy, and fear nothing, bur the 


ſting which appears inthecail of them. Weare wont, 


- you 
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you know, to compare ſuch perſons to thoſe ſick men 


who dare not taſte of the ſalt meats, and che raw fruit 
which they ſee their friends eat before them, becauſe 
the Phyſician aſſures them, that Death lies ivambuſh 
under every morie], But they ſpeak of them with ſuch 
a guſt, char ( as we ſay ) they lick their lips at thoſe 
diſhes: They fanſie chem to be very ſavourie bits: they 
have agreat longing for them ;- andthe very ſcent of 
them is fo delicious, that they wiſh very vehemently 
that they were not forbidden fruit. If they think not 
ſometimes, thar ſure a little taſte of them would do 
them no harm yet they ſhould efteem-themſelves far 
happier 'men than they are, if chey were not tied to 
ſuch ſeverities. In ſuch ſort do thoſe Pilgrims hanker 
after thcir forſaken fins in their former evil courſes ; 
who hatenotthem, bur only the miſchief which they 
fear from them ; and are not ſo much their enemies, 
as friends to cale and a quiet conſcience. They would 
not forbear them, did not ſogreat mileries threaten to 
ome along with chem ; and their deſires ſhould not 
want farisfagion, were they not combated with con- 
trary deſires of avoiding the trouble which chat will 
give them, Letme tell you, ir is a thouſand to one 
but they will find the means in ſome favourable occa- 
ſion to infinuate themſelves into their ſociety again. 
They are not baniſhed ro fo great a diſtance, as long 
as they hold.the place they had in their hearts z but 
they may be reſtored and have the libertie to return 
into their ancient embraces. This forced abſtinence is 
ſo painful, and their cnjoyrnent is ſo (weet, that they 
willlive in hope of a reconciliation. The ſin and the 
danger will not ever ſeem ſo inſeparable. ' Their affc- 
Qions will make them ſue fora divorce; - which in a

There are many Arts of blaunching the fouteſt mat- 
texs: And Yertuz doth not ſo challenge to it ſelf che 
ſole priviledgeof beipg innocent, - bur Vice will very 
often pretend unto it, Itknows how co pur ic (elf in- 
to an harmleſs dre(s ; and to paſs under ſuch borrowed 
Titles, as ſhall conceal it from the knowledge of thoſe, 
who are afraid of nothing but irs nameand its puniſh- 
ment. Love is furniſhed with as manyexcuſes,, as it 
hath deſires; and is full of wit: and addreſs 'to obtain 
itsend. They cannot be long aſunder who are' alrea- 
dy joyned in their affetions; nor can any danger be 
ſo great that lies berween to divide them, but it will 
be ſurmounted by that which hath already overcome 
themſelves. So great need there is -that Reaſon 
ſhould ſce to the implanting of this Paſſion which 
will ſo ſoon over-top it z -and to provide that it be 
of a generous and noble ſtock, (ecing. it is like ever 
after robe its Lord and Maſter, Ir is in vain to object 
inconveniences to them, . who know. none ſo great as 
thoſe of being denied their defires. They are afraid 
indecd of trouble and pain z but who can tell which is 
the moſt grievous, that which they feel, or that which 
they fear £ The preſerit miſery of wanting what they 
love, or the future of induringthat which they hare ? 
Doth not the former think you teach them with a 
quicker ſenſe, being a preſent and a conſtanrevil,” and 
ſomoſt certain to be. ſuffered ; whereas the other be- 
ing to come, may ſeem doubtful whether it will come 
or ao; and when it doth come, may not coſt them half 
Shat-pain which chey muſt conflit withal to avoid it ? 
Ic is a torment they find, to livein reſtleſs longings, 
but they hope it willnot beſo great to give-them ſatis- 
fagion. They cannot rid themſelves of the former,but 
they are perſwaded they- may ſoon be caſed _ the 
| ter, 
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latter. After they have given their defires their full 
fatisfation, they doubt noc with lels trouble to giveic 
ro God, than they could have denied-itto themlelves, 
Ic is but repenting, they think, of the fa& ( a buſineſs 
of no great trouble, and ſoon over) and then God and 
they are both plea'edz They by doing evil, and he by 
their forrow for what they have done. Nay, they may 
ſeem to have done more for Gods ſake than for-their 
own, becauſe they enjoyed bur-only a fingle pleaſure 
themſelves, whileſt they have indured a double cormgnt 
for him: One in denying ſo long to follow their de- 
ſires, and another in their regret for following of them 
now, I hope then you are convinced, that for the 
continuance of your g20d Reſo/ution, you oughtnoct to 
permit ſo much as the leaſt affe/Fioz to any (in, to go 
along with you, . Ic will ſoon, youſee, march afeer, if 
you carry ſuch a friend co ir-about you; and though it 
follow at a'diſtance at thefirſt, yer it-will purſue you 
ſo hard at laſt, as ſuddenly ro overtake you $-- or to 
ſpeak moretruly, it will bring you back again, and 
cauſe you to retreat into its Quarters, You muft 
your fanſie therefore out of conceit with it ; and poſſeſs 
your mind with odious repreſentations of it. You muſt 
loath ir, not as a ſick man doth the meats on which he 
hath ſurfcited, but as a heakhful perſon doth thoſe to 
which he bears a particular antipathy in his conſticu- 
tion, - You muſt not abſtain from ic only as a thing 
forbidden, but difguſt ic as that which deſerves to be 
{orbidden, | | 
You (ce how careful I am to eſtabliſh this Reſolution 
in your ſou], becau'c indeed very much depends upon 
;r, which hath made me co enlarge this diſcourſe ro- a 
lengeh beyond that; which -I imendeds And. truly ir 
will coſt you ſo much pains+to formic; there-will ſo 
| many

many enemies oppoſe it ; and perhaps when you your 
ſelf ſhall think chat it hath ſecled- ic (elf in your hearr, 
there will be ſo much ſtill wanting to compleat it; that I 
have an inclination ( if it will/nor quite tire your pati- 
ences toadda few words more about the nature of this 
Reſolution. You will loſe notime, Iam ſure, by this 
means, nor ſhall I hinder you in- your-intended Pilgri- 
mage to Jeruſalem; but as the foundation well laid doth 
aſſure the (uperſtruture, and one foot firmly planted 
doth make the next Rep more ſecure; fo will che nrſt 
part of your journey well performed, render all the reſt 
more eaſic and fafe to you, Ir is of great avail, you can- 
not be ignorant, in all caſes to begin well. There is 
nothing more imports to the happy or diſaſtrous iſſue of 
any affair, than what manner of entrance we make up- 
on it: and therefore let me not ſeem tedious to you, if I 
detain you here a while before we advance further, and 
if I make you ſtand ſtill for a time, when you have a 
great mind, I believe, to be going forward. 

I ſubimmic my ſelf ro your Wiſdom , * ſaid the Pil- 
rim, -and entreat you not to conſult my defires at all, 
ut only my Neceflity, Or if you would be (ure to do 

what pleaſes me ;- know chat you undertake an impoſſi- 
ble cask, unleſs you take the liberty to ſay what you 
think will diſpleale me. If you loſe any time, it muſt 
be by asking my leave to ſay your mind. I ſhall not 
think that you are guilty of making me ſtand ſtill, un- 
leſs you ſtay to obtain my conſent, that you may go for- 
wardin your diſcourſe. This will be the only grievous 
thing char can befal me while Iam-in your company; 
and if you have a mind to exercile my patience, ic muſt 
be by ſupeting me impatient- of your wholeſome 
counſels, Go on Sir, I beſeech you; and give me rea- 
fons for what Iamco do, buc not for what] am to hear. 
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Tire meif you can with your Precepts, but not withany 
more of your Petitions to me, 8 

You ſhall have no cauſe hereafter, . replied the Dz- 
refor, to complain of that matter ; For a pledge of 
which promiſe you ſhall receive no other anſwer to 
what ycu have ſaid, but only this new promiſe ; That 
if cannot ſerve you by the truth of what 1 lay, yet the 
liberty and freedom of my ſpeech thall make you know

CHAP. IX. 


A more particular Diſcogr ſe of Reſolution : and of the 
manner how to form ſuch an one as will be ſound and 


firm. 


Ec it be obſerved then, that the placing of this 
Diſcourſe concerning Reſo/utioz at the end of my 

other Counſels was not without deſign, for I wonld 
give you to underſtand, that ir is not of any worth if 
ic be not uſhered in by precedent conſideration. This 
muſt lead the 'way, or elfe no ſolid purpoſes will 
follow after. You muſt firſt be well acquainted 
with your duty, before you can reſolve to contract a 
perpetual friendthip with ir. Do nor think that 
this is a Note too'trivial and vulgar to: have: a place 
among my inſtructions, for Tell you truly, thereare 
bur roo many, who when they are beſt ditpoſed, will 
reſolve to do they know not what : 'who make large 
promiſes of thoſethings, for theperformance of which 


they are furniſhed with little power, leſs will, and | 
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Pilgrimage to the Holy Land before they know a foot 

x fra Li BEE how far.it is thither. They 
will levy War againſt an enemy, of whoſe numbers, 
ſtrength, and policy, they are utcerly ignorant, And 
what wonder then.is it, if they afrerward ler fall an 
enterprize that was- begun raſhly, -and to which they 
were not carried by their judgement, but hurried by 
their blind and precipicant. Pafſion. Of rchis ſort che 
man inthe Goſpel ſeems to have been, who ſaid at the 
firſt word, that he would go whither his Father bade 
him , but afcerward his ſervour cooled, and he thought 
good to take his caſe and reſt himſelf, I fankie ſuch a 
perſon to bear ſome reſemblance to a Child, who ha- 
ving offended his Father, comes. and falls upon. his 
knees for a pardon,- ro the grant of: which. the gaod 
man is already inclined, then he ſaich, My Son, 
you muſt be careful hereafter of your duty in ſuch 
things as I ſhall require a proof of your obedience ;. and 
I muſt injoyn.you ſuch a courſe of life as will keep you 
in my fayour, and finally leave you my bleſſing, And 
before he: can have finiſhed halt, a ſencenc@of what he 
hath to give him im charge, the youth.cakes the words 
our of his mouth, and replies; Yes,  Sir,;;All ſhall be 
punctually done which you deſire. - Yau. ſhall never 
take me in any faulc again, nor have cauſe.to complain 
of my diſobedience. ' am reſolved to.be as obſervant 
of you in very thing, as any Child in the World can 
be. .Ler.me buthave your pardon, . and doubt. not..of 
my. conformity to. your pleaſure. Bur. all this while 
it is the, pardon upon which he, hath fixed his. mind, 
and he hath o lictle regard to the. conditions upon 
which it is to be beſtowed, that he hach nor che pa- 
tience to hear chem. particularly. remembred. ., The 
joy which he conceives from the hope of his Faſiors 
x | 24 
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love, throws him headlong into a conſent, before he 
conſider the inftances, wherein the fincerity of his 
. heart will be tryed and brought to tne teſt, Theſe may 
' prove ascroſsto his will, as to enjoy his Fathers good 
affection is agreeable to it : and that which was ſo ha- 
ſtily reſolved, will not be ſo ſpeedily put in execution. 
T hovgh he fancied that he would not ſtick at a' thou- 
ſand things to pleafe his Father ; yet when he hears 
them named, perhaps there is not one of them that 
will be ſo pleaſing to himſelf, as to find him ready to 
. performance, Such tru)y are the motions which ma- 
' ny men feel in their ſouls while the Treaty is managed 
between God and them concerning their return co him 
to Feruſalem., They are very glad to hear of a truce; 
and their hearts ſeap for joy to think of returning into 
his favour, and ſeeing his face in that Royal City. As 
. long asthe Propoſals run in general terms, that they 
mult do the will of God, and run the ways of his 
Commandments, they find no difficulty to accord him 
his deſires. They readiſy yield co ſubmit to his pre- 
cepts, and ſay, Iris pity they ſhould Jive who will not 
ſerve ſuch a Maſter. Fernſalem is a place of ſuch glo- 
ry, that while their thoughts poſte thither, they eafily 
leap over all che difficulties whichare in their way to 
it, Bur if you deſcend from hence to thoſe particu- 
lar differences which have been between Heaven and 
them ; if you top thema while in their Carriere, to 
acquaint them ſeverally with every thing that will ex- 
ercilſe their patience in the journey : They appear as 
defirous in ſome caſes to retain their own will, as be- 
fore they ſeemed forward in all to be reſigned to his ; 
and it is manifeſt there are ſome courſes to which 


their hearts are more wed, than tor Ferwſalem, They 
donor like things ſo wellin the pieces, asinthelump... 
; G They

They do with their duty as men do with bitter Pills 
which they can ſwallow whole ; bur if they chaw them, 
prove (o diſtaſtful, that they. are ready to ſpit them 
out again, Theſe good motions indeed enjoy the name 
of holy purpaſes, and men think that now their hearts 
are fully ſet rowards God ; bur they deſerve rather to 
be called Natural Propenſions, than Voluntary Purpoſes: 
and are to be eſteemed the 7nclination of the ſou] , 
rather than the Reſolution, For the forming there- 
fore of this, I muſt leave with you theſe three dire&i- 
ons ; in which I ſhall comprize the ſafeſt advice that I 
can think of in a buſineſs of this moment. | 
Firſt, You muſt know, that a good Re ſolutiop is ne- 
ver founded , but upon a particular conſideration of 
every thing that is undertaken by you, after you have 
weighed them , and propoſed them to your Will ſe- 
verally, one by one. Andtherefore you, having itin 
your heart to go to Feruſa/em, think ſeriouſly how ma- 
ay mile it is thither, and get an exact information of 
every ſtep of your way to it; Set down in writing 
every thing that isto be done, and all the events which 
are like ro meet you in every ſtage; and chen as you 
go along in your meditation , ask your heart if it diſ- 
like no paſſage, and will not be temptcd in ſome oc- 
currences to turn aſide. Remonſtrate co it, that in 
ſuch a place your appetite will be tempted with geni- 
al entertainments ; and pray it to deal freely with you, 
and declare whether it can deny to it inordinate ſa- 
tisfation. Tell your heart, that before you have 
gone many paces more, the wants of a poorer man 
chan your ſelf will ſolicit your charity, and deſire to 
know ifit cando good, and truſt God for the repay- 
ment of ic. Repreſent to it, how highly you may be 
provoked at the next ſtep by the. inſolence of lome 
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The Parable of the Pilgrim. 


unruly Traveller, and demand whether che paſſion of 
anger can ſuffer a,bridle co be put upon it. And (6 
laying before your eyes all the paths of Sobricty , 
Righteouſneſs, and Godlineſs, which 1 may henlns 
mark and chalk out for you, ask your heart, W hat doſt 
thou think £ What doſt chou conclude, upon a ſerious 
view of all the way to life? Shall we conſenc to cake 
this courſe © or ſhall we balk ſome of theſe paths*z: 
What ſay'ſt thou 2 Shall we be ſober in our opinoins 
of things, in our thoughts of our ſelves, in our deſires, 
. in onr angers, in our cating and drinking ( with all the 
reſt which you muſt enumerate ) £ Shall we walk in 
peaceableneſs, and in patience, and in humilicy,and in 
purity? Or ſhall we ſhun ſome of theſe ways and divert 
into the oppoſite rode * Speak out and let me kaow 
thy mind. Which of theſe doſt thou except againſt, 
or muſt we equally approve of all? And never ceaſc 
co pur. theſe and ſuch likequeſtions diſtinRtly ro your 
hearc, till ic give an expreſs conſenc co every thing that 
preſſes for a reſolution. 

2. But then Secozaly, after this is done, you muſt 
proceed to conſider and make choice' of every thing 
you intend to undertake with all its appendanc incon- 
veniences, and evils which come along with it : Or elſe 
when they ſhall come to face you, your reſolution will 
ſtart back in ſo unexpeRed an incounter. Enquire 
therefore into all the difficulties of every part of your 
way : conſider the length of the miles, the danger of 
Thieves, the badneſs of the weather, the ſcorching 
heat ofthe Sun, the ſtorms and tempeſts which may 
ariſe when you croſs the Sea, the hard lodging, the 
coarſe diet, and all the miſchiefs which I ſhall ſhortly 
ſhew you doattend a way (o little frequented as that 
toFernſalem, Say to your ſelf, WY you be abſtemi- 
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ous from all the pleaſures which others riot in ; when? 
beſides the want of their mirth, you your (elf will be- 
come the ſubjeR of it, and be expoſed ra their ſcorn and 
langhter? When your meeknels is called cowardile, 
can you then curb your anger © If you be reduced to a 
pcor condition, and become the obje& of that charity 
which others have received from your hands, can you 
then believe and not be diſcouraged 2 Will you till 
have a good opinion of your choice when you are vili- 
fied and condemned for it? Will you pretend to the 
ſtriftneſs of this pious conrſe when it procures you 
nothing but mocks and floutz * Nay, will you hold 
your way, when you arc loaden with ſtripes 2 Will 
you march on with a chain about your leg, or a rope 
abour your neck? Donottruſt your ſouls till they have 
made you a poſitive anfwer co theſe demands, and 
given you ſatisfaction ; thar, notwithſtanding all you 
may ſuffer in your credit, \in your purſe, in your bo- 
dy, and in your life, - they will not alcer their parpoſe 
of goingin theſe waysto the Holy Zand, and the City of 
God, 

3- Andthen inthe /aft place, it will much conduce 
to the ſertling of a conftant Reſ9/arion, if you do nor 
conclude too ſoon, but weigh all theſe things over 
again. ' Askyour ſelf the nexc morning, whether you 
ſtill continue in the ſame mind, Know of your ſoul, 
whether your purpoſe was not the effe& of a preſent 
heat, andif after the cool of the night you can allowir. 
Bid it compare all things deliberately on both ſides, 
and laying them in an equal ballance, fo incline and 
determine it ſelf, On that fide there are many plea- 
ſures which you muſt forgo ; and on this are many 
_ which you muſt endure. There is a (ft andde- 
icate way, and here are ſtony and cragged paths. ' - 
the 
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The Parable of the Pilgrim. - 
the other road you may enjoy your eaſe ; but in this 
thar I ſhew you, you muſt deny your ſelt, and labour 
hard to'be ſaved. Do not the ſcales incline rothe 
contrary fide? Will you ſtill be in love with this 
rough way which leads to Jeruſalem? What have you 
now at hand to counterpoiſe and to/weigh down the 
adyantages which ſeem to ly on the other fide againſt 
your Reſolntion * You are undone , if you arenot 
furniſhed with a multitude of ſuch conſiderations as 
theſe, of che worth and weight of a ſoul, of the Glory 
to Feruſalem, of the pleaſures that you ſhall ſoonraſte 
in theſe ragged ways ;' which you muſt throw into the 
right-hand ſcale with all the force of reafon you have. 
Orin one word, you muſt compare the Beginning and 
the End of theſe two together, and then you will ſoon 
ſce the difference, There is nothing, you think, but 
ſweerneſs in the ways which TT forbid you, till you come 
ro the concluſion of your journey, and then what pro- 
viſion will you find made for you but gall and worm- 
wood ? As on the other fide you may fancy, there is 
nothing grows but that bitter herb in the paths. 
wherein I would conduc you , yet at the laſt how- 
ever you cannot: bur promiſe your felf a Garden of 
pleaſure. Now, which of thefe will you make your 
choice, to which of them will you lean; tothe pre- 
ſent, or to the future good? To the preſent, no 
doubt, if you be abeaſt 3 butco the future ſure, if you 
be aman; and not forſaken of yourreaſon, 'For, con- 
tinue to compare the Zexgth of theſe two; and ſee 
how far it is from che beginning of che pleaſures in one 
way, and the pains in the other, to the end of both. 
Is it nor a very ſhort life of a few days, which puts a 
period to them both ? How can ic be any great matter 
then to enjoy the one, or to endure the other ? ro 
Caen 
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then where theſe end, there is ſomething elſe begins, 

and who-cantell the length of that, when the other 
are done and paſſed away * Now the diſparity diſco- 
vers it ſelf. Now your thonghts will be (wallowed up 
in a bottomleſs Abyſſe. For you can ſce no end of 
the pleaſures to which one way leads you, nor of the 
pains to which the other brings you. Sothat you 
may let your Soul know, that this is the ſumm of che 
whole buſineſs. Here are on one hand ſhort plea- 
ſures and long pains ; and on the other , ſhort 
pains, and long pleaſures. Bid it chuſe now, likea 
rational creature, and embrace that which draws the 
will with greateſt force unto it, I am ſure, there is 
nothing can tempr it to incline to the former, but onl 

this, that thoſe pleaſures are preſent, whereas theſe 
that I ſpeak of are to come. Let it therefore never 
conſider them as meer pleaſures, but with this addition 
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of Short and Long - and that will render the difference 
att 


vaſtly great, and attra& it mightily ts the other hand, 
And if the ſcale ſeem to alter again, becauſe you are 
ſure of the preſent, but not of that which is to come; 
Here you muſt employ your Fazth, togive a weight to 
that which is nor yet in Being. It muſt make you 
feel how ſolid and maſly choſe fucure enjoymeats gre, 
and then your work is done. For when Faith hath 
made them preſent, as the other are ; they themſelves 
are {o ponaerons, that it will ſeem as lightas feathers, 
repeat it be that lyes in the ballance againſt 
them. 

I believe you' ſee by this time, that it is a matter of 
ſome labour, to bring your ſelf ro a thorow Re ſolution : 
bur when it ſtands on theſe grounds, I do not appre- 
hend what temptation that ſhould be, which can ho 
co ſhakeic. There is np new thing can preſet it _ 
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but what hath been alieady conſidered , and 
which you are provided - and therefore it will deſpatr 
ſure (being clearly caſt, and having loſt the day) of re- 
covering any- place in your eſteem, or being of any 
moment hereafter with you. Its pretenfons being 
quite ſpoiled, and all that it hath to alledge confuted 
ic wu! be to no purpoſe again to follicit an hearr 
which hath ſo ſolemnly given ita repulſe, and utterly 
rejected its ſuit, . One thing indeed muſt not here bz 
diſſembled z which is the great difference tha: ap- 
pears between the ſame thing, while it remains in the 
ſpeculation of our mind,. and when it comes forth from 
thence to be put in practice. The diſtance is wide , ir 
muſt be confeſſed, berxecn thoughts and things, Ir is 
not all one to conceive and to bring forth, to diſcour'e 
and to paſs to execution. There is a great deal of 
pleaſure attends upon our conceptions z and clear 
reaſonings are accompanied with a wonder{ul delight. 
There weeafily maſter deſigns, and aghting only with 
the 1deas of things, they will ſuffer themlelves co be 
conquered by us, andrakea captives at our wills, But 
then, afcer all this, we muſt come out to the other

part of executing and bringing forth 5 and there we- 


find a ſtronger refiftance, Then the facesof things are 
quite changed, and the Soul fallsinto labour, and ſuf- 
fers the throws of travail, Itis nor the ſame thing for 
a Merchant to think of a ſtorm, and to be driven with 
the fury of it. A tempeſt is not ſo frighful in the Porr, 
as in the midſt of the Sea, Then itis that perhaps he 
repents of his Voyage, and wiſhes that he was well at 
home again: Or, at leaſt, he could be content to be 
driven thither,, and there think he had done nobly in 
venturing (o far as he did upon the treacherous Ocean, 
And fo truly, I cannot tell you how great the diffe- 
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 TheParable of the Pilgrim. 


rence. may be which you will find between your ſelf 
hereafter when you come todo theſe things, and your 
ſelf now when you are deliberating of them, We are 
now in a place of reſt and peace ; we ſpeak of things 
abſent 3 and diſcourſe of objects afar off : when you and 
your enemies come to be upon the ſame ſpot, when 
you are engag'd todo what you have indelign, then 
you may not be the ſame man, nor find things in the 
ſame poſture : But that may revolt and oppoſe you in 
the operation, which was complyant to you in thought, 
or did not {o much reſiſt you in meditation, Then you 
will find that you muſt wraſtle ſtoutly with the diffi- 
culties that make head againſt you ; and that they will 
pur you to a greater proot.of your valonr and conſtancy 
than you might imagine. Then your caſe will be very 
bad if you feel your ſelf more unwilling to proceed 5 
than now you are : if you muſt be combating your own 
will, when you ſhould fer upon your enemies ; if you 
muſt chen be deliberating, when you ſhould be doing ; 
and prevailing over your ſelf, when you ſhould carry 
' the victory over your oppolſers. .And if you ſhould 
prove like our Hypocrites, who think it is enough to 
reſolve ſtoutly, and to make reſiſtance, your affairs. 
will ſill be-in a worſe condition : For thea-you will 
fairly go back, and fit down to comfort your ſelf with 
ſuch choughts &s theſe ; That you have gone far enough 
in undertaking a buſineſs of ſuch difficulty, though you 
never cffc& it ; and that it is an atchievement glorious 
cnough for this world, to ſct your ſelf againſt encmies ſo 
mighty, though they get the better of you, Thus flat- 
terers have ſometimes praiſed a Prince's valour, for ha- 
ving once put his horſe into a rage, and extolled his 
courage ſor ſigning a Treaty of Peace with a great deal 
of regret. : 
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The Parable of the Pilgrim. - 

That you may be conſtant therefore and powerg, 
ful in your Reſo/urroz ; that nor you, but your enemies 
may yield and leave you the victory ; let me earneſtly 
beleech you to repreſent,all things which you now un- 
dertake both as truly and naturally ; and as lively and 
Nrongly as it is poſſible to your ſou!,, - Think char you 
zre now iſfuing torthiinto the field of ation, Thar at 
this moment'you are in the agonies which you muſt 
expect. That juſt now when, you are deliberating of -. 
theſe things, you feel all che contradiction and refi- 
ſtance that will be made. And for the better ſecurity 
of your Reſolution, it wilkbe uſeful, if not neceſſary, to 
renewirt every morning. and to gd ont of your on 
ber armed as a man thar waits for his .enemies. Vow 
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x0 aid you by thegrace of his Holy Spiric. Repreſent 


w him that you are a poor Pilgrim, who have under- 
rakena long journey for his ſake, and forſaken all for 
noother end, bur only to ſee him at Feraſalem, And 
therefore tell him, you hop@he will not ſuffer your 
deſign to miſcarry , but that he will make you as valianr 
n your ations, as through his goodneſs you are alrea- 
dy in mind and heart: and that as you have choſen 
this way, {0 he will uphold your goings in his paths, 
thac your footſteps ſlip nve. Shew him all your weak- 
nefſes, and how fearful you are of your ſelf. Tell him 
you are ſenſible che {doing of his will is much different 
from knowing and purpoling todoir. And therefore 
pray that he will leſſea the difference, or take it quite 
away by his mighty power Joyncs co you, that you 
may with as much certainty, if not with as much eaſe, 
do and effe, as you have projected and reſolved. In 
ſhore, offer np your will co him all broken and con- 
erice, that he may pPir into what fornrand poſture 
he pleaſes. Shew him an heart thar. quits all incereſt 
in it ſelf, and that would be only led and conducted 
by him. Ler him fee you pears Koa our of your 
own will ; purely indifferenc to all things, bur only che 
doing of his. him know that you mean never to 
call tt back, orrefameir into your hands os more, 
though yon poſleſs it of all the world thereby. 
And then ſure he cannot abandon you, nor ſuffer any 
thing elſe to make a prey of that which is thus affe- 
Rionately addreſſed unto him. Ir is not poſſible thar 
he ſhould refufe the offering you make him, nor can 
he chrow away a heart which =_ it ſelf thus humbly 
and ſincerelygpto his hands ; for now it isin the place 
where he would bave it, and it doth but anſwer the 
ED Ed ok ee bae x 
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deſire any thing more, than that youwould thus reſign 
and make oyer your ſelf tohim, willing acicher one 
ching nor other but only this, chat he would ler you 
know what choice to make for .your ſelf : Then you 
cannot be loog-ignorant of your duty, nor impoterit 
neither ; for your Will being overcome, you will ſoon 
overmalſter all other difficulties, either of knowing or 
doing the will of God. |

- A ND now having reduced thingsto this ſtate, you 
A may eſteem-your (elf deſerving the name of a 
Pilgrim, whoforlakes his houſe, his wife, his children, 
and all heHath, making himſelf poor and naked, char 
ke may travel in his journey more lightly and merrily 
when chere-is nothing tefc that may prove an impedi- 
ment untohim. Ic may ſeem perhaps a very beggerly 
condition, but let me tell-youthis beforeT go any fur- 
ther, that if you-can thus fincerely part. with all the 
world in heart and refolution ; you have got poſleſ- 
ſionof a thing which was- never yours before, and is 
the greateſt riches upon earth, I mean your ſelf, We 
tell menthar it is their duty .to crakecheir hearts whol- 
ly out of the-handsof the world, to lec nothing claim 
ſuch an intereſtin their affections, that irſhould ſay T 
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\ The Parable of the Pilgrim; 
with their paſſion, they would chank us for our advice,, 
and think that we come toreſtore them a treaſure which» 

: they had loſt, and indeed cill now had ftiever enjoyed, 

» You ſhall nor cake my wordlong for what Lay ;- bur 
you ſhall-find before you have travelled very far, that 
you were never happy till-you were looſed from thoſe 
bonds whereby your heart was tyed to worldly things s 
that you were never Maſter of any thing till you were 
ſtript ſtarknaked of all your inordinate earthly affeRi- 
ons, Now you will'be your own man, ' Now you.will 
be able to do as you will your (elf, and to live accord- 
ingto your pleaſure, You will now have the power 
t0diſpoſeof-your time,and your thoughts,and all things 
elſe belonging to you,” as you" ſhall think good; You 
will have the liberty to keep your ſelf company 3 'to 
entertain your Saviour when he comes to viſt. you z to. 
enjoy God in quiet withont any thing to-diſturb you :; 
to converſe with the other world as freely as you do 
with this. Whereas while your heart washained to 
any of theſe things which I. wiſh you to renounce,-I 
appeal to you, whether you were not more theirs, than 
your own. Were you not- forced'to go whither they 
would have you 2 Did they not draw you from your 
{cif at their pleaſure? Were you not bound to keep them 
company ; to imploy - your time in their ſervice and 
attendance 7 Did they not ns ages ingroſs your 
thoughts, and ſolicite your defires, and exclule alt 
things elſe be{idestliemſelves from having any plate'in 
your. heart 2 In ſhorr,. were-you not eyer-from- liome; 
and did-you not always live out of your ſelf © Let noe 
your poverty then run in your mind though it ſhould 
be never ſo often objected by you, for you were never 
poſſeſſor of any thing till now : never rich#till you be- 
carze a Pilgrim, - never Maſter. of any thing till you 

were 


were owner of your-felf. Now you have recovered 
your freedom and your eafe both together, Now you 
may do what you will, and youſhall not ſuffer as you 
were wont, - You can remember the torment believe 
which youindured when any of choſe things were ei- 
ther loſt or diminiſhed, - to which you had ingaged your 
affetions. You felt that if we too ardently Jove and 
cleave to any thing, we mult be carried along with ir. 
'With all irs changes (which in this uncertain world-are 


not a few) we mult ſuffer a change roo. Whea it is in 
danger, we ſhake and'tremble for fear. When itis im- 


paired, we are wounded-and cut at the heart: for grief. 
When it is loſt, we ſcarce know where we are, and -cag- 
nor find our ſelves. And inone word, we muſt follow 
the fortune of thele worldly things if. we be wedded. to 
them; infomuch, that there is noremedy but to ſue our 
a divorce preſently ; hecauſeit isan unlawful marriage, 
See then'what an kappineſs falls o your portion whea 
this is once effected, and your intereſts come to be (epa- 
rated by parting you-aſunder. Now you will not be 
ſo concergedin'/ahy of the mutations of the world. Now 
any thing in it may depart, and ny be followed with 
your miſerable lamencations. - And, toſpeak compen- 
diouſly, thereis nothing cargo awayfrom:you;which 


ſhall carry you away too, but ir, will ſtill leave you your 


ſelf behind; 574 
Let me incourage you therefore to take the name- 
and weeds of a Pilgrim-upon you, as'your honour god 
to wear them 'as a glorious mark: of:-your freedom. 
Though you have given your. heart: hererofere 120; the 
world, - yer-let it kgow-tharyourdo/notifittnd ro kave 
itin her-hands :- but preſently calt it-back again;chac. 
you may-beſtow it upon a better Maſter”: Do not we /| 
ſay that every Chriſtian muſt give hichſclfrq God, and 
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is it not that which Ihave now perſwaded you to re« 
ſolve But how ſhall a mangivethac which he hath 
not ? And he hath not himſelf, as Ihaveproved, thar 
hath 1&. out his heart to the world. 1 is neceflary 
then that youtake it home again in orger to your being 
his. You muſt be your own, that ſo you may give 

our ſe}f rohim. Youmuſt be reſtored into your own 
hand, that ſo you may have ſomething to offer up to 
his uſes. And didyon never think in any -ickneſs that 
you were near to the gates of Death ? I beleech you tell 
me whether it wasnot agreat trouble to you to find 
your (elf ſo much inthe _ of other things that you 
couldinot refign your felt-ro God ? What miſery: is 
there like to this, to be {o our of our own hands while 
we live; that we cannot yield our ſelves to.our Maker 
when he would have us. dye? To be tyed.fo faſt to 


other things, that we cannot go ro him when he calls * 


us? To feel 'thar rffis thing holdgns,, and that pulls 
-us, andthe other gven claſps about.us, aud ſays-; 
Youmuſt not leaveus? I there werenothjng elle co 
thruſt you forward in your- the thoughts of 
this miſery would þea-ſafficient ſpur to you fo quicken 
the - execution of ic. Reſtore your -ſelf preſently to 
horn}, hc be a fervantof the world no longer zif 
4be bur for:thisreaſon-only, that wy pes ree--L0 
dye. Leavethe worldas you foundit : andiceing you 
muſt go naked asyoucame, donot-ftay for.Death to 
pluck off your cloachs, bur ſtrip your -ſelf, and owe 
your liberty ro your -:own hands. - Ic-will. not be long

Ic is nor: a 
ſneaking quality, thac.diſ-ſpirits the ſoul, and deprives 
it of allits force and vigor,bur a generous diſpoſition of 
mind, that will not ſuffer it. to.imploy its forces upon 
fuch a mean and contemptible ſeryice as that of oj 
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ſing our ſelves, Let it not ſcem a' Paradox to yoH, 
for there. is nothing truer, -that pride and conceited- 
neſs are tne qualitics of: baſe bred ſouls, of feeble and 
jgnoble minds, and that lowlinels is the endowment 
of a ſoul well born; nobly deſcended, and bravely edu- 
cated in the knowledge of the moſt excellent rhings, 
For whether is greater, I pray you, hethat ers a value 
upon little trifles, or he that deſpiſes them ? Is not he 
that deſpiſes them ?. whoſe thoughts are taken- up 
with ſublimer objects, that make himſelf and all things 
here beſides appear as nothing in his eyes?” I believe 
you willſay there was not a greater man in the world 
m thoſe days than Afoſes, a leader ofa mighty people, 
the Captain General of all the Pilgrims of chac Age, 
who had wrought wonders in Zgypt,. who: had figna- 
lized himſelf by the drowning of Pharaohs Army in che 


Sea: and yet it is apparent there was not a meeket 7.chryofon.

opinion of himſclf. He was :contentto be taughe by 
Fethro,though he knew ſo much himſelf, nay he was not 
offended at his reprehenſion, but ſubmicted his judge- 
mene to a. better reaſon, Could there be a greater 
inftance of his Humility and Gallantry both together ? 
He that had overcome io many, now overcame him- 
ſelf. Hethat had triumphed over mighty hoſts, now 
leads his pride in triumph, and tramples ir under his 
feer. He cared not who had the honour of ic, ſo wiſe 
and great things were effeted, His own glory he 
valued not, but his Hum?l/;ty inſpired him by all means 
ro ſeek the peoples good. What think you of 4bra- 
hem alſo a more ancient Pilgrim than this who calls 
himſelf but Duſt and Aſhes ; who condeſcended fo far 
as to pray Lot a perſon inferiour to himſelf , that there 
might be no difference between them: And yet this- 
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was that greatman who had overcome ſo many Kings 
in battel, and brought away ſo many ſpoils, and re- 
deemed Zot himfelt from Captivity. Hath not his 
Humility reodred him more famous than thoſe vio- 
ries? Hath he not crowned himſelf with greater glory 
in not vaunting himſelf in choſe Trophies,.-than if he 
had been ſerved cominually by thoſe conquered 
Princes ? If one man thinks clay to be clay and there- 
fore-treads upon it ; another thinks it to be gold and 
therefore admires it 5 Which of thefe hath the braver 
minds Harthnot he who doth not admireche clay, and 
embrace the dirt ? So he truly that calls himſelf bur 
Duſt and Aſhes hath certainly a very great ſoalz while 
he that underſtandeth nor, ;bur hath himſelf in admi- 
ration, is a weak and baſely minded man, He hatha 
great ſpirit who makes no account of thoſe things 
which others are proud of, He is generous who de- 
ſpiſes things far greater than thoſe, which others eſteem

' up With every trifle. Humility then you ſee is not 


ſhcepine(s, bur loftineſs of mind and the moſt elevated 
pitch of the ſoul, Ir is not dejectedneſs- of ſpirit, bur 
a raiſed underſtanding of God-and of our ſelves. : And 
therefore let us be low ( as one of the ancient Guides 
of che Church adviſes) that we may be high. If we 
admire any thing here, letic be the ſublinfity of humble

doth not deſerve : who thanks you for rhe fmalleſt cour- 
reſie ; who had rather obey than rule: who is dcfirous 
to learn of che meaneſt Scholar: who contemas no bo= 
dy bur himſelf: who loves though he be nor loved>who

* A ND that which well very much inamour you ac 
A the firſt glance, is the power which you will diſ- 
cover in itto eſtabliſh your Reſolution, and to make 
it ſo firm, that it ſhall not be ſhaken by all the force of 
all the world, . which is nothing ſo ſtrong and mighry 
as Love. 1 know this touches you with a ſtrong incli- 
nation to ir, if you have any mind to offer your will co 
Godas ladviſed ;; and therefore you will nor think 1 
importune you with-a tedious diſcourſe, if I make you 
more ſenſible of this following truth. That Love makes 
one will of two, and caules us to ſacrifice. all our own 
deſires to the will that we love, if we eſteem it better 
thanour ſelves. | For what, I pray you, can we ſay of 
Love, bur which a wiſer man than you or I hath told 
us, who calls it the emotion of the ſoul whereby we joyn 
our ſelves in will and heart to that which ts preſeuted. as 
longly and convenient for * It is ſuch a conſent, I fay, - 
of the heart to ſome fair and inviting objet, that we 

confider our ſclves as joyned and uniccd toi ; Info- 
much that er do not look rod our wn n ie, Ly re- 
maining any longer two things which ſubſiſt c ; 
bur we uo. whole, whereof we think our ſelves 
bur one part, - and the thing beloved to be the other. 
1s irnotneceſfary then, that we have a mind co cleave 
ro this, and eternally live in dear imbraces of it ? Can

naturally deſire tro conſerve things, eſpecially thoſe of 
our own creating? It'is unavoidable rheo, thac

"A as one that was dead 79 theſe outward things while 
hr tived among them; arid that withdrew his heart from. 
the world while he conver ſed with ir; He was nor a per- 
ſon cloyſter'dand refir'd from the fociety of men. * He- 
led not an Anchorets life, which obliged him to ſhun 
cheir company, Nor did he pur on a (ullen grayity 
that ſhould affrighr men froin his fellowſhip ; buthe 
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ues the greateſt freedom, and treated men with ſuch 
familiarity, that he invieed them into it. Hedid cat and 
drink as other men do ;. he refuſed nor their inyication 
when they were defirous to entertain him, and even at 
a Marriage he denyed not; tobe a Gueſt when his pre- 
ſence was welcome'to them. He had opportunities 
of inriching himſelf as well as other men, Honours 
would have waited upon him if he had pleaſed, with- 
out a Miracle, It depended upon himſelf alone to 
become the greateſt manin the world. Andche plea- 
ſures which others ſeek would have purſued him, if 
he had bur given them encouragement. Herein he made 
himſelf glorious, and. hath lefc us a noble example 
that he was mortified to all theſe carnal eight, 
when they were ready to thruſt themſelves upon him 
that he denyed the-defires of wealth, when it would 
coſt him no more pains, than to receive it z and that 
he refuſed all the Kingdoms of the world , which 
would have eafily diſpoſed themſelves to his obedience, 
He waike into Cities and Towns ; but kept himſelf 
ſtill as unſported from the world, as he were ina wil- 
dernceſs. He lived in the thickeſt of its temprati- 
ons; butnone of them could faſten or ſtick ypon him. 
He had power at will, and his will ſet bounds to ir 
when it had none of its own, He was a Soveraign 
Lord ; but made no advantagethereby, ſave only tot 
better, and todo more good than any of his ſubjects, 
He uſed greater moderation in all enjoymenrs, _ than 
thoſe did on whom he beſtowed them, He livedin a 
ſcale. of the Spiritual World, while he was a man of 
this, andincompaſſed about with our infirmities. He 
was a ſtranger toall the evil manners and cuſtoms of 
men. while he was familiar with themſelyes , and he 
ceſtificd againſt their wicked deeds while he vere 
. tnem 
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them company: Nay, he purified many by his ex- 
e, remaining uncorrupted by any of theirs. - And 
eruly ſuch a life it is that you are to lead. Your way 
to Fer»ſalemlyes through the World. You muſt nox 
think co ſtep into none but Religious houſes , or to 
fall into go. company, but that of che Pious: much 
leſs muſt you expeR to lye immur'd from the ſpeRa- 
cles of Vanity ; ani to ſecure your ſelf from tempra- 
tions within the incloſure of high walls, which they 
cannot climb over to approach you. But your man- 
ner of life will lead you through the crowd : your 
way will bring you into open fields, and expoſe you 
oftentimes to the throng of ſenſual objes ; againſt 
which you will have no defence but your owd valour- 
ous reſolution. You will avc be able co refuſe them 
your company , or to paſs along without their ac- 
quaintance. It will not be at your choice whether 
you will ſee, and hear, and feel choſe things that are 
amiable and delightful: nor can you ſtop your ears 
ſo cloſe, but you will perceive they invite you to. a 
friendſhip with them. Your $kill and your courage 
therefore conſiſt 'in chis, that in imitation of your. 
Maſter Feſis, you live and converſe with. all theſe 
things as a man that is Dead. You muſt keep them 
company in ſuch a ſort that they may find it is bur the 
ſhadow of you that is among them, and that they do 
not poſſeſs your ſelf, Let them know that they may as 
well invite a Ghoſt to their intemperance, uncleanneſs 
agd greedineſs of the world, as waſte their time in fol-. 
licicing of your affeRtion. Make them feel chat is but 
half of you, and the worſer half which walks among 
them ; and hatit is impoſſible they ſhould have the 
better part, _ Let men bave your. company, butbenot- 
partaker with them ip, theix 4ins. Follow yaur uy"

like other folk, bur take heed and beware of covetoul- 
neſs 3+ and watch char you be not overtaken with ſur- 
feiting and drunkennels or the cares of this life, Lerthe 
World underſtand that you canſeeit every day, and 
not fall in love with it: that you can deal and traffique 
with it if need be, and yet nor be uarighteous: that you 
can behold all its honours, and not be ambitious: that - 
you need not hide your eyes from its beauties, and yet 
retain your own, and live in purity of heart, Beware 
of pleaſing and humouririg any of your ſenſes, Suffer 
them not 'to feed too greedily upon any objeR, leſt 
your ſoul be inchanted and caſt into a forgerfulneſs of 
Fernſalem, And remember alwaysthat you arero uſe 
all theſe earthly rhings rather of neceſficy, than of 


choice : and co afford them your company,bur not your 
friendſhip. '-. 


And this, let metell you, is a more excellent and - 
uſeful life, I may add, morelaborious too, than any ' 
other z though the auſterities of Monks and Herwites 
ſeem fo grievous and horribly affrighting. Notwith- 
ſtanding all the ſharpneſs they enjoyn them(elves, they 
reap agreatdeal of eaſe who are lequeſtred from pub- 
lick offices and live without the incumbrance of many 
affairs. Though their Rules to which chey are tyed 
appear (oTigorous, yet they are neither ſo many in 
number, nor ſothorny in their nature, nor have ſo ma- 
ny faces, as thoſe which bind a man of exaQ integrity 
in civil life. They have buta few things to imploy 
them, and he is ingagedin a multitude 3 andthey have 
the ſame things to do over again, bur his Rules vary 
with a thouſand circumftances, Ir is a pleaſure to 
avoid the pains of well doing among thoſe that are 
evil. - It is arepoſe co have but few cnemies, and __ | 
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The Parable of the'"Pilgrim. 
ſuch as have been-beacen an .hundred times.  Thefe 
people may have fome other glory, - bu that of over- 
coming difficulties methinks belongs nor to them. 
Moderation is a vertue much more toilſome, than their 
Sufferance. . That hath a thonſand ſeveral faſhions, 
whereas this hath no morethan one. Iris no wonder 
that a man ſhould be good where he ſees nothing that 
is bad. © He may well keep his innocence where it is 
hard to. loſe it : and ſoon ſecure. his ſoul when there 
is nothing offers to: rob himof ir. He isa. very unfor- 
tunate man ( as I have heard ſome body well expreſs 
it) who drowns himſelf in that place, where he can 
ſcarce find water enough to quench his thirft, His 
hap is exceeding hard who ſhall take a (arfeit, where 
there is ſcarce ſo much victuals as will break ones faſt, 
But when we arc throng'd with tempracions, | and beſer 
with enemies ; when there is a battery planted- againſt 
every Gate, and not one of our ſenſes is free from 
afſault : then ic is a buſineſs of ſome labour, and ic. de- 
ſerves praiſe, to ſecure our ſouls, and to defend chem 
bravely in ſuch a violent ſtorm. To eſcape drowning 
when weare upon the Sea, when the winds are bot 
ſerous, the channel dangerous, and we are caſt among 
rocks, and have ſhelyes and quickſinds very near. us.oa 
the right hand and onthe left 5. is a. buſineſs. that calls 
for an excellent skill, anda very even ſteerage, and 
ſuch an experience as cannot be learned: without. a 
great deal of pains and diligence.. Then Piety will 
thank us for our Love, waea,we are courted by, Vice. , 
And we ſhwll ſeem to havedone ſome honour ra Good- 
neſs by cleaving to her, whea we had large offers.co 
become bad. So that cannot ſec by what merit the 
Secluſe do aſſume to themſelves the title of Religiows 


more than ochers ;* ſecing they give a greater prodf of 
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-theit Vertue whoare inthe World, and the World is 
- not in them ; than choſe in whom indeed the Workd 
is not, butthey alſo arenot inthe World. Itismore 
glorious to beat an enemy, than tofly away from him; 
andit requires a greater ſpirit to maintain a Breach, 
than to hold out within the Walls. 


Not that I diſcommend Solitude at your firſt ſerting 
out, or would have you negle& it at certain feaſons 
through your whole journey ( for you ſhall know the 
uſe of ir better hereafter Y-bur ir is not fit co defign co 
live always in ſecret, if it be poſſible co live and be ſafe 
in the World, This I would have you think is the 
more perfe& life, and more like to our Saviours : and - 
therefore aſpire toitz and ſtay not in the other any 
longer, than only to fic and Run your ſelf for this, 
And tell me I beſeech you ; do you not think it poſſible 
for a man to have his heart in the World, when his 
leggs and arms are out of it? may it not dwell in his 
fancy, when he ſees it not with his eyes? May henor 
pleaſe himſelf in the ſhadow andimage of hisold friend, 
which he ſaysis dead and buried? may not one leave 
his ſoul behind , when he withdraws his body from 
allthe World 2 I wiſh there benot many of ſuch Reli- 
gious men and women: As on the contrary I hope 
there are not'a few whoſe minds and hearts are ſhur up 
from the World, though they. are with it everyday. 
Who have made a Cloyſter for their ſouls, whi 
their bodies areart liberty. Who bridle their appe- 
rites, and lay reſtraints on their deſires ; though they 
live at large, and are underno Vow but that of their

| Conſider therefore how ridiculous it is to imitate 
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another ſort of men, who hearing us ſpeak of forſaking. 
the World, and renouncing all its Pomysand: Vani» 
ties, imagine that they ſhould -chrow away 'cheir 
rich garments, forbear the civility of a complement, or 
ſo-much as a ſalutation , Jet their Gardens become 
Wilderneiſes, and their Pictures-make Fires, wicttr 
abundance of ſuch like follies. Alas! what have 
theſe poor things done, that we ſhould revenge our 
ſelves upon them © what is their guile that we ſhould 
be fo ſevere and fierce againſt chem? Is this Mmor- 
cification the Scripture ſpeaks. of, to:execute our an- 
ger upon inſenfible things 2 It would ſeem more rea- 
onable, if when a man reads of cracifying the fleſh, he 
ſhould go and pierce his own' body, and ftrike nails 
through his hands and his feet. And yet whar blame 
doth it lie under, that we would put it to that tor- 
ment © or what is that which we kill by ſuch” cruelty 2 
No, no, we muſt tura the blow another way.

You muſt look” upon Feſws ( proceeded ne ) in the 
next place,as #perſon that was highly contentea,and ve- 
ry likeral in the midſt of the greateſt Poverty, It would 
have been little lefsthan a wonder ( as the World now ' 
goes?) if T had ſaid that he thought he had enough, 
choug|Ml! the ground he trod upon had been, his own ; 
and thathe was bountiful, though he had been able ro 
pave his way with Silver and Gold, _ But he hath lefe 
us an higher pattern, and taught us even in our Poyer- 
ry tobe charitable to thoſe, who are reduced:to grea- 
ter neceſſities; andin the _meaneſt condirion to be ber- 
tcr pleated, than worldly men are.in the greateſt ſy- 
perfluities and abundance. He had no lands nor year- 
ty revenues, and yet the Hoſpitality was noble which 

he'maintained. His incomes were uncertain, and yer 
he never complained or troubled his mind' becauſe his 
eſtate was'no. better aſſured, _ His Diſciples were men 
of a ſmall fortune, and yet he laboursco infuſe into 
them a+ moſt: liberal diſpofttion, He ſtuck' not ro 
ſpend all the viftuals he had upon the hungry multj- 
tude. Hechoſeto lay our the whole proviſion of his 
numerous Family in one Feaſt, racher chan ſuffer chem 
to faint who were come to hear his Word.. Though 
he lived as a Begger himſelf, yer he kept a purſe for 
the Poor. Though he was ſupported by the Chari 
of others, yet he would be no more than their Steward, 
and receive their Almsto give it away. Great perſons 
migiſtred ro him, but he himſelf was the Miniſter of 
all. .His Power might have enriched himſelf, but he 
- choſe by it toenrich others. And this truly ſeems to 
have 


have been the proper effect of his being dead to. the 
World. ' Hefelcno necd of its Riches,” and ſo he did 
not covet them... And he did not let them into his 
heart when they came to him, - and ſo he was not un- 
willing co part with rhem, . He choughe the go>dacſs 
of all theſe things conſiſted in their Lie; and he knew 
no better employment for the m, than'to ſend them to 
ſerve thoſe who were preſſed with want, You can- 
not therefore better pleaſe him, than by imitating chis 
bounteous diſpoſition, There will nothing more. in- 
dear youto him, than ſuch a generoſity, which may 
ſhew ic (elf in amean, as well as in a plentiful fortune. 
Do you not obſerve what praiſes he beſtows upon a 
poor Widow,. who had caſt all her livinginto the pub- 
lick tock g Ir ſeems to me char.ie was a more plea- 
ſing ſpectacle to him, than'all the offerings of the 
Rich. Read bur his famous Sermon which he made 
to his Followers, and there,you will find fo many pre- 
ceprs of taking no care for meat, arid drink, and 
cloaths, . and of giving away hoping for nothing 
again, that you will chink he had a mind to recom- 
mend to them this contentedneſs and Charity above 
all things elſe. And leſt you ſhould fanſite that all 
the-adts of his Charity were miracles, which are no 
examples tous; or be like the Hypocrites, who ima- 
gine his precepts were given to upbraid our weakneſs, 
and reproach to us our fall, rather than to dire our 
practice: Obſerve the ſmart queſtion which he asks

Lord, Lord, anddo not the things which 1 [ay ? As if he 
1h-uld.have ſaid, Are you not aſhamed to' call me 
your, Maſter, and yer do riothing that I command? 
What miſchief is this ward ſhould acknowledge 
mine Authority, and yet not begoyerned by my Will? 
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The Parable of the Pilgrim. 

Away with this Hypocrifie ; Call me Lord no more, 
when you will neither do as I ſay, nor as I do. The 
very fame words ſhould I now fay to-you, if I'did not 
think that you were reſolved eo .tread in his ſteps ; 
and that you eſteemed pon with contentment the 
greateſt riches, anda liberal heart with a ſmall eſtate, 
the largeſt poſſeſſions. You will not fail, I know, to 
Tcatrer your Charity as yougoalongto Jeruſalem, If 
you meet with any. diſtrefled perſon in your way, you 
will be ſure todo like the good :Samaritan, and pro- 
vide for his healch and deliverance. Nay, ſpare nor 
to ſeek for opportunities to do good : and fince we 
live in an ill natured and hard-hearred Age, let your 
* light {o ſhine before men; that they may lee Feſws (till 
inthe world. And indeed I have ofcen beheld, ro my 
great aſtoniſhment, . a poor Pilgrim give more largely 
ro a charitable uſe, than a perſon of high condition in 
the world. ' There are many rich Gluttons who will 
beſtow more upon their Dogs, than upon a needy Le- 
z4r#s. I have heard men wonder they are not aſhamed 
ro {ce themſelves oat-done by people of a meaner 
rank ; and that they do not fear the bowels of the Poor 
will groan againſt them, and complain to Heaven of 
their unmercifulneſs: Bur foit is, that they have hard- 
ned their own bowels coward them, and think thac 
Heaven is as inſenſible of all their cries as themſelves. 
Their hearts are as cold as ftones; and you may as 
ſoon movea Statue to do good, as one of theſe Images 
of men, They are not crucified 'to the' world, . bur 
they-are killed in her embraces, and the harh' hugged 
them to death in her arms, The world hath poured 
too many of her favours upon them, and preffed them 
to death with- the weight of Silver and Gold, Their 
hands are faſt cloſed, their fingers arc tiff and rigid : 
WR” | . they 


they hold their money fo hard, that a dead mans hand 
cannot be more inflexible, nor hold-that thing harder 
which be graſps when he is juſt expiring. Nothiog bue 
the example of the Lord of Life will be of any power 
to get them open. There is; none but himſelf can 
breath ſuch a ſpirit intothem, as will looſen. the, cold 
bands of death, and. make them ſtretch forth them- 
ſelves to the relief of their periſhing neighbours. ..Pro- 
pound therefore this pattern every; where in your 
practice , and if- men like not co be the Followers of 
Chriſt on theſe terms, tell chem they. muſt look .for 
their wages at the Devils hands. He hath as faſt hold 
of thoſe Miſers ſouls, 'as they have of: their money, 
Hellis as greedyastheir defires. Ir gapes for them, as 
they do inſatiably for Riches, And beſides, if there 
beany truth in our ſacred Books, they ,and their riches, 


and their poſterity, ſhallrot and become as vile as thoſe 


whoſe miſeries they will not pity. 


And when you have-well -affeted: your heart with 
this heavenly-minded and compaſſionate Feſws, then: 
eurn your eyes £0 another ſight, and behold in him #he 
deepeſt humility, and the moſt profound lowlineſs of 
mind, joyned with the greateſt perfeitions, and higheſt 
abilities that ever any man had. If there were ever any: 
man in the world that had cauſe to bear himſelf high, 

this was the perſon, Hisendowments were diviae 3 his: 
reafons were inſpirations ; bis words were oracles ; and 
yet blocks and cranks are wont now to-life up them-' 
ſelves. higher in their. own conceic than he could/be 


tempted to do, -;Never had any one (o large a know-_ 


ledge, that boaſted (o little of it. | - His power-was aot 
ro be equalled. on Earth, and yer it'did nor domineer 

oyer the mcaneſt creature.” - He: could ' do-whar ”

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breath in his ownpraiſes. The very P of-his gar- 
ment was thought to be of a-miraculotis vertue, bur 
it was touched with pride as mach as himſelf. *The

only.to-the outward world, but alſo to himſelf. He

wing it publiſhed and talkt 4 abroad in the world. When 
he was transfigured in the Holy Mount, you. read chac 
he wetit aſide privately with a few of his Diſciples, 


which may well commend unto you the love of retire- 
ment ; And that brightneſs alſo wherewith, he was cloa- 
thed; he cominanded to be concealed as a great ſeerer,till 
a-fic ſeaſon to divulge it 3 which may well. teach vs:to 
keep-tq ourſelves what paſſes between God. and ur 
fouls, till others may be concerned initas much as our 
{lves. You may referr this perhaps to che Humility 
of his Spirit, "but yer I chought good to adviſe you of 
ic alone, becauſe ic deſerves a particular conſideration.

The greater pain there 
was in any buſineſs, the more he delighted in ic: . and 
leaſure could not win his love, but by means of che 
fabour which brought it forth. Ia which diligence 
it concerns you very highly to imitate him, if you mean 
to aſſure your arrival at Feruſe/ews, The world is thea 
ro be feared, when it finds us empty and void of im- 
ployment. We are ſafe enough, though we live in it, 
if we do not livein Idlenefs, While we have ſome- 
ching elſe todo, we ſhall calily reſiſt ic, and curn afide 
the ſtrongeſt ofits temptations. You mult agg be ac 
leiſure to go abour any thing that is bad. muſt 
deprive vice of all means to approach you, and ler ic 
have notime whereig to make its aſſaules.

But now it is time to draw to an end of this diſcourſe, 
and cherefore I will only give youa ſhort remembrance 
of this one thing more, that Feſus was very firomg to re- 
Bþft the temptations of the Devil in the mi fo bis great- 
refs weakneſs, and had a great Faith and confidence 
in God in the midſt of the zreateſft dangers, and muſt 
ſudden ſurpriſes. His long hunger was not fo ſharp, as 


co provoke him to take any undue means for its (a- 


tisfaction, When his Diſciples awaked him in the 
middle of a tempeſt, his heart was not terrified, nor his 
thoughts diſordered 4 but he gravely reproves the 
ſma}lneſs of their Faith. He ever held Heaven faſt by 
the hand, and whatſoever it was that afſaid to ſhake 
his conſtancy, he ſtood firm, and would not be mo- 
ved (o muchas to doubt of the preſence and. power of 
GoZ2 with him. Be you ſure to have chis Faich and 
powerful confidence of his always in your eye : far 
you muſt not expect (as T ſhall ſhortly cell you) to paſs 
to Fersſalem without many conflicts. When you are 
moſt infirm, your enemies will moſt ſtrongly affaulc 
ou, and ſtrive ro hale and draw you another way. 
our aflitions will give them reſfolucign, and in the 
time of your [angniſſubents they will take to —

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ſelyes the greateſt coura oe, What oever 'other weak- 
neſs cheretore you labour under, be ſure you-be nor 
weak in Faich: "and *when'all other ſupports in the 
World fail you,* remember to cleave and adhere clofe- 
ly untoGod, Keep awake a fenſe of his preſence with 
you, by often choughts of him ;* thryſt-yaurſelfinro 

is arms continually by a firm truſt in him ; "be ftrong 
inthe Lord, andinthe power gf his might, by takigg 
hold of his Almighty Goodnels, And ther tet yopr 
Adverſaries be tha chey-will, whether from*within, 
or from without ; let their Armies be never fo nume- 
raus which are ſet in battle againſt yout  Doubr pot 
bucchrough an holy confidence in God, and the fer- 


vent prayer of Faith for the aids of his'Spirit z' they 
ſhall all Jisband and fly away like ſo many heaps of 
duſt before the wind, and yield yau the victory whjeh 
they promiſed ro themſelves. In this affuranceT think 
itiS beſt to ſeal uptheſecrers of that ſentence which T 
have been ſo long difclofing co you, © For, thopgh there 
are many other things remarkable in Feſws, (as you will 
ſeeif you frequently faſten your eyes upon him) yet if T 
ſhould enumerate them all,” I muſt tarn over the Jeaves

When they cannot (diſturb 
your Paffions, chey will be'fo ſubcil as co troubfe your 
Fancy. | Andwhen rhey cannot periwade you to break 
' off your Journey, they will labour co poſſeſs you with. 
a.conceic chat you have not yer prepared your felf fuf- 
ficiently for ir. They will often be tiring up ſuch 

thoughts as theſe in yoar mind ; thar you _—_—

The Parable of the Pilgrim; 
. waſhed your (elf clean enough by ſorrow and contrition 
for your fins, that yourconſcience hathriot been thorow- 
y 2648 nor your faults duly confeſſed; aor your, 
art rightly humbled, and deeply afflicted: and there- 
fore that it would be beſt for you co return again,at leaſt 
for ſoſhort a ſpace till you may be better purged, and 
ſo the better provided for trave]l, With much ſpe- 
ciouſneſs, -and very fair ſhews of faithful counſel will 
:all this berepreſented: And they willmake you believe, 
if they can, that you cannot pleaſe God better than 
by going back to the very place where you firſt began, 
in order to. prepare your ſelf with more exactneſs for 
ſucha long Journey. But do not give any credit to a 
ſyllable of all this ; nor think your felf obliged co ran- 
ſack your conſcience all over again, and to ſpend your 
timeinT know not what penſiveneſs and tireſome hu- 
miliations. For theſe courſes may indanger to keep 
you always at home, cither becauſe you will never 
think that you know the bottom of your heart, or be- 
cauſe you will ſtill ſeem nor to be {orrowful and peni- 
rent enough, - or becauſe theſe horrours will even af- 
fright you from Religion, and make you think ( as 1 
have known ſome do-) that icis impoſſible to be ſaved. 
Ar lcaſt theſe things will pur you. into ugcouth and un- 
known ways , and make others think thac Piety is 
madneſs, _ They will hinder you alſo exceeding much, 
ſothat (if you go onac all, yer ), you will travel very. 
ſlowly, and be a moſt tedious time before you come ar 
Teſus. Say therefore to theſe ſcruples, .. when they 
buzz in your ears; 7 am nought,. 1 have nought, &c. 
I haveſunk my (elf as low as I can in my own eltcem, 
I have forſaken all, and carry nothing in my heart as 
he knows bur only Feſ#s and Feruſalem, and therefore 
moleſt me not in my paſſage to them pf 
ao 1d 


Andif they ſhall ſtill proceed to rell you open the 
diſcovery of this Artifice to deceive you) that ic is 
r00 great a boldneſs for'ſuch a perſon as you, to think 
ro lee Feſws and Ferwſalem: if they ſay that you are nor 
worthy of his favour, nor ought to be ſo preſumptuous 
as to hope forit; anſwer them again in the very ſame 
words. am nought,1 have nought,ec.1 know as well as 
you cantell me, that Iam unworthy of any thing, 'and 
much more of his favour:but therefore it is that I defire 
him, and am going to him, that Lmay have ſome wor- 
thineſs, by rclembling him, 


I donot preſume upon my own deferts, but upon his 
Lovez nor amT pricked forward by my own' defires 
only, bur by his invitations ; nor was it my motion; 
bur his own, which firſt pur me upon this defign of 
travelling to him. Nor ſhall you ever perſwade meto 
defiſt in this enterprize ; unlets you cantell me from his 
own mouth, that he will donogood unto-a'finner (as 
I confeſs my ſelfto be)but will continue ro pray with- 
outceaſing, andto labour'perpetually that I may be 
* . righteous, like co himſelf ;- and fo be accepted with 

"him. Tam notſo fooliſh indeed asto imagine that he 
will receive me to himſelf at Fernſalem, if I become'no 
better than Lam ;- but I ſtudy by his Grace ( which I 
know he is not wont to deny) to be made ſoconform- 
able to his defires, that he will not think me unworthy 
to be there entertained by him, 


And now if any old friend or acquaintance ſhould: 
chance to croſs your way ; and pitying that poor 
and deſolate condition wherein you ſeem to be, ſhould 
in civility invite you home to him, and pray you.to: 
accept. of the, kindneſs of their Country ; w_ nf 
| on 
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pe. great pleaſures, and rare 


divertilements feſh, which are far more eligible 
in his opinion, tferable Pilgrim's life as 
he ſees You lead ; turn a deaf car to-him; and donor 
go along with him. 


Nay if he only op. you in your journey by vain fri- 
volous and impertinent diſcourſes, which, you think, 
*getain you too long from accompliſhing your inten- 
tions,” break looſe from him es you fairly can, 
and ſay only this-ro him, Sir, Iavowld fain be at Fe+ 
ruſelem. And if he perſiſt rotrouble you, and follow 
you.with his importunities to turnafide to his dwelling, 
or tolethim have more of your company , invice hi 
togaalong with yau, and tell him that then he ſhall 
enjoy as much as he pleaſes of it. Andif cotheſe Tem- 
ptations there ſhould many others ſucceed from the 
mate Gifts, Hlooee __ Preferments which will 
LINCOM on, and be a clog to you in your-jour- 
ney ; ed henane bur till be och mindsthe 
thoughts of what you ſhall have at Fer#ſa/em.

Of many other devices to diſcourage hins in his Fourney : 
Eſpecially if he ſhould chance toget a fall, 


H Ere the Holy man reſted himſelf _ for alittle 
{pace, toſee if there were ought that his Diſciple 
had a mind to propoſe, who all this while had been ina 

rofound ſtilneſs. Burt when he ſaw that he did nothing 
but ponder upon what he had ſpoken, and remained (0 
fixed, as if he had been chained to his mourh, and could 
not ſtir from thence ;- he went on in his diſcourſe, 
which he clearly diſcerned the Pbor ſoul moſt preedily 
received. Youlook, ſaid he, asif you wete aot ar 
all dejected at wharT have delivered ; andperhaps you 
are thebetrer ſatisfied, becauſe youexpett to be enter- 
rained with more pleaſant news'than hitherto hath falu- 
red you, But I muſt deal fincerely with'you, and let you 
know that many of the pleaſures ia this way that you 
are to go, conſiſt more [in beating enemies, than in. 
having none ; in victories andtriumphs, ratherthan in 
not being expoſed to dangerous conflicts. And there- 
fore be contented to hear that all your enemies will fall 
intoa rage,. andbe filled withmadnefs, when they {ce 
their ſtraragems '|becoine ſo unſucceſsful, And thar 
they may take ſome revenge for '{o ſhameful a difap- 
pointment, they will procure that you be —_ 
deſpiſed and ſcorned as a very poor wretch, and a filly 
crearure, They will ſet perhaps the very Boys andGirts 
tro laughand hour at you: or, which is worſe, 'tl&y wlll 


lay all the falſe things © ING charge that_they can 


a deviſe, 
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deviſe, and throw in your teeth any old faule which 
you have committed , and not only brand you with 


very diſgraceful names, but alio calumniate you as a 


man of 1]! deſigns, + But if you will be ſafe, I charge 
you not to heed theſe things atall ; no not if they go 
about to rob you, or proceed to beat you, or-uſe you 
very deſpitcfully , and perſecute you with as much 
violence as malice can miniſter to their fury, Remem- 
ber what I now ſay unto you, as you love your life ; 
and contend not with them; ſtrive not fiercely againſt 
them, . nor ſpend ſo muchas a fit of anger upon them. 


| Content your (elf as well as you can with the da- 


mage received , and paſs on quietly, as though no 
hurt had been done, leſt you involve your ſelf in worſe 
dangers, and ſuffer a far greater harm than they have 
in their power to do You. Carry this only in your 
mind, that to be at Jer#ſz/em in ſafety with Jeſws, is 


a thing that ought to be purchaſed with far harder uſage 


than all this, and then you will not ſo much; as re- 
pine at it, but be more comforted by your - patience, 
than you could have been by remaining free from ſuch 
afflictions. | 


Let this alſo be added for your ſupport; that if 
they ſee you are ſo hardy, as not to be at ail moved 
by theſe affronts, but rather well contented with ſuch 
rude and dirty abuſes ; it will give as great diſcou- 
ragement to them, as they hoped thereby to have 
given you. You will grow a very conſiderable per- 
{on in their account, and they will ſtand in fear of you, 
as one that is like to hearten many others in this jour- 
ney, from which they labour by ſo many ways chat 
they may be deterred. Which muſt not be expound- 
ed asif their heart would not ſerve them to trouble 

| . you 
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= any longer, when they ſce you return all their 
lows vpon themſelves, for as long as their malice 
laſts, they will nor ceaſeto be a vexation.to you, and 
co lebour to bring you into ſome new danger, Nay, 
ic is likely they will from all theſe diſappointments 
only learn to go to work-more craftily, and lay all 
their heads together to contrive ſome” inſenfible 
ways of effeing your ruine, But, as I ſaid before, 
keep in your mind Feſws and-Fernſalem, and they will 
give you ſecurity, and countermine all their plots to 
undo you. As for inſtance, it is poflible they 
will endeavour to ſow ſome differences between you 
and your fellow-travellers, when you meet with any 
ro bear you company. They will ſtudy to work in 
you anill opinion, and to make you ſhy of each other ; 
nay, to caſt ſuch bones of contention among you, that 
you ſhall grow paſſionate, fall out by the way, and 
break company : of which ſeparation they will be the 
more deſirous, becauſe they know it is ſo profitable 
for you in*your travels to have the benefir of good 
companion®, Now if in this caſe you do: but look up- 
on Feſws 3\ though the fire were already kindled, it 
would oe inſtantly extinguiſhed. And if Feruſalem 
do but come into your mind, if you do but caſt a 
glance upon that ſweer and quiet place, it will pre- 
{ently make a calm in your Soul ;' which cannot think 
it likely you ſhould come thither, but in the paths of 
Peace and Love. As much asin you lycth therefore, 
live peaceably with all men, and much more with your 
Brethren and Companions. And as one of the Eldeſt 
Guides that ever travelled this way hath left us dire&i- 
@ns, let it beever a principalpart of your care, 7o keep 
the Unity of the Spirit in the bond of Peace, 
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I hope that what I now ſay, together with that 
diſpoſition which brought you hicher co me, will 
render one caution ( which elſe ſhould have been 
here interpoſed _) as 'unneceſlary to you, ,as it is need- 
ful in it felf; which is, That you enter not into 
hot diſputes, and ſharp contentions with any man, 
no not about the Opinions in which they pretend Re- 
ligion is concerned, But yet ler me paſs an Odvſerva- 
tion or two upon thoſe Conteſts which ſeem to exer- 
ciſe ſo much of ſome mens zeal, and tell you 5 Thar I 
do not remember. I have been acquainted with any 
man who was in love with Controverſies, that much 
minded the way of Feruſa/z, or ſtudied to be ſo able 
to do the will of God, as to confute and filence the 
Adverſaries that he oppoſed. This wrangling piece of 
Learning, is always wont to leave the moſt necefla- 
ry truths, that ic may purſue thoſe which are un- 
profitable and good for nothing. Nay, iris obſerved 
by wiſe men, to be generally accompanied with this 
baſe quality 3. that it.cannot exerciſe the-Underſtan- 
ding without provoking the paſſions, nbr ſpeak of 
Moderation ir ſelf without diſtemper , nor treat of 
peace and quietneſs, without putting the Sgul into 
diſorder. And therefore I could never diſcern that 
ſuch Diſputers have 'any great faculty of deſcrying 
the Truth about which they contend ; but make 
that a matter of great difficulty and perplexity which 
the peaceable people, and they who are free from 
paſſion and prejudice, do eafily diſcover, And here 
I ſhall nor ſtick to refreſh your mind a licele wich 
the pleaſure of a Story or Parable which I have 
ſomewhere met withal out of. Arſelme, a man of gy 
mean eſteem in the times wherein he lived. There 
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was up, fell into a very earneſt debate concerning that 
part of the Heavens wherein that Glorious body was 
to ariſe that day. In this Controverſie they ſuffered 
chemlelves to be fo far ingaged, that at laſt they fell 
together by the ears, and ceafcd not their bufferings 
cil! they had beaten out each others eyes. And fo it 
came to pals, thac whea a little after, the Sun did ſhow 
his face, there was neither of theſe doughty Champi- 
ons that could diſcern one jot a thing to clear as the 
Prince of lights, which every child {aw beſide them- 
ſelves, Ic would be too great a. difparagement to 
your underſtanding, if I ſhould ſpend-a. moment in 
reaching you to- apply it to our preſent parpole. 
It is ſufficient to add, That though Zeal for Re- 
ligion bE not only commendable, bur: required of 
usz yet we muſt take great heed leſt we ſtrive 
ſo hotly and paſhonately for every Opinion which 
we have conceived, that. we quite loie our faculcy 
of diſcovering cither that, or any thing elſe, which 
is truly good, I may well ſay anythingelie; for theſe 
Controverſies in Religion I have heard ſome wiſe men 
obſerve, do much hinder the advancement of other 
Sciences, and the increaſe of good knowledge in the 
World. And therefore a. great Reſtorer of Learning 
among our (elves was wont toſayy that he was like the 
Miller near one of our famous Univerſities, who uſed 
to pray for peace among the Willows, - For while 
the Wind blew, and- the Wind-mills wrought, the 
W ater-mill was leſs cuſktomed, And -juſt ſo it is with 
theſe diſputes: while they are high, and ſermens wits 
in agitation, they draw away their thoughts from 
other profitable ſtudies, and hinder cheir minds-from 
ſuch noble inquiries as would do a great-fervice to 
mankind, Pray therefore for the peace of thoſe that 
travel 
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The Parable of the Pilgrim; | 
travel to Feruſalem, and do you ſeek it and purſue it 
by all means poſhble. Or if any be contentious, 


and obey not the truth ; mark ſuch perſons and ayoid 
them. 


And truly there are ſo many enemies, as you have 
heard, toexerciſe our zeal, that we had not necd to 
create more, and to ſcek for enemies among our ſelves. 
They are ſo combined and confederate for our miſ- 
chief and undoing, that it ſtands us in hand to unite 
our forces alſo for our mutual defence, and not to give 
them that advantage which they greedily gape for, and 
will certainly have by our ſad diviſions. So great is 
their ſubtilty, and ſo intent they are to make the utmoſt 
uſe of it, that if we have any wit, it had need be joy ned 
ro obviate thcir deſigns, and not imployed to make 
wide breaches; at which, without much difficulty they 
may eaſily enter and deſtroy us. For, beſides all the 
ways of deceiving us that have been already related, 
I muſt not forget to remember you of a condition into 
which you may fall, of Which they will not fail to ſerve 
themſelves as much as they are able. Ir is poſſible I 
mean that ſome way or other a fit of ſickneſs may ſur- 
prize you in your Jqurneys or it may ſo happen that 
ſuch a great want m#y be your portion, that very few 
men will offer you any help, or regard your crys when 
you beg for relief. At this ſeaſon your enemies will 
gather about you, and as if they meant at once to ſwal- 
Jow you up, they will put ſtrange fancies into your 
head, and abuſe your mind with ſuch black and melan- 
choly thoughts, as may prove no ſmall afflition to.you. 
They vill znſult over you; and tell you that your folly 
and preſumption in undertaking that tedious Journey, 
hath reduced you to (ſo great extremities : or that 
ſome 
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ſome. haincus ſin for which you have not yet been 
humbled, is ghe cauſe of this ſad condition: or thar 
you are cne 1 hom Feſzes hates, which hath made him 
ro abandon you to thele ſtraights to chaſtiſe your con- 
fidence: or that he loves you ſo little, as not to care 
whether any body mind you : orat leaſt that you have 
ſo ill deſerved of mankind, that none of them regards 
you or hath any ſollicitude for your welfare. And all 
theſe tales they will tell over and over again in your 
ears, toſeed your melancholy and diſquiet of Spirit ; 
to make you murmur and fall into diſcontent ; to 
breedin you an il] opinion of your Jeſws, or to provoke 
you to anger and diſpleaſure againſt your Brethren 
and if it be poſſible to work you into ſuch uncharitable 
thoughts of them , that you ſhould never love them 
any more. But now it will concern you very much 
to ſtop your ears to all theſe Jamentable ſtories, and to 
male as if you heard them not at all, You muſt ſay 
over your old kſlon as ofc as they repeat theſe ſug- 
geſtions, and whiſper to your ſelf theſe words, 7 am 
ought, I deſerve theſe miſeries ; Iris not ſtrange that I 
am ſick orpoor, but that I amno worſe. And cheg, if 

ou pleaſe, you may defie all theſe enemies,and let them 

now that you donot ſo much as paſſionately defire the 
removal of theſe bitfdens, nor care for any thing in the 
World but only for the zove of Feſws, and to be with 
him in peace at Feruſalem, Tel|them you cannot be- 
lieve that he hates a man who is poſleſſed with this 
Necfire 5 but howſoever it be, that you are reſolved 
to try him by going on, and perſevering perpetually 
iNit, 


But then if it ſhould .happen that any 'of theſe al- 
ſaulcs which 1 have named ſhould prove ſo ſtrong as 
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nt only to ſhake you, but alſo co make you: ſtumble, 
yea to throw you'down, and to give you ſuch a fall, 
that thereby ſome hurt is done yon : Or ſuppoſe thar 
you ſhould chance to ſtep afide, and to divert a little 
out of the dirc& path which leads to Fernſalems you 
muſt know that they will make a foul ſtir abour it, and 
accuſe you heavily for having done thar, which chey 
Jaboured with all their power to make you do. I can- 
not tell you how you will look upon your ſelf in ſuch 
a caſe if you ſhould ſlide intoir ; bur if you will follow 
my advice, I would not have you to eſteem it ſo great 
and horrid a matter as they will make it, nor {uffer 
your ſelf co be affrighted and aſtoniſhed atir. * All that 
any wiſe man would bid you do in ſuch a condition, is 
no more but this ; -that as ſoon as you obſerve-your 
fall, and are come to your ſelf again, you get up pre- 
ſently, return intothe old path, and uſe ſuch reqedies 


and medicines as every good body prefcribes in ſuch 
y 


caſes, Confider ſeriouſly by what means'you were 
drawn aſide, humble your ſelf at the feet of God ; be 
afflicted, mourn and weep fo far, that the ſmart you 
ſuffer may keep you hereafter from the fin ; ſtreng- 
then your reſolation 3 fortifie your felf in thoſe vieak 
places where you are Jyable ro ſurpriſe, ' be more 
watchful for the future, and more inſtantin prayer for 
the aids of Divine Grace. Burt when this is done, be 
ſure you do not lye along upon the ground, crying and 
bewailing your misfortune 3 nor ſtand amazed in,your 
errour, complaining thar you have been ſo miſcrtbly 
miſ-led. For T am certainthis will do you more harm 
than good , and give your enemies ſuch advantage 
againſt you, that they will double their laughcer ar 
your folly ; firſt for your fall, and then for your lying 
along,'or ſtandipg ſtill after you were caſt down, _

cruly Iam of the opinion, - that. your fall will not do 


them ſo much ſervice as your 1fing ſtill ; .. and chatthey' 


will not clap their hands ts much to ſeg, you down, - as 
ro ſee that you have no heart to riſe, . but go. abour 'ro 
bury your ſelf in forrow. If you would deje& chem, 
and ſpoil their mirth, life up your ſelf fromthe earth, 
and when you are upon your legs again, remember for 
what end they are beſtowed upon you. Proceed for- 
ward I meanin your Journey as faſt as you can, and do 
.hor think it'is to any purpoſe to ſtand looking into 
our wounds, and weeping into your ſores, For be- 
ides that all that time you make no progreſsin your 
way, the wounds themſelves alſo are made more angry, 
and you hinder the ſpeedineſs of the Cure, Provide 
therefore that they be inſtantly bound up, that the 
parts may cloſe and unite togerher, that your ſtrengch 


may return, and your Journey,may be continued with . 


as much courage and alacrity as it. was begun, Bur 
immoderate grief, I aſſure you,” will never ſuffer this, 
which will rather keep the wounds open, make your 
weakneſs greater, and cauſe the ſtop, which hath been 
occiinieth your fall co laſt ooger: I know your 
Enemies will be anays. caſting. this ' miſcarriage ia 
your teeth, and be calling upon you to remember the 
lace where they tript up your heels : bur whatſoever 
Wy ſay, do not think your (elf obliged to be conti- 
nually curning your head that way, nor to be ever 
looking back upon your lapſe and your pain, For they 
intend nothing elſe but ro detain you in your courſe : 
and if they cannot freez your blood, and make you 
ſtand ſtock ſtill-in a cold amazement, yet they hope 
hereby to diſ- ſpirit your Soul, and render you ſo dull, 
lumpiſh, and uofit for travel, that you ſhall move bur 
avery flow pacein the way - ; ra Be not ig- 
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norant therefore, T beſeech you, of theſe devices, but 
take heed left they make as great advantage- of your 
ſorrow, as they could of your tin. So you be drowned 
and ſwallowed up, they care not whether it be by over 
much pleaſure, or by over mnch grief. They can ſerve 
themſelves of your ſpiritual erouble and afflition of 
mind, as well as of your carnal delights, and bodily in- 
joyments. They can make uſe of cither ro draw you 
from God ; or at leaſt if by the one they draw you away 
from him, try will Jabonr by the other to keep you 
from returning back unto him, | | 


Nay, Tle tell you a fetch they have yr fora this. 
When they have immerſed you as deep as they canin 
forrow, if they perceiye you are aware of their deſign, 
and that you reſolve not to ſink any farther, nor to be 
overwhelmed withit ; then will they make thar ſor- 
row which you have already felt, to be the inſtru- 
ment of plunging you inco a new gulph; of which you 
did not ſo muchas dream. They will take_that very 
part upon them, which you your (elf ſhould have a@ed 
defore, andtell you that it was very ill done to ſpend 
ſo much of your precious time in pnproficable grief. 
They will call you Fool for your labour, in afliting 
yeur Soul ſo long. They will perſwade you, it was a 
new fin to waſte thoſe hou.s in bewailing your offencgy 

which ſhould have been imployed in unending W 
them. And therefore it is but neceſſary that I wara 
you again to be before- hand with themy, and to ſecure 
this weapon for your own uſe, Keep it, I ay, in your 
own power, leſt if chey wreſt it from you, ir wn 
them in due ſeaſon to wound you withal. Let your 
Soul know from your ſelf, that it is not fic ro ſtand 
wringing your hands when you ſhould be uſigg them 
in 
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© The Parable of the Pilprim; 
in yourwork z agd do not ſtay to hear this from your 
Enemies mouth: Do nor let them have the contenr- 
ment to ſee you caſt down ſo-immaglerately by, your 
own means, that if youriſe, it may be only to afl again 
by theirs. Bur pur them to as great an afflition by 
the diſcovery of their praRices, as they would have 
made you indure by the ſucceſs of them. Let them 
know that your errour ſhall only make you take the 
reater heed ; that you mean to go the faſter by your 
all, and to recompence your remilne(s with an higher 
zeal. But asfor afflition and forrow, that you will 
reſerve your {elf for them t:1! a time when they ſhall 
be more profitable than now, that you have a mind 
be doing better than ever. Tell chem thac you do not 
intend to ingage Reſights agalalt ic felf, nor make ic 
guilty of being a hindrance to its own proper buligeſs; 
Give them to underſtand, that ſince you have done 
your ſelf ſo much miſchief already, you will cake care 
there be no addition to-.it by the means of che pious 
pretences of deep Humiliations- Remember them 
effecually of the old obſervation which may ſerve to 
quaſhthem. in the midſt of their greateſt triumphs over 
you, viz. That thoſe things which for the time thar is 
paſt, are worſt of all, may prove forthe time to come 
co be the beſt. We take advice for the fucure of thoſe 
things which are gone by us. Good counſels in our af- 
ter aQions owe not a little to the miſartiages of former 
| days. Ourfollies teach us Wiſdom, and by lapſes we 
learn co go more ſteadily. | |

Andif they continue ſtill to inſult and co make ads 
abour this buſineſs, give not the leaſt regard to them ;

ly bent to pleaſe him. 


Aad yet it may happen after all this, that you may 
meet with a worſe uſe that they.will make of your 
lapſes. . They may take occafion from thence to per- 
ſwade you to be well contented with ſuch miſcarriages, 
and not to trouble your ſelf ro. amend (ach faults as 
have no remedy... Their endeavours will not be want- 
10g to poſſeſs you with an. opinion, which hath infe&ted 
'r00 many minds ; That you cannot imitate Feſws, bur 
have. undertaken an impoſſible _rask which you will 
never be able to perform. This they may repreſent 
with a great deal of artifice, and many fair colours : 
ſaying, Alas poor Soul! in whata vain andidle labour 
haſt thou engaged thy ſelf? what meaneſt thou thus 
to ſtrain thy wings in aſpiring to that which no Crea- 
ture on earth can reach? Doſt chou.think to be like 
the Son of God's To wiſhto be. ſo good, is the higheſt 
pcerfeRion of humane weakneſs. Bur to go abou ir, 
15.only to make a more large diſcovery of that natural 
frailty: Ir isa pattern too illuſtrious for thee to look 
upon, much more to follow. ' It belongs not- co meer 
men to be ſuch great Undertakers. Thou mayeſt as 
well think to wo miracles, as defign to. imitate his 
Vertues. Icltes nor within the compaſs of Fleſh and 
Blood. to become ſo ſpiritual and divige. And-if 
NRNT thou. 
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The Parable of the Pilgrim 
thou hadfſt not already forgotten thy falls, . choucouldſt 
not dream of raiſing thy ſelf toſo high a pitch, Can any 


heart pur up ſuch atlouuhh patience as thou meeteſt 
- 


witha ho can indureſuch Abſtinence, or exerciſe 
ſuch Charity, or practiſe ſuch Mecknefs as thou ſeeft 
in Feſws ? Sit down, vain man, and comfort thy ſelfin 
this, that he hath done ſo worthily, Ir is enough to 
praiſe and extol ſuctyperfeions : but it is roo much to 
arrive at. them. There is no man in his wits would 
trouble himſelf about a buſine!s, though he apprehend 
kis obligations never ſo great that preſs him toit;when 
he hath1o good an excuſe as this at hand, that it is not 
poſſible to be effected. : 


I cannot ſtay cotell you the long ſpeeches that they: 
will detain you withal in this Argumene, Only you 
may know that there is no Theme more eafie and. 
plauſiblethan this, wherein to dilate themſelves : and 
therefore you may expe a. world of ſpecious reaſons 
to induce you to believe that no man can. obey the 
Commands of Chriſt, or follow his great Example. 
Which perſwaſton, if they. can by any means in- 
ſtill into: Four Son!, I: muſt aſſure you-before-hand, 

that it will provethe moſt dangerous rempcation that 
ever madean aſſaulc upon you. 


It will cut ( asI may 


ſo ſpeak) the very ſinews of your Spirit, and cramp - 


your Soul, ſo that yon will never be able to travel to 
Feruſalem, This infufionwill not only diſcourage you, 
bat perfeRly beatim you, and 'make you languiſh in 
a perpetual lethargy: The opinion of weceſſity doth 
not more quicken and exciteus, than that of 7mpoſſibi- 


lity doth deaden and di(-ſpiric us in any undertaking. . 


And therefore now if ever, you muſt run as faſt as you 
canto the extrat which'T gave you. You muſt rake

a good draught of thoſe inlivening ſpirits which I com: 
mended, and are encloſed in thac ſentence which you 
muſt carry along with you. You muſt repeat it again 
and again 3 7 deſire nothing but Feſus, nothing but Feſus. 
He hath filled my Soul with a purpoſe cogo to-him. He 
hath inſpired me with ſtrong reſolutions to follow after 
him, And ſure he will not failto be my help,my ſtrength 
and my ſalvation, 


And here let me beſeech you to confider diligently 
before-hand, _ that they are his own words to his Diſ- 
ciples juſt before he left the World: 7 have given you 
an example, that you ſhould do as I have done to you: 
And- how that one of .choſe perſons hath alſo told us, 
Thathe lef? us anexample that we ſhould follow his ſteps, 
To what end, I pray you, did he give us thar 
which we cannot take * What are we the better for 
the Copy which he hath left, if ir be ſuch as we can- 
not tranſcribe Did he intend to brave us, rather 


- than inſtru us by his ations? Were they meant to 


upbraid our imbecillity, and not to. inſpire us with 


courage and ſtrength * Inſtead of provoking our ſpi- 


rits, were they only defigned to make our ambition 
deſpair? And when he ſhould have awakened out di- 
ligence, did he only come to aftoniſh us with wonders, 
and caſt our Souls into a ſtopiſying admiration? Theſe 
are baſe and lewd ſuppoſals, of which the ancient Pil- 
grims did never ſo much as dream. They thought 
they ſaw in him what mortal men by the Grace of 
God might hope to attain. They looked upon him as 
the advancer of humane Nature, not only in his own 
perſon, but alſo in all thoſe who would undercaks to 
followhim. They were encouragedand inflamed by 
bcholding him to imitate his Heavenly life : and by his 
EE : Grace 
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Grace haye left us themlclves as inſtances and ex- 
amples of thar excellent Virtue which Believers on 
Jeſus may come unto, They imitated him fo happily, 
that they themſelves are become Originals, The 


cry our aloud unto us, that we ſhould be folowers of * F117: 


ther, as they were of Chriſt, -And mult we now ſtand 
only gazing upan them, and ſpend. our time in 
commencing the Picty of ancient days? Muſt we 
thiak that thoſe were priviledged. Ages which were 
attended with ſucha Grace that doth-noc deſcend :up- 
on future ſucceſſlions « Did the favours of Heaven die 
with choſe great Souls? Muſt we ſcek for Chriſtians 
only under their ruines, and in their Monuments © Muſt 
we adore their Reliques in Books, and pleaſe our (elves 
in Idea's, and Patterns of things which we cannot imis 
rate? Is it enough that we live in a profound ſleep, if 
it be but interrupted ſometimes with pleaſant viſians ? 
Do they ſpeak only to the firſt-born Children of 


Chriſt, when they ſay, Brethrew, be followers together Phil. \ 


of us, and mark them which walk ſo, as you have us for 
an enſample ? Was it the priviledge of their birth- 
right to be ſo good, and muſt we be contented to re- 
main bad ? Are we ſuch puiſnees thatmuſt expe& no 


portion of Divirſe Grace, or think of being followers of FPM** 5: 14 


God as dear children of his: For the love of God ler 
us not think that his treaſares are exhauſted, or that 
he is weary of his firſt munificence. His arm is no 
ſhorcer than it was, nor are his hands leſs open, He is- 


ſtill willing to diſpenſe his largeſies, andco make us . 
know that they did notend with thoſe Ages. Ler us 
rouze up our ſelves therefore, and not loſe the benefits - 


of Heaven, by thinking we cannot have them. Lec 
us not impute to it ſuch an unkindneſs of giving usfo 
high an example, that it might oblige us. to.an __ 
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table trouble, Theſe are the old- ſubtilties. of the 
Serpent, which the Heathen Divines have detectedas 
well as we.® The Philoſophers thenſelves were haunt- 
<d with theſe clamours, and the people-rang this con- 
rinually. in their ears, Ic is impoſſible to follow ſuch 
examples as you propoſe. Bur they ſer. themſelves 
ſtoutly againſt this ſluggiſhneſs. They purſued mens 
ſouls that made theſe excuſes, and ferrered them ouc 
of ſuch pretences wherein they ſought co burrow, and 
ro-make a Sanctuary for their lazineſs, You imagine, 
ſaittrone of them, that thoſe things cannot be done, 
which you do not. You willneeds have them far to 
ſurmount the nature of man, becauſe you will not be 
at the pains to acquire them. How much better do I 
think of you; than you do of yourſelves? I. honour 
you ſofar,that I am of the-mind you can be ſo good, bur 
only you will not apply your felvesunto ic. For, Who 
is there that hath made a trial with all his hearr,. that 
failed in the attempt? Who hath buckled himſelf to 
the work, that was deſtitute of ſtrengths ro whom 
have not theſe things appeared more ealie in the a, 
than in the imagination? The very truth of the buſi- 
neſsis, That it i not becanſe they are ſq difficult that we 
dare not enter upon theſe things ;' but becauſe we dare 
not enter upon them, therefore they are difficult. We 
aftright our ſelves with imaPinary hardſhips : and this 
fear magnifies objects, and infinitely multiplies every 
individual: Be but pleaſed reſolutely to undertake the 
.task, and you ſhall find it as ſweer and eafie asnow ir 
feems harſh and formidable. Do but think that all 
thingsyield to hard labour,and you have overcome the 


greateſt difficulties by thar one thought. 
” ; 


}+ Do you hear, Sir, what this perſon faith ? ' Shall we 
pO 5 not 
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not have as much courage as Heathens ? Is there not 


ſo much of God remaining among us, as inſpired them 
with ſuch ſtrong reſolutions £ Ir ſeems to me that he 
hath touched the right ſtring, and did nat we ſupine- 
ly neglect our ſelves, and forget even the words of 
Feſus, we ſhould conclude, that fo hims that believerh 
all things ave poſſible, We hinder the proficiency of 
our Souls if Piety, -juſt as men do the advancement of 
good Learning. There are few thac underſtand ( as 
perhaps you have heard it obſerved ) either the Eſtate 
they poſſeſs, or cheir Abilities to purchaſe more: bur 
they think che one is greater, and the other leſs 
than indeed they are. So itcomes topaſs, that 'over- 
prizing what they have already acquired, they make 
no further ſearch, nor think of a due progreſs: or un- 
dervaluing the power that God hath given them, they 
expend their ftreageh and force, in things of lefler 
conſequence, and make no experiment of thoſe which 
are. the higheſt and nobleſt improvement of their 
minds. They content themſelves to read and pray, 
and-confefs their fins ; and take theſe for the beſt ar- 
raitiments of Chriſtians. Theſeare the fate! Pillars, 
beyond which they have ao hopes to penetrate. Here 
they 'make a ſtand, when they ſhould .go on to all 
*others ations of an Holy Life, They run round in a 
perpetual circle of thgſe Duties, when they ſhould 
move forward to a complear imication of their Bleſ- 
ſed Saviour. Mouze up your ſelf therefore, I beſeech- 
you, and do not deſpair by his affiſtance of following 
the great Example which he and his Holy Ones have 
lefr us. As the opinion men have of chetr wealth. is 
thecauſeof want ; ſo the conceit of an incurable weak- 
neſs, is the cauſe that we do no better: They th# 
are gone before us, have _w_ lefc us to ſigh and —_— 
C that 
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The Parable of the Pilgrim; 


that we cannot go after them. They have not robbed - 


us of all the Glory of doing well. We in this preſenc 
Age, if we do bur ſtir up the Grace of God which is 
in us, need not degenerate from the. brave examples of 
our predeceflors, Let us but look. upon them now , 
and in good time we may look upon our ſelves. As 
their examplewill incourage and excite our ſoulsat pre- 
ſent , ſo hereaſter we ſhall draw much ſpirit from our 
own. Having done ſo well at firſt, we ſhall bluſh nor 


- to dobetrer afterward. And while weimitate others, 


we ſhall at leaſt indeayour with all our might to excel 
our {elves, 


I can ſee no hinderance that lies in our way but on- 
ly.our own lazineſs, together with this weak per{wa- 
fiona wherewith our enemies labour to poſleſs us: ' That: 
becauſe the buſineſs i not preſently done, it ts not likely: 
to-be done at all, And yertto ſay the truth, 1 think 
that our Idleneſs is-to bear the blame of. this perſwa- 
fion alſo ; for otherwiſe we ſhall never entertain ſuch: 
unreaſonable apprehenſtons.. There area great num- 
ber of. men. that would do well, if they had but the 
courage to indure for a few days. They. have eager 
motions, or rather furious.paſhons, and if the byſi- 
neſs conld be done in a moment, or in that fir, there-* 
would not be _braver men thaggthey. Bur they. are 
not willing to carry on-a deſign of any length: they 
cannot hold out to make a work and Mabour of be- 
coming good : and fo their flothful humour. mikes 
them, after the firſt attempt, ro give back, and to cr 
out, to be better than we are it # impoſſible. A long 
march after our Saviour is a Bug-bear that affrights 
them.. A tedious War with their enemies quite dif. 

_ ſpirits them. Theyarc loth tobe at. che pains of ſub- 
duing 
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The Parableof the Pilgrim. 
duing many reſiſtances, and undergoing a laborious 
and continued courſe of deſtroying their oppoſers, 
They would not be ſouldiers all their lifez nor ever 
ingaged in a combate with their Adverſaries. They 
ſee their ſins, but chey either ſeem ſo great, that they 
imagine they cannot be vanquiſhed : or ar leaſt they 
will not be at the trouble of ir, if it cannot be done in 
an inſtant. After the firſt on-ſer, which is commonly 
very violent, they are wont to coo] and make a retreat 
if they meet with any d:fficulties. \They would have 
all effe&ted now, and nothing left ro be done to mor- 
row. They donot care for overcoming their enemies, 
- but they had rather end the War with them ; or if 
they muſt fight, it ſhall be bur one Battle. They 
would not be at the trouble of getting the better of 
any oppoſition ; but they wiſh there were none, or 
that it were ſoon removed. They love the peace 
which will follow the victory, but they have no liſt ro 
obtain it by a prolonged War. They would have 


their Adverſaries yield without many blows, and are - 


- content to engage but once for all againſt chem, In 
this encounter you would not think there were to be 
found any ſouls that are more couragious. They are 
all on fire, and you would take them to be more than 


men. Bur ir is their idleneſs and floth that makes 


them thus ative. Iris their cowardiſe, and not their 
valour that puts them iato ſuch a fury, Ir is becauſe 
they would have no more to do, but only to enjay 
their eaſe, and take their repoſe. They had rather 
have nothing at all to do ; but if they muſt imploy 
their Arms, they deſire inſtantly co lay them, afide 
again, You miſtake them if you think they have a 
mind ſo much as to conquer, and triumph, and reign ; 
all they defire is only to live, and be in quiet, Bur if 

Ce they 
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they muſt needs overcome, and they cannot otherwiſe 

have their wiſhes ; they would doit preſently and by 

once taking pains ever after have leave toplay. Do 

not therefore deceive your ſelf ; nortake a meature ej- 

ther of their courage, or of the ſucceſs by one impreſ- 

fion upon your enemies. Tow have need of patience (if 

Heb. 1c+25- you will be a follower of Feſus ) that after you have 
done the will of God, you may inherit his promiſes. This 

is a Vertue which is abſolutely neceſſary in all great en- 

terpriſes, but in none more than in this noble under- 

taking which you have in hand. If this be wanting, 

you muſt needs ſtay ſhort of Fernſalem ; bur if you be 

armed withit, you need not deſpair of executing the 

pleaſure of Jeſus, and having the favour of feeing him 

Jam 1.44 there. Let it but have its perfec# work ,and then you will 
be perfett, intire, and wanting nothing. By this the 

firſt Pilgrim which 1 told you of, came happily ro his 

Heb. 6.15- journeys end;for,ofter Abraham had patiently indured, 
he obtained the promiſe. Andif you inquire of all that 

A ſucceeded, you will hear this language from every oe 
ice ve 12 of them, Be wot ſlothful, but followers of them who 
through faith and patience inherit the promiſes. Where- 

fore being incompaſſed with a cloud of witneffes, and 

Heb-12-1,2,3 having on every fide ſo many glorious examples ru: 
' with patience the Race ſet before you, looking ( eſpecial- 

ly) wntd Feſws the Author and finiſher of your Faith, who 

fs the Foy ſet before him,endured the Croſs deſpiſing the 
ſhame,and is ſet down at the right hand of God, For con- 
ftder him that endured ſuch contradiftion of ſinners _ 

againſt himſelf, leſt you be wearied and faint in your 

wind, | 
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CHAP. XX. 


How th:y will indeavonr to puff him up with.« Spiritual 

pride, A deſcription of one of our conceited Believers, 

And alſo of a certain Artificial Religion which de- 
celVes many. 


N D now if they ſee that your Will to himis ſo 
A ſtrongly fer, and your Heart touched fo power- 
fully with his love, that neither by Poverty nor fick- 
nefs,by Fancics and Fears, by Periwafion nor Violence, 
no nor by fins neither, it can be hindred from going ro 
him ; they will grow extream angry, and you may ex- 
pect the-very laſt afſaulr of an inraged enemy, which 
commonly is worſe than all the reſt, Nothing can 
more provoke their ſpirits, thanto find that all they 
fay is flighted and diſ-regarded. There are no words 
you can (peak of them that they eftcem ſoreviling, as 
the ſcorn you put upon them by not hearkening roany 
of their words to you. It will incenſe them to take a 
ſudden revenge, when they ſee you fo obſtinarely re- 
ſolved, as to force your way throug' the midſt of all 
the difficulties wherewith they ſurround you, This 
will necefſicate them to invent a new method to far- 
priſe you, and to lay their trains in a way quite diffe- 
rent from the preceding: which, though they may 
ſeem not hard to diſcover, yet have more of malice, 
if not of Craft,than any other. For nowir is poſſible 
they will feign a compliance with you, and make as if 
they neither could, 'nor had a mind any longer to re- 
fiſt ycus They will commend your conſtancie, and 
praile your reſolute mind, and inceavour to make you 

believe 
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believe that they are ſo ſenſible of ir, that they wall 
forbear to-trouble you, Nay, to ſucha complaiſance 
wi.l they form themſelves, that you ſhall hear no more 
of the badnels and difficulty of the way wherein you 
arc, but they will ſay, it isexcellent, caſte, and void of 
all dangers, which are now diſheartned from preſent- 
ing themſelves toa mind that is only refolved to over- 
come them. By this means they will fecrecly labour 
ro cauſe a'very good opinion of your ſelf co ſteal into 
ycur mind, and ſtudy to blow you up into an empty 
conceit of your own worth and ſufficiency. They will 
bring before you all che good deeds that you have 
done, atid diſpiay your Victories befgre your eyes, and 
let you know what a gallant perſon you are accounted. 
They will tell you how all men admire you ; that the 
whole world muſt needs love you, and have you in 
oreat eſteem for your piety, yea, even venerate the 
lanQity of your Converſation, They will not [pare co 
ſay that you have ſhown ſuch love to Feſw@ as none can 
equal, and eſpecially that your courage and valour is 
ſoeminent that it is above their praiſes. And all this 
with a great deal more they will ſuggeſt unto you, 
only to breed in you as lofty an eſteem of your piery 
as they perſwade you others muſt needs have of it ; 
and to puff you up with fuch vain joy, that you may 
pleaſe your ſelf in your (elf, to forget to go forward 
to Feruſalem. Butif you tender at all your own wel- 
fare and would not miſcarry. after you have done. {o 
worthily, hold all this for an illuſion and dangerous 
piece of flattery. Look upon it as a deadly poiſon under 
the taſte of honcy, and ſo throw it away : ſaying, I will 
havenoneof it: Il AM NOUGHT, Il HAVE 
NOUGH T,Donot think topleaſeme with this diſ- 
ſembled (weetneſs, for that which I deſire is nothing 

- ſhorr

thort OF THE PEACE whichis promiſed to 
meat Jeruſalem, | 
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And here I ſhould have entred a ſerious caution 
again{t Spiritual Pride, and a vain conceit of your own 
abilities, with which moſt of the worldis infeQted ; 
bur that is included already in the general advice thar 
I have given you : and belides 1 ſee you are ſo humble 
as to become a learner, Ic may ſeem indeed a thing 
worthy of little or no- praiſe for thofe who are Igno- 
rant to come to be inſtracted ; bur there are few I 
aſſure you of our contentious Chriſtians, though never 
ſo filly, who are yet arrived at this perfetion. They 
chink themſelves fit not only to diſpute with their Mi- 
niſter, but to be his Teachers, They are his Maſters 
cather than his Scholars: and they do nor only call 
him in queſtion, but boldly deliver their opinion of 
him. If they had ſo much modeſt y and ſenſe of Chri- 
ſtian duty lefr, as to-bring.cheir coubrs to him about. 
what he ſays, it could not but be eſteemed a com- 
mendable care of their ſouls, Bur. alas ! they are 
grown to that degree of infolence, and are ſo mon- 

ſtrouſly arrogant, that they have poſſeſſed themſelves 
of the Chair, and fit as Judges of his Sermons. Whar 
elſe means the rebukes which they meer withal, the 
haſty. cenſures which-are.paſled upon them, and the 
Magiſterial ſentence which is inſtantly pronounced 
with ſuch a peremptorineſs, as if. there lay no appeal 
from the Bar of their underſtanding 2 Ic hath been. 
my hard har: 79 converſe with many of them, and. 
among the re{t I fell into the company of one the: 
other day, who ſpake of his Guide with tuch a ſcorn, 
and condemned his Sermons with ſo much confidence; 
and laught fo-loudly at his Ignorance, and*likewite: 

cavilled 
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'The Paxable of the Pilgrim. 

cavilled (0 impertinently at his expreſſions + when he 
had nothing to ſay agaiſt the ſenſe of what he had 
ſpoken, that a well-diſpoſed man (though a little 
tierce ) ſaid; he had ſome doubt whether the Devil did 
not appear unto us to try if he could infect us with 
the leprofie of his Pride and Paſſion. And indeed I 
rhought that I never {aw thoſe things more evident in 
any man, Exceptit waSin another of the lame fort who 
came to cheat us ( as ancighbour of mine ſaid ) in the 
ſhape of an Angel of Light, This Perſon after a great 
many godly expreſſions, whereby it is like he deceived 
himſclt.into an opinion of his Saintſhip, fell into a kind 
of Chriſtian compaſſion, .and ſeemed to have bis 
Bowels yerning over his Teacher ; ſaying, Alas poor 
man ! my foul-is grieved-for him: He is to weak and 
unqualified for.the work he hath undertaken, He is 
utterly void of the Spirit , and underſtands nor the 
workings of it in the hearts of Gods people. I can 
never think of him but it pities me to (ce how much 
heis inthe dark; a ſtranger tothe power of Godli- 
nes, and the myſteries of the Covenant of Grace. 
Poor Soul | who puts us upon doing (and they fay is 
careful of that himſelf ) bur knows oor what it-is co 
believe. Is it got a great happinels, Sir, that wehave 
the teachings of che Spirit ; and that the vail is taken 
from our eyes which (till hangs before the men of the 
World: Hath nor Chriſt donemuch for us, who hath 
made us wiſer than our Teachers ?---- 


I could not for my heart but here. interrupt him 
( knowing that the Perſon whom he thus undervalued 
was a truce lover of ourSaviour, and excellently skill'd 
in his Religion or elſe I think we ſhould have heard 
as much in his own praiſe, as we hadin the others diſ- 
com- 
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. commendation. Bur the truth is, I never keard any 
thing ſo fulſome from the mouth of manz and found 
my ſelf far more impatiene of ſuch filthy ſtuff, than he 
could be of the Sexmons at which he expreſſed {o great 
diſlike, And, co ſay nothing at all of the man, I can- 
not bur think that this Spirit is the very Firſt-bora of 
the Devil, the eldeſt of all the Daughtersof Pride, the 
Prince of Darkneſs in the garments of Light, the dregs 
of Chriſtian Phariſaiſm which nowas much defpiſes 
Chriſts Miniſters, as che Jewiſh did Chriſt and his 
Apoſtles. God I hope will never ſuffer you to ſack in 
this poiſon of the Serpent, nor lick up this yomit of 
the old Scribes and Phariſees, I diſcern methinks 
that. you are as far from ic, as they were from the 
Kingdom of Heaven z or-elſe Tſhould beſtow more 
time upon you to ſeaſon you againſt this leaven, which 
will ſowre che whole lamp of your Religion, and ren- 
der it'as offenſive to God asirt ſelf is to all ſober Chri- 
ſtians. \ Bur 1 need not havesſaid ſo much * T' muſt 
ſuppoſe you as empty of all humanitr asthis diſpoſition 
is of Chriſtianity , as far from Reaſon, as it is from the 
Spirit of God; or elſe hope that this Spiricual Pride, 
this devout Devil ſhall never poſſeſs you, For what

offer to throw them all out of doors, as fit to be min- 
gled with'the dirts And yet thereis not more ſenſe 
in the humour of choſe perſons that uſe che Sermons 


they hear after that faſhion : which evidently proves + 


that they deſerve not the name of Sober, much leſs of 
Wiſe and Underſtanding Chriſtians, Though the 
Dd matter 
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the inward motions of the ſoul in fuch affeRtions.of 


matter of ſuch difcourſes have been long conſidered, 
and duly weighed, and diligently compoſed out of che 
Word of God ; | yet theſe men. who do not ponder 
them ſo many Minutes as: their Inftruftors do days, 
and have no more skill incheſe Matters, than in theiy 
neighbours trades which they never profeſſed ; rej 
them at firſt hearing, -beſpatrer them with their 'igno- 
rant cenſures, and (asif they were in a frantick fic ) 
caſt cliem out, - as they would faindo their Authors, 
like ugſavoury'Salt chatis good for nothing bur to be 
trodden under feet, | | 


It will ſeem a wonder perhaps unto you, that ſuch 
men asStheſe ſhouldeſteem themſelves Religious: How 
is it. poſſible, will:you be ready to ſay, that ſuch a no- 
corious want. of - Modeſty. and humility of Spirit 
ſhould not -make them ſuſpe&t their - want of rrne 
Cheiſtiagity 2 _1 know i :thar nothing is 'more 
confident than ignorant heat, bur} marvel chat in 
their cool moods,” they dg fot accuſe 'themfelves'ar 
leaſt of raſhne(s and igconfiderace zeal, And truly L 
ſhould ſtand amazed at it too, did I got know thar 
there is ſuch a fair- councerfeit of Religion/ in the 
World; that notonly deceives others, bur:thoſe alfo 
inf whom it is. © You behold every day many Images 
which have all the ourward parts and proportions of 
men to whoſe fimilitude they are exactly formed.” Ani 
perhaps: you have heard of aStarue rhar 'walked and 
that (poke alſo, - wherein the Artiſt endeavoured! ro 
expreſs the motions of inward life. Which may 
ſerve asa reſemblance ro you of ſuch aw-Arrificial Re- 

ligion, - that not only-the ouefide and the garb of Picty 
is repreſentedby it, butthere is an imication alſo. of 


fear, 


then

fear, and love, and joy, as are in truly Religious hearts; 


- Do not think ic ſtrange, nor wonder at this which I now 


tellyou, -for it is a very great truth which I thoughe 
nor ſafe to conceal. from yon, And if you will have 
ſo much patience, I will diſcover toyou the trick of ic, 
and ſhew you by what mechanical powers this liveleſs 
Engine ( for it is no becter ) is ſtirred and acted in the 
ways of God. 


You know the forcethat Colours, and Sounds, and 
ſuch material Obje&ts have upon our ſenſes.; and 
how they excite a great many. motions in our animal 
ſpirits, without asking our leave, or ſtaying for our 
conſent, You cannot be ignorant neither that theſe 
motions are in the ſoul it ſelf, whichhach reſencmencs 
according to the quality of thoſe objeschat icis im- 

efſed withal, And again you cannoc - bur-perceive 
y my diſcourſe with you,..thatthe figures and images 
of. things may be raiſed in your fanfic by. chat means, 
as well as conveighed by the doors of ſenſe. Suppoſe 
then that the beauty and lovelineſs of Chriſt were de- 
ſcribedto a.company of men in very freſh colours and 
fair lineaments. That he - was painted before their 
imagination by ſome ſweet toned Orator as white and 
—_— the chiecfeſt of ten thouſand, That chis ſpeech 
of him ſhould be trimmed with-nothing bur gems and 
precious ſtones, rays and glories, odorsand perfumes, 
Crowns and Diadems wherewith he ſaith this Prince of 
Glory,and W ooer of Souls is perpetually adorned, And 
x ſhould tell chem thac his heart ſtands open to 


them, that. he intends to lay themin his very boſome, 
that he would fain embrace chem in his arms, and will 
waſh them in his blood, make them amiable and fair as 
well as himſelf, put upon them the robes of his nghee- 
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ouſneſs, c oves them with his glorious garments to hide 
all their deformities, and ſo preſeatchem to God with- 
out ſpot or blemiih that chey may raign as ſo many 
Kings with him for ever. Supp e, I ſay, that ſuch a dii- 
courle were made with much affection ( and I believe 
you have ſometimes heard the like) would ir not as 
agreeably move the imagination of a fleſhly man, and 
be as apt to touch his heart with an inclination" to this 
beautiful perſon as a lovely face preſented before the 
eyes doth give him a pleaſure, and ftirs upa paſſion in 
him toward it ? Truly I nothing doubt bur this picture 
of Chriſt might impreſs ſuch ar conceit of him in. the 
fanſie, as might excice admiration, deſire, love, delight, 
and ſuch other paſſions as ſhall be the imitation of 
thoſe that are in pious fouis who are. in love with the 
Vertues and Spixit of our Saviour: He may not at 
all ſuſpea bur that he bears an affeRtion to the Lord 
Jeſus, and in great zeal. anathematize and curſe all 
choſe who are not juſt affected like himſelf. He' will 
condemn as much as your ſelf all thoſe dull and groſs 
ſouls who are imployed in ſetting the poſtures. of the 
face, and amuſing the World with countegances, He 
laugbs at them who are buſied in ordering the mori- 
ons ofthe head, and bending the eyesto devorion, He 
is far above theſe ations of the body, and ferling his 
ſoul in a devour poſture, and touched with Religious. 
paſſions, he knows noreaſon why he ſhould nor think 
himſelf co be worthy to wear the game of Devour and 
Religious. | 


And when theſe apprehenſions and emotions (as we 
callthem ) are once begotten, it is no hard matter to 
maintain-and breed them up toa greater growth.. They

There are no names 
of dearneſs which men of this ſtamp cannot beſtow 
upon Feſus, They can ſpeak of him with an high 
ela; and pray in a pathetick ſtile, and not with- 
out devout tranſport, They fiad a Love to this kind 
of Communion with him, They can rejoyceto think 
of his fulneſs and ſufficiency. They can be aſtoniſhed 
at the freeneſs of his Grace. They can mourn for - 
their fins, andthen call themſelves bleſſed for o do- 
ing. | Nay, more than this they can excite the paſſion 
of pracieude in their hearts: andif they hear withat 
that they muſt be regenerate and born again, chey 
can follow the Fanſie of chat (o long, till they think 
that they feel the throws and pangs of the new birch, 
a change wrought in their ſouls, andall the reſt, in the 
method and order whercin they had it dceicribed to 
them. They will firſt be caſt down in great humili- 
tions, . They will complain of che naughcineſs of their 


hearts, and the corruptions of their nacures. They 
| will 
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will loath and abhor themiſelyes as abominable crea- 
cures.

CHAP. XXL 


Of the indeavonrs of his Enemies to keep him from aving 
good to his Brethren, under a pretence of Love to God, 
And of the Fxcellency of that Brotherly Charity. 


. A ND here it. ſeems very. ſeaſonable to remember 
[1 you of another common ſubtilcy whereby your 
Advetrſaries will ſtudy to deceive you, and pur. a great 
ſKop to your progreſs in the way you are about to en- 
ter. Which is, to detain you inthe amuſements of 
contemplation, and to bufie your head: only with Me- 
dications and -conferences with Feſws, They know 
that this will keep you roo much at home, as well-as 
any thingelſe, and that you will travel in your mind 
and thoughts only, but not with your whole man to 
Fernſalem., And therefore they will labour to per- 
ſwade you of this at leaſt, that there, is not half ſo 
much Piety can be exerciſed abroad as in your Cloſet; 
and that the good we do our Brechrea, is nothing 
comparable to the Meditations we have of God and 
our Saviour, and the Aﬀetions we cxpreſs unto wy 
This 


T his. will very much hinder your proficiency, and: put 
a greater rub than you imagine in. your way, if you 
lend any belief unto it. lc will keep you very much 
behind, under the pretence and cojour of putting you 
forward ; and it willdepreſs and thruſt you down be. 
low others, while you ſeem to be mounting up on. 
high, and ſoaring to a pitch far above them, For 
your Enemies underſtand very well, that God ac- 
counts all that as done to himlelf, which is done .to 
your Brethren for his ſake. He hath made over, all 
thoſe benefits to them which are owing to him, becauſe. 
he isin no need of them, They are become his Re- 
ceivers, and he bath devolved the right which he hach 
to our r&urns of Love to him,,upon our Brethren, Be 
not you ignorant of this chen, but underſtand it as 
well as your Enemies, that you never ſerve God bet- 
ter, nor ſo well neither, as when you are doing any 
ſervice to your poor Neighbours, You are bound, 
you think, to expreſs ſuch Loye to God, as he hath ex- 
preſſedto you. Only you find that he is. not capable 
to receive ſuch effe&s of it, as you experiment-in 
your ſelf from his affections ro you, Bur will you. 
imagine now, that he will loſe the right he hath to 
yaur thankful retributions, becauſe he is in want of no- 
ching ? No ſuch matter: he hath deputed choſe who 
are in need to receive from us that which is. due to 
him, and to imploy it totheir own uſes, He hath com- 
municated ( as I may ſay ) all his claim to them, and 
bids them demand in his Name that which we cannoc 
ive, much leſs forgive to him, So thar you exergiſe 
Fultice and Charity both together, when you do good 
to your Neighbour ; and there is a double Charity in 
it alſo, one to him, and another ro them. They have 
good done them upon his account, and he takes it ſo

much asdone to himſelf that he acknowledges. an 9b- 
ligation, * and binds himſelf ro pay us again. 


Nay, ler. me tell you, that there is nothing in all the 
world canrender you fo divine and heavenly as to do 
much good. This puts us inthe place of God to ous 
poor Brethren, to whom he ſends relief and help by 
our hands, Is not this a very high honour? And is 
not that a very noble qualicy. which ſo differences us 
from all! others, that it makes us like to the Moſt 
High © The Mechanical Chriſtian will &ere find 
himſelf to be dead and void of God ; it being nothing 
buta Spirit of Life, and that very Divine too, which 
will carry us out of our (elves, and fill us with perpe- 
eual ardors of Love to others, and inſtigate us to be 
doing of pood toall. This is the very CharaQter of 
the Deity ; for Gods love, and he that loveth, dwel- 
teth in God, and God in him.. And thereforc if you 
cover to excel a}l others, ſtudy to be indued wich 
the moſt profitable Gifs, as the great Apoſtle advi- 
feth: and yer, ſaith he, 1 ſhew you 4 more excellent 
way, and that is Charity, For this cauſes us to 
make uſe of all thoſe Gifts for the' benefic of Man- 
kind: This is the rareft way of excelling others, 
becauſe it makes us excel our ſelves, and likens us to 
God; Fhe Angels, you know, had the ambition: 
of being like to God in Power and Majeſty, aſpiring, 
as is conceived, to the Throne of the Moſt high, Our 
firſt Parents were ſoon infeRed with the like vanity, 
andthole ambitious Spirits rubbed their Leproſie upun 
them, for they affefcd to reſemble God in w#/doms 
and knowledge.Butby this means you know that both 
of them loſt what they enjoyed, inſtead of adding 
more unto it. What muſt we. do then who ap 

all: *

falls? muſt we be content not -to be like to our Crea- 
tor © Not {6 neither ; burwe muſt indeavour toimitate 
him in Love and Goodneſs, in which there is no dan- 
ger. This admits of no exceſs (as wile men oblerve) bur 
only of error, Wecannot love too much, though we 
may be imprudent in che communications of ir, 
Though Angels and Men ſuffcred fo much by the 
deſire of other things in exceſs; yet in Charity there 
can be none, nor thall either of chem ſuffer any 
damage by it. And therefore it was that God fent his 
Son ſus into the world, that by looking anhim, we 
may know how to become Divine. All his acts of 
power were acts of Love. All his Miracles were Mer. 
cies to men, He never imployed his Might but to do- 
benefits. To teach us that they are truly great who 
are little in themſelves ( as he was) and gaeat in Cha-. 
rity. That they are induced with miſt power who can do 
- moſt good, and that they are neareſt to God, and moſt 
highly exalted, who are neareſt to their neighbours, and: 
oſt deeply humbled. You know that if a Circle be 
made, and y6u draw lines from-the circumference to: 
the middle point or Center where they all meet: the- 
farther theſe lines-are in any place one from the other, 
the farther they are from the Center z- and the nearer 
they come to that, the nearerallo, and the cloſer their 
approaches arc to each other, This may be a reſem- 
blance, if you pleaſe, of our condition here in this- 
Worid, where we are all in-our way to'God the Center. 
of our Reſt, and travelling ro Fernſalem, where we 
hope to meetin him, We aredeltrous now to draw as 
nigh to him as we can, and many fancy that their 
mulings,. meditations and prayers, are the chiefeft, if 
not the only things that bring them near unto him, But. 


as have told you heretofore ;, fo le: me now repeac 
it

it again, That God and our Brethren are (o inſeparable, 
that we cannot couch the one, but we muſt be” joyned 
ro the other alſo, The further any of us is removed 
from his neighbour (as you ſee in that fimilitude) ar 
the greater diſtance he is from Gad, He cannot go 
away from the former, but he goes away in the ſame 
proportions from the latter roo. And the nearer and 
clo!er he is joyned inthe affection of Charity to his 
neigbbour, the nearer he is unto God, the more doth 
he approach to his excellencies, and to an union with 
him, If you will be a follower of God, then aSa dear 
child of his, alk izz Love, You cannot chule ſure to 


do otherwiſe when you have ſo glorious a pattern be- 


fore you, Ir is an honourable thing now you ſee to 
love, fince God himſelf is become a Lover. You may 
have imagined perhaps that ſome offices of Charity are 
ignoble, and diſparage a perſon of honour : "As moſt 
men of condition think it below them to go into a 
poor mans houſe, to come near the ſtinking wounds, 
and the dirty beds of the meaner fort ; and there are 
very few who do not account it a ſneaKing quality ro 
put up injuries, and paſs by affronts. But you cannot 
be of this mind if you look upon God, who by loving 
us, hath alſo taught us how honourable and glorious all 
theſe things are, They are not below us, ſince they 
are not below himſelf. There is no man ſo much ouc 
inferiour, as we are all beneath him. And yet he 
condeſcended tothem. He comes and dwells in th:s 
periſhing fleſh of ours. He de'piſes not our poor cot- 
tages : hedreſfles our wounds : he takes care of our 
ſores : he heals our ficknefſes: he paſles by our tran(- 
grefons ; yea, he praycs us to be friends, and intreats 
us to be reconciled. And thatis a thing which men 
think co be ſo poor and mean, that no great Pri .can 
indure 


indure to ſubmir unto ir. To goto others who have 


offenced us, andbelcech them to lay afide their emnity | 


iS thought to ſavour of baſeneſs, and to be an argument 
of a low and cowardly mind, Bur God will give us 
leave to think ſo no longer. He hath ſhown us that 
it is the effect of a moſt generous and noble diſpoſiti- 
in, and ſo far from being ablemiſh tous, that we ſhou!d 
glory iffit to be the firſt in making peace, and offering 
rerms of reconciliation, . Others may think to give 
proofs of their gallantry by ſtanding in defiance to all 
thoſe who will not ſubmit themſelves, and1ye at their 
feet ; yea by trampling on them who ſhall in the leaſt 
offend them : but God teaches us by his own example 
that there isno greater height of mind, than in Humi- 
lity and Meeknelſs to condeſcend to others, yea to lay 
our ſelves at their feer, and beg of them for the ſake of 
the Lord of Peace, that they will be the children of 
Peace.

Jt was a wonder toobſerve the 
Arts whereby he inſinuated himſelf into her mind : what 
a ft rift intelligence he kept with her paſſions:and how he 
eized on allthe avenues, and lockt up all the paſiages of 
her ſoul when he was oneByoſſeſſed of it, that none could 
be admitted to ſuch 4 confidence as himſelf. He was ever 
whiſpering ſome of hisleud Maxims into her ear, and 
breathing ſome witious Counſel or other into her heart » 
But ht did it ſo ſoftly that they could then hear nothing 
rhat he ſaid, andiherefore he that relates the lory hath 
reported nothing of it. But Fhave been informed , 4710- 
| 1h who hath approached very near to the ſecrets of that 
villany, that he was wont to advance ſuch doftrines as 
theſe.

particular. And yer that which I am next co: relate, 
was more wonderful in his eyes, and made him ſtand 
in a greater aſtoniſhment at che goodneſs of God ro- 
wards him. For ic being inggeſied co. him from the 
memory of ſome fragments of certain Sermons which 
he once heard, That 24ſes 4nd thoſe under the Law who 
were but Bondmen, might have reſpect to Rewards, but 
that it did not become thoſe who had the Spirit of Adop- 
tion, to be ſo Mercenary, and he being a liccle perplexed 
with this trifling ObjeRion z, Ic happened, thac looking 
down upon the ſame page of his Book again, his eye 
fell direQ!y upon the ſecond Verle of the next Chap- 
ter, which cold him, That Feſws endured the Croſs for the 


Foy that was ſet before him. The firſt glance which he 
P p had 
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had of this place, was like a Beam of the Sun in his 
eye, which immediately diſpelled all his darknefs, and 
made his ſoul- flaſh out.in ſuch expreſſions as theſe. 
W ho are theſe men that are wiſer than Jeſus * Whac 
mean theſe dreamers to fancy themſelves above thar,. 
which was not below our Saviour ?. Or how came they 
ro be (0 proud as to deſpiſe the Promiſes of God, and. 
think they ſtand in no need at all of them? Oh, my 
ſoul go 0n, and be not ſtopt a minute longer by. this. 
ſcruple. Fixithine eyes upon Fer»falem, and ler thine 
heart beraviſhed with ic ; for the Mediator of the ſe- 
cond Covenant, as wellas of the firſt, had a reſpect 
unto it,

Aﬀcer he had hit fo luckily oft theſe two paſſages 
which lay ſo near cogether, a grear many more of the: 
ſame kind preſented rhemſelves infantly to his mind : 
not much unlike the Beams of the Sun, which haviog. 
once torn a cloud in fander, break forth more and 
more, tiltthe whole body'of that great ligh: appear to- 
us. Andthis likewiſe raiſed his ſpirits uato fome fur- 
ther degree of chearfulneſs, when he thought how our 
Lord ſtill provided for his relief, and:took the pains to 
pull the ſmalleſt Fhorn that troubled him our of his 
feer. And yer this could not hinder buc that they: 
were too much dejected a little after by a company cf 
other petty thoughts ; which, like-ſo many importone 
Flys, were always buzzing this new fancy. in his cars ;. 
That he aid mt divethly intend the glory and honour of 
Feſtus in all bis Aitions, He confidered indeed with 
himſelf, that he endeavoured to do well, 'and' chat he 
lovedro doſo; and that he lookt upon. it as the ve- 
ry Life of God ; But yet he thought he did mot (6 
«tally reſpect him in every particular morion as his 
duty 
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Cuty required. Now hereir fell our very happily; 
and not without a Divine Providence, as A thought, 
that one night being in a dream, he imagined he (aw 
one coming to him, and whiſper this ſentence in his ear, 
which of a long time he had nor read, They repenzed OY: 19:9: 
not, togivehim Glory, Whereuponſtarcing ſuddenly 
out of his {leep as if ſome good Gerns had awakened 
him, and given him a new mind, he preſently be 
totel] himielf, that when he firſt repexrea, and pnder- 
took this New Life, he geve Glory ro God, and that by 
every ſtep he took in this courſe of Repentrance: (7, e, 
amending of himſelf) he did a/F#a/ly honour him, and 
more materially than any other way glorific hisname, 
For this is a conſtant acknowledgement of him, a mi- 
nucely confeſſion that we are fools, and he is wiſe , that 
our will is navght, and he is good ; that he is our + 
Lord, and we his SubjeRts ; and that afterall qurſearch 
wefind our Happinelfs to lyein himalone, and in fe- 
paration from him, the beſt condition in the world 
will leave us miſerable. And he had nor long pon- 
dered upon theſe things with much ſarisfaQtion, be- 
fore thoſe words of f Pſalmiſt came into his mind, 
He that offereth praiſe, glorifieth me, and to him that val. 50. 21- 
ordereth his conver ſation aright, will 1ſhew the Salva- 
tion of God, Which made him fall into the praiſes of 
God, and to reſolve that he would do ſo every day, and 
early deſign all the employments of it to his ſervice : 
concluding, that whilſt he held this courſe, and order- 
ed his ways aright, he exalted God in the world, by 
lifring up his Will into a preheminence and command 
—_ own,and ſubjeQing himſelf unto it both as moſt 
ſupreme, andalſo wiſe and good. And after a great 
many thoughts of this nature, ar laſt he made a ſhore 
refletion upon the perſon who had made him this 
Pp 2 viſic 
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viſfitin thenighe.. And when he temembred- that ke- 
fancied it was his Friend who came to his Bed-fide, he 
had a new-pleaſure tothink of che-benefits of Slcep.. 
The praiſes of which he could not.upon.: this occaſion. 
forbear, though at certain times he wiſhed his thoughes 
might never bemtermirted by ir, What an heavenly - 
power (ſaid he) is this,for-ſo Lam ready to call it ?: how 
much am Lbeholden to it for its filtear refreſhments ? 
That which uſeth to pare the deareſt friends, hath 
now brought them togecher, That which ſeparateth 
thoſe who touch each other, hath made thoſe near 
whoare far aſunder.. O Divine Gift ! -O beloved Reſt: 


which God beſtows upon us !. How great are theie 


charms. which lock our doors to all the World, and. 
now have opened. them to my friead ** How much. 
better. are theſe dreams than many of my waking. 
choughts* How much rather had I be in the arms of: 
thebrother of dearh, than in the feeble injoyments - of 
many parts- of my. life 2: I am content juſt now to be- 
reſtored to his embraces, . if my. Friend will but meer.

| þ ſuch thoughts, orrather dreamsas theſe he (pene 
a little portion of his time with great delight, And 
now having vanquiſhed ſo many enemies and impedi+ 
ments in his way of divers ſorts,. he was willing-ro be- 
lieve thar he ſhould be moleſted no more, bus paſs in 
perfect peace tothe Yiſton of Peace, Agreat many days- 
he remained in theſe pleaſant expeRations,- and went a: 
ood way onwards to -his reſting place, without the 
caſt wearineſs of any part about him. : He: ſeldom 
departed from meditation, bur either with his mind. 
illuminated with new light from Heaven,  or-his will. 
inflamed with a-aew-ardor, or: his whole-hearc ſteeped 
1g new ſweetneſs, And :thoogh ſundry gew.cnemies - 
alſo attempted him, yet ſuch a profound -peace- ſeemed: 
to have s. abr of his heart, thatithey could. 
not move the leaſt diſturbance there. The joys that. 
he felemade him deſpiſe all baits of mn which lay 
in hisway, The conqueſts which he had got, made 
him think-himſelf above the ſcorn and laughter of che 
World. And though he was: ſometimes: bitterly. re- 
proached,yer he comforted himſelf with this,.. tharthey 
did but prepare him matter for new: criumphs..: Bur 
he could never be drawn to any: other conteſts where- 
inthe Generalicy.of men were then. very zealouſly - 
gagcd :: 
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The Parable of the Pilgrim: 
aged : nor did he affet any Vidories among the 
dilputers of the World. He lived in love and peace- 
ableneſs with all his felow-travellers. He thought 
himſelf. ſo rich alſo in theſe graces, that it was no trou- 
ble:to him-to be poor. And he had ſuch a (cnſe from 
whence he received them, that they were no tempra- 
tion either tobeproud. - But yet for all this it chanced 
that ſome exerciſes of Devotion to which he had bound 
himſelf being ene day omitted, either through indiſ- 
poſition, or by reaſon of ſome lawful, if not neceflary 
occaſions which diverted himz he was caſt into ſuch 
a penſiveneſs of mind,as proved at laſt a great affliction 
to him, For he indulged co himſelf choſe thoughts , 
becauſethey pleaſed himat firſt 3 bur by roo, frequent 
refletions they grew to a melancholy mood, and from 
thence procceded to a dull and liſtleſs temper of ſpiric, 
In this condition you muſt needs think his joys were 
again abated, which added very much to the trouble 
of his mind : and. indeed they fell in time toſolowan 
ebb, that he feared chey would never ri/c again, buc 
leavehimat laſt quite dry, and without one drop of 
comfort. And fotruly in the iflve of things it proyed; 
for as they forſook him,ſo he was tempted againto far- 
ſake hisway:; which was now become but ickſome tg 
bim without thoſe refreſhments. The pleaſure and 
rcliſh that he was wont to fecl in holy duties was 
quite gone. Inſtead of clearneſs there ſucceeded 
darknets, drynets of ſpirit took the place of affeRion s 
and in the room-'of joy and gladneſs he was loaded 
with noching butgroans andhicavineſs. He often pro- 
felled that he could feel nothing at all ; but remained 
as a man that had loft the uſe of his foul. Andchere- 
fore, though hccontinued for a while to pray and per- 
form his duty in other things as well as the could, yer 
finding 
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finding that. he was bur like a man char drinks very 
much, when theliquor hathnocaſte, and gives him no 
p.caſure in the going down, he was tempted to throw 


ic all away, and chought he had: as good not-do thoſe | 


things atall, as do them wich no delight.” ' And #ccor- 
dingly he gave up himſelf wholly to be tortured by 
his ownthoughts, which imployed themſelves in no- 
thing elſe bur making ſad reprelentations of the miſery 
of this ſtate: which you muſt needs think was ſogrie- 
vous that it was not poſſible co draw a picture of it. For 
fince the ſoul is of far greater force than the body, 
the pains and anguiſh which ariſe in it, muſt needs be 
far more pungent and afflictive than thoſe which- rouch 


the ourward man. Heſuffereda kind of Martyrdom . 


every day : or rather he was continually crucified, - atid 
had nothing but Gall and Vinegar given him co drink. 
He thonght he had reaſon when he complained of

ments and deprived of thoſe divine delights, which: 


cheared the bright ſouls of the bleffed Miirtyrs, and 
made them ſhine with a- greater luſtre than. did their 
fires. | But ſince Þ cannot exprefs the ſoreneſs of this: 
Agony in which he a long time lay ; Hhall only add: 
that ir-was ſo'great, -that one day being quite tired and 
ſpent, 'he fell into a kind of trance,” and-remained as 
| mmo- 
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-zmmovable for ſome ſpace, as:if he -had -been 'dea 
And a bleſſed -occafion this was,: though all his ac- 
quaintance that were come-to-comfort him, imagined 
-he would chen. have expired. * For he thought he (aw

'though he.knew-him) who bade him get up, and go as

W henthe was come to himſelf, he thought this Vi- 
ſion ( orwhatel(e-you pleaſe ro call it ) was inſtead of 
an-Oracle, and haddiſcovered co him one of thegreat- 
_eſt-cauſes that he continued fo long ill. of theſe. grie- 
vous diſtempers, And that was, That while he afflicted 
e&tormentea himſelf with the remembranceof what was 
paſſed, he negletied to implore the help of God with ſuch 
conſtant prayers 4s was meet, for the redreſs of his pre« 
ſent evils, .and prevention of the like intime to.come. 
This began romahke a yehement cammotionin his mind, 
for he ſaw there was nothing truer, than that #e are 
apt to pray leaſt, when we have greateſt needof it and are 
wont to ſpend that time in looking upon our ſores, whith 
ſhould be imployedin looking up to Heaven, for its Balm 
to dropdnto them. And truly (o lively were the colours 
wherein this was ſet before his eyes, that he was ready 
ro burſt into tears, and pour out his ſoul there, before 
he ſtirred from the bed whereon he lay. Burt remem- 
bring pxeſencly the voice ( to which he chought him- 
ſelf iomuch beholden ) had bid him make what ſpeed 
he couldto a particular place, where he might addreſs 
his prayers to his Saviour; - he aroſe and dreſſed him- 
ſelf without any further delay. And though he knew

1t inſpires me with ſome oy #0 find theſe 
holy breathings in mes1It rejoyces me muth that Iſeel thee 
drawing my veryheart after thee,O take it 1 beſeech thee 
take it quite away from me unto thy ſelf. Shape it after 
thine own heart, and make; it ſuch as thus canſt embrace: 
Create inme aclean heart, @ Goa, and renew in me 4 
right ſpirit. Caſt me not away from-thy preſence, and 
take not thy holy Spirit from me. Reſtore unto me the joy 
of thy ſalvation, and uphold me with thy free Spirit. 


He was proceeding in the words of that Penicenrtial 
Pſalw, being once got intoit.; but thata flood of tears 
ſtopt the paſſage of his words, and fighs and grooms 
ſupplied their place. In which having vented him- 
ſelf a while,,.it fell our that the tide of his paſſion be- 
ing a little faln, and his (ighs growing ſomething (ilene 3 
he ſhould hear the voice of another perſon that was 
drowned before in his lowder cries., which invited 
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 himfirſt toliſtenagy{rhentocaſt/ his eyes, 25 wet as 


chey: were, that way from whenee "it cameo his ears, 
Agd' fo.turning his head a lictle afide,* who ſhould he 
efpy in.this Oratory bur the good manfrom whom he 
wa eaken his firſt, Dizxeions who being himſelf atſo 
a Traveller to Jeraſalem called im-ar this-place to re- 
freſh himſelf, andto take (uch a repaſt as the bounty of 
Heaven.was wont here to provide. He fcarce knew 
at-the firſt whether he might believe his eyes or no ; 
and when he had facicfied himfelf thattit was no dream , 
he was ſtill in ſome doube whether he ſhould riſe from 
his knees, and go to ſaluce him.. Twopafſions he felt 
ſrugling in him at the ſame point of time ; the one 
tranfpoxced him tothe Father, with whom! he already 
fanfied hinielf,. andthe other held him where he was, 
thathe might make an end of his prayers ro God. But 
finding at laſt that his ſpirits began to fail him,and thar 
he knew.not well what to-add at preſent to his former 
Devotions, withal hoping that God had ſent his Di- 
reRor at this. happy moment, to reach him to' pray 
better: hewent wichout any further deliberation, and 
threw himſelf into the arms of the Father, as foon as he 
ſaw that he was at leiſure to receive him. 


The goodold man wasas much ſurprized with che 
ſtrangeneſs of this accident as the P:/grim could be. 
Bur when all other paſſions had ſpent chemſelves 
which uſe to be moved on ſuch unexpected occaſions, 
they lefr joy in the ſole poſſeſſion of his heart, which 
could not. but ſtay therea great while, having ſo many 
cauſes to Excite it, It was no ſmall pleaſure to ſee his 
$on (as he could not but eſteem him) after ſo long ab- 
{ence. Friends neverpart with ſo-much ſadneſs, bur 
gbey meet again with as great a Joy... But then to _

him when og not of it, and romect him in ſv 
good a place, and to find him fo far advanced in his 
way to Feruſalem, and alſo-to hear him-{o fervently 
defire to be carried further, theſe things made his. Joy 
exceedand boil up to a greater height. Iwill nor re- 
cite what he (aid unto him , =, indeed it was not 
much, becauſe the young Pilgrim, though wonderful- 
ly calivened by the fight of che Father, yer could noc 
fo difguiſe his foul, but chat ir lefe ſome deadnels in hjs 
countenance, The Joys and pleating Raptures into 
which he wascaſt at this interview were not ſo bright, 
bur that there remained ſome clouds upon his face 
which could not be diſpelled by them. This made che 
Good mani very abruptly to break off his ſpeech as 
foon as he had entred into ir, and it abated alſoa litcle 
of his fatisfation, when he ſaw by the paleneſs of his 
cheeks, and the dulaeſs of his eyes, thatall was not 
well with him. :

Yer there wasno needco ask what he ailed; for he 
had no ſooner told the Father whar Foy he conceived 
in his preſence, but he was ready to unboſome the grief 
of his heart ro him ; thinking co find fome eaſe, both 
by diſcharging his ſoul into that breaſt, and by recei- 
ving it back again better informed'in all its- concern- 
ments.

Which, 
when' he had ſighed out with a great deal of paſſion, it 
was not poſſibleſoto repreſs them, bur-thar all conclu- 
dd in a pientiful-ſhowere, n 


Ar the end of which he'being very fileat, the Fa- 
ther thus addreſſed his ſpeech to him. And is this-all 
you'have to fay againſt your ſelf ? Then you may 
wipe your eyes, and look more chearfully, for you are 
not ſo ill as I ſee you imagine, You are more afraid 
than hurt ; and unleſs you will be your own tormen- 
cor; there is nothing appears that can diſtucb your re- 
poſe. - - Did you not write'me word that you reccived 
muchfatisfaRion in'this very caſe, by a. Letter that 1 
happily ſentunto you? Did not my inſtruQtions be- 
fore your ſetting out, bid you expect lome cloudy.wea- 
ther in your Travels? I thought you would haveun- 
derſtood by thoſe diſcourſes, that we muſt not, expe 
always the ſame joys and conſolations in ſuch a variety 
of tempers as we now ſuffer ; nor the ſame vigour 
and activity of ſpirit while we are ſo faſt chained to 
this fleſh, as our preſent ſtate will have us. Did I nor 
bid: you alſo ſay perpetually, 7 am nonght, 7 have 
mought, cc. anddid you not find this a moſt effeQual 
ſpelIto drive away all theſe black and diſmal choughts 2 
Why then did you thigk your ſelf worthy at all times 
ro enjoy theſe pleafures? Why did you not abaſe your 
felf atrhe feer of your Saviour, and confeſs.co him thar 
theſe are too | ag favours to be indulged conſtantly 
tous, -on this tide of our reſting place *.

in Jeruſalem? Nay, might it hot ſeega very reaſonable 
for a ſinnef*fo ſubmit to fo ſmall a puniſhment ( if you 
will have ic ſo termed) as to travel ſometimes in arainy 
day? Whatarrogance is this, that we who haveſo oft 
offended; ſhould cake offence if we be remembred of it 2 
But that which ſeems more ſtrange ro me than any 
thing elfe, is, that after you had reſigned your ſelf to 
your Saviours Will in this particular, you ſhould fall 
into the ſame trouble, if nor faule again. You have 
raughe me this by ir, that I muſt expe&to find 'my Pax 
tients-ſometimesafflited withtthe ſame diſeaſe which 
I- had cured, and perſecuted with-the ſame ſcruples 
whichchey themſelves had ſatisfied. PForelſe you thar 
travelled'through a ſahdy and barren Deſarc once be-- 
fore, would not have been ſo dejected at the fight of a 
aew one ;, and when {468 could find no waterin ir, you 
would have refreſhed .your thoughts as you: were-wone. 
to do with the remembrance of Feruſalem.. 


But thatLmay never find you caſt upon your Bed by

all needful co him, But ſure theſe were peeviſh and 
morolſe people,. whom I cannot bur condemn as guilty 
of oge of the moſt dangerous Schiſms' in the World.

I dare not fo 
much as truſt .my own thoughts unleſs you approve 
them ; nor follow my.own counſels unteſs'you allow 
them. | | ; 


And here he began to ſpeak of the neceflicy of faith- 
ful counſel, and thar it was not tobe procured without 
a friend, For though we love ourſelves never fo well, 
yeta friend will be leſs creacherousco us, than weſhall 
be to our ſelves, This brought to mind a Comment 
which was made by a wiſer man than any of thoſe 
WY Te Oe. T ſullen 
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ſullen pieces of gravity before-named, npon. that old 
obſcure ſaying, DY got ever the beſt, Centainitis, 
ſaith he, Thar the Light which a man receives by 
counſel from another faithful perſon, is dryer and 
purer than thac which cometh» from his. own under- 
ſtandiogand Judgement., For as that which he receives 
is ſeparate from all intereſt, ſo chat which he gives him- 
'B ſelf is commonly infuſed and-drenched in bis Cuſtoms 
D and: Aﬀettions. So-that there is as much difference 
a berween the counſel of a friend, and that which & man 
beftows-0n-him(ſelf, as between the counlel of a friend 
and oof zflatterer. For there is no ſuch flatterer as is a 
maas (&1f 5- and. there is no. ſuch remedy againſt che flac- 
rery ofa mans ſelf, as the liberty of a friend. And, as 
ene thing, uſually draws on:another,. this brought to 
his thoughts a handſome diſcourſe of another per- 
ſon whoin he had mer withal, which very well illu- 
Kraredthereaſon of ir ;- and was. tathis effect, Every 
man; we fayzis neareſt to himſelf ; bur yer he is too near 
robe his-own Counſellor in: things which concern him- 
ſelf, There is not ſpace enough berween both, where- 
in todebatethe counſel which is given, and which is 
received. He cannor hinder thoſe two Reaſons which 
deliberate in him from confounding themſclvesin com- 
munication s for that which propoſeth is coo much 
mixt with that which conc)udes. He can find no place 
free within to weigh his Reaſons. But he propoſes 
thoſe which will favour his own humour, _ then he 
inclines untothem,. becauſe they are his own. He who 
counſels therefore muſt be another perſon diſtin&t 
from him who is counſelled. The objects muſt be 
ſee _at a proportionable diſtance from thoſe facul- 
ries which judge of them. And as the moſt quick- 
lighted can never fee themſelves; fo the greateſt

viled the time, and ſhortned'the length of the ways: 
Andic was no ſmall contentment, you may well think, 
to the good old man, that he was poſſeſſed of ſuch a 
friend who could-refreſh him with his apr diſcourſes, 
and give as well as receive thſtruction.

Whac a thing is 
the Soul of man? How weak and infirm isour nature 2 
How fickle and uncertain , are -our moſt ſerious 
thoughts: And whata great patience is it that we ex- 
erciſe every day? Surely if thy Love were not wider 
than the Circle of Heaven,. we ſhould chrow our (elves 
out of the compaſs of it——— Say no more, ſaid the 
other ( who here interrupted his ſpeech ) for Iam very 
ſenſible of the truth of what you affirm. The ſoul of 
man is an object very worthy of your pity, and whoſe 
ſtate can never be ſufficiently deplored.., Nor do I 
know any Soul that deſerves ix more than mine, which 
i5 made, it ſeems, to exerciſe your patience as wel! as 
Gods, Wecannothe]p it, 1 think ({o ſhort and forgec- 
ful are our Thoughts) but. we muſt go backward and 
forward, Sometimes weare confident, and ſometimes 
we are doubtlul.

bluſhe co:think that he had given him: this atw trouble. 
But aboveall, che Good man ſhew'd him that Feſss by 
his laſt: Will and Teſtament had 'made over ani nher 
cance in Ferwſelem to all his faithful Followers, ' And 
chat he had ſealed andratified this Will with his: own 
deareſt blood. _ And'that God had'ſet- to it his Seal al- 
from che dead'and giving him Glory 
And thatthis was demonſtrated

thoſe ro whom they Preached.” For this made it evi- 
dent, ſaid he, that Feſ#s is Crowned King in Feruſalem, 
from whence he ſent theſe Royal gifts to men, and it is 
the earneſt of onr inheritance ; and by it we are ſealed to 
the day of Redemption.

riign after a long baniſhalentvasſdeenly-reſtored- 
co his Throne, that he eatred his Royal Cicy on ſuch 
a day with the joyful acclamartions of-a}l his people z 
chat he rode it Triumph, and was folemnly Crowned 
the year following, and that the'Book containing a 
deſcription of the Magnificent Ceremonies of that day, 
oives a true and juſt account of them, They ;thar 
would perſwade you to doube of the truth of the-holy 
Writings, which convey the notice of thoſe -grear 
things co you, and whereby you hold all the hopes you.

what flace is beſt for us, and what condition will moſt 
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certainly conduce to our Good ? Let me ask you, is 
not this ſickneſs now come upon you by his appoint- 
ment, 'and {ent By the direQion of his wife provi- 
dence © Do younotthink it to be his will, that the 
time which not long ago was ſpent in praying; ſhould 


now be ſpent in vomiting © Let ir be fo then ( as 
a good man was wont to ſay) and let us not mur- 
cer at it : But ſee you take more pleaſure. in this 
that he is pleaſed, than if you poſteſſed Heaven and 
Earth.

we cannot with ſafety think of any thing elſe but her, 
and isnot willing to let us make a tryal : She bids us 
attend only to her quiet and ſatisfaRion, and not ſuffer 
the mind to diſturb her repoſe at all : And the more 
we humour and gratifte her deſires, the more ſtill ſhe 
bemoans her ſelf tro-move our pity towards her. Ic 
concerns us therefore to be careful in obſerving what 
good it.is that we can then perform without a manifeſt 
prejudice to obr health, and to make proviſion thac ir 
be not negle&ed by means of the heavy complaints of 
lazineſs andſloth. Look up ufſto Feſws as often as you 
can, Telt him in the ſecrets of your ſoul that you hear- 
tily love him. Open your very boſom to-him, and 
ſhew how defirous you arc to be more conform'd un- 
co him by this affligtion. Pray him to come andgſa- 
ſack your heart, and to: throw out of doors, whatſo- 
ever is offenſive to him. Let him know that you had 
rather (not only be fick, but) dye a thouſand tins 
than 
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than not be friends with lh | 

he would have you. And*exhere all others. of your 
acquaintance, that they would love and ferve him 
more than-you cando, And this let me add for your 
comfort, that ſometimes he beſtows more favours up- 
on fick men in their Beds, who can pray in no other 
manner, butby the humiliations and proſtrate ſubmil- 
ſions of their Wills to him, than he doth upon ſome 
others who ſpend many hours on their bended knees 
in that holy exerciſe. And do not deſpair, I beſcech 
you, of receiving this mercy, though you think your 
ſelf never ſo unworthy of it, fince it coſts him no more, 
but only his Will to beſtow ir. 
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With theſe, and ſuch like Diſcourſes, the Good man 
entertained his friend in this ſickneſs for many dayes, 
which put the timeinto-a ſpeedier pace than otherwiſe 
.it would have paſſed away. Though he kept his 
Bed for ſome weeks, yet the hours did not ſeem at all 
tedious to him, bot rather fled away as faſt, as he uſed 
before to do himſelf, So happy a thing it is to-have 
a partner in our troubles, and the affiſtance of gnother 
ſhonlder þefide our own to bear our geiefs. - Good 
Diſcourſes are like the breath of Heaven, which when. 
the burdened Velle] feels, ſhe cuts her way through all 
the waves, and never complains of the greatneſs of. her 
burden. Nay, they provedto him Ike che cool 
which refreſhes the gaſping Traveller in'a hot: day,. 
making his very body feel irs" legs the ſooner, by the 
delicate tonches which they gave unto his Spiric, -. All 
_ the Art of his Do@ors, and a whole Apothecaries 
Shop had nor been able/ ro reſtore; his confamed feth. 
ſo eaſily, andin fuch-a little ſpace of cime, as rhele-So- 
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lips, and were drawn, te tele; from the very botcom 
of hisheart, T have wondered ometimes when I cope 
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fidered the ſuddenneſs of his recovery 5 for though 
lay Come weeks in a feeble condition, it was becautt he 
did not at firſt receive theſe Medicines ; which. ſo ſoog 
as he caſted, he became another man, and. ſeemed tg" 
have a New Eſſence infuſed into him, Ic is no. new 
piece of Philoſophy, butan Axiome: older than Hjppo- 
crates; and which calls Solomon ( thar great Phyſician ) 
its Father: Heavineſs inthe beart of a man maketh it

- his deſires after a contemplative Life.Of Solitude, The 
Profit of it: eſpecially at the beginning of our Chriſti- 
an courſe. And how they that enjoy it, do not find all 
the ſatisfaition which they expeFtedin it. | 


'DEing able cherefbre by the good inſpirations of his 
Bri: ;( whoſe maurh he acknowledged. was a wel 

Prov. 10. 11. 8f.Life,) to gp aboutche houſe; Heſpedrasmuch time 
as he. was able in praiſing God, itiftructing the (eryants, 

and doing good to all his neighbours, nor neglect 

any dury,which-God or man required of him.. . But ſo 
ic was, thag-havigg-been;long- lick, there, were ſome © 
neceſſary bulineſſes in which bath he and. his friegd 
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' Were concerned, thathadlainaslofg ashim(elf with- 
cur any regard, Theſe called yery umportunately up- 
on him for his attendance, and being very weighty, 
and requiring quick diſpatch, would not ceaſe to: ſol- 
licite more of his thoughts than he was willing to al- 
low them. Ir will be of no ule to tell you what they 
were, but it may be ſutficienc to ler you know thar 
they were of ſuch moment that without a manifeſt 
wrong both to himfelf and others, he could by no 
means put them off, nor make them reſt contented 
with a cold and flow management of them. And yer 
from hence his mind took occaſion to ſpring a new 
doubt, which herhad not power to remove himſelf, cill 
he had made it knowa to his Friead ; though his af- 
fairs were not (o urgent but that they lefe him a litcle 
leiſure to conſider of that which might have given him 
ſome ſatisfactian, For whenſ@ever a crowd of little 
occaſions thropg'd in upon him, and would not be de- 
nyed hts company ; then he began to frown upon him- 
ſelf becauſe he did not find ſo much vacancy as his 
heart deſired for private Prayer and Recolleion, 


To. this the Father ſaid ( as ſoon as he had eaſed 
himſelf of rhe ſcruple by telling of it ).that for his parc 
he was very glad to find he had ſuch a vehement love 
for retired thoughts and ſecret converſe with God ; 
and that he ſighed ſo much after ir, . as far more de- 
lightful ro him than the open World and all the bra- 
very which it hangs out to us. Bur hetold him-alſo 
that he was to be blamed for thinking himſelf leſs 

leaſing to God in what he was a doing, becauſe he way 

eſs pleaſing to himſelf. For, do you not know, ſaid 
he, that God hath bidden us ſerve our neighbour as 
much as we can; and thatit is - idle pretence to fay 
X we 
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T we lgve God whom wenever ſaw, if we love not our 
Brother whom we ſee cpnrinpally* And hath he nor 
place sin a Body which muſt be fed, and chat can- 
not be nouriſhed with Thoughts and live upon Medi- 
rations 5 Box be ſupparted without the labour of its 
own hands? Why then do you complain that it can- 
not be filled with a Prayer, and have its hunger (ati(- 
fied with an Hymn ? Perhaps it may ſo fall out, chat a 
great many things ſhall require our ſeryicearone and 
the ſametime ; and though we call not for them all 
rogether, yet they call on us and bid ys mind them, or 
elie they ſay that they will be gone and not wait upon 
our leiſure. Is there any reaſon now to turn thoſe 
things away that will not come again? or ſhall we 
trouble our ſelves that we have not the diſpoſal of 
others mcns wills, and cannot make them come to us 
only when we pleaſe to, call them? why may we nor 
be contented to let all neceſſary affairs take as much of 
our time as they ask, (ſceing God will have ys fo im- 
ployed ? Contentea, I ſay, for I did never yet forbid 
you to defire more time wherein to recollect your (cf 
and retire unto God ; but would rather have you to 
wiſh for that, while you are forced to ſerve other 
things. He is not to be commended that is glad of a 
multitude of buſinefles, and loves ( as we ſay ) to have 
his hands full of the World : bur yer he is no ways 
deſerving of our praiſe neither, who when his Calling 
thruſts irupon him, and he is gor into the midſt of ir, 
is ſtill bewailing himſelf and troubled at his portion. 
The true way to peace is, to ſet our hands with all di- 
ligence to the neceſſary works of our calling, but to 
fer our hearts upon the more immediate ſervice of our 
Lord. To do our buſineſs, whatſoever multiplicity 
there happen to be in itz bu ro longto do oncetiog 
ene, 
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e\fe, if that would 
ſ{0long after the Higher hfe; 

breed in ns any diſguſt or imp owet ; - 
which will both make our bafineſs longer, and unfic vs 
for our ſpiritualemployments, MENS, 
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You remember Imake no' donbt the ſtory of Faces, 
how much he was inanfonred'of fair R4che/; bur that 
though he ſerved ſeveral years for her, yet he was put 
off with the embraces of ze4a4h, and forced to endure 
another apprenticeſhip for his moſt beloved. And the 
reaſon of it you know is there rendred,; becauſe it was 
not the faſhion of that Conntry'to diſpoſe of the Youn- 
ger before the Elder Sifter, Thavefotnerimes chought 
that this may not unficly be accommodated to repre« 
ſent unto us the eſtate apd condition of Pious ſouls 
while they ace like Facob in rhis Pilgrimage far, from 
their Fathers houſe. Theyare' exrreamly deſirous to 
be wholly wedded tothe fair and artiiable life of Con- 
remplarion, Prayer, and conſtant paſſions of love to 
God. This they court and woo above all other things, 
hoping in a little time to” obtain rheir ſuit, and ſpend 
their days'in ſuch happy ehjoyitients, Bur ſo it is, 
that they muſt be employed @ long while otherways, 
before they canreaſonably expect to arrive at the fe- 
licity of being wholly ſequeſtred unto that Life, And 
ſuch is the neceflity of this World chat when we ima- 
gine we ſhall now beat perfe& leiſure for ir ; ſome- 
thing orother ſtill thruſts u$ into a different way of 
living. Nay the mannier of chis Councry is ſuch, chac 
we muſt be contented co ſerve firſt in theſe baſer em- 
ployments, before we can be permitted to come to 
theſe nobler retiremenrs. Wirth this Worldly life we 
all begin, and ir is the elder of _ two. Nay, moſtof 
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the low * Oates nbd F 
being more*vacant to the ſervice of our ſouls. And 
it is very well, 1 affure you, if afcer. more years than. 
Facob ſerved, God ſhall be pleaſed tobleſs us with ſuch 
a proportion of theſe Worlaly goods, that we may re- 
poſe our ſelves with greater quietneſs in the boſom of 
a more contemplative life. Then we may be allowed 
. in compare with this beautiful Rachel, to hate Leah 
and all hercarthly buſineſs : yea it will be expected ac 
our hands when we are furniſhed as Facob was with 
flocks and herds, and can ſay, We have enough ; that 
we very much quit the world and retreat from our ſecu- 
lar affairs, and betake our ſelves more intirely to the 
higher life. And this favour perhaps our Lord may in- 
dulge us, when we are grown a little older an ſhall be 
more ripe for it, but till chatcfme lec us be patience as 
the Patriarch was; andin hope at laſt fo enjoy this 
ſweet, this beloved life, not ſuffer the other to ſeem ar 
all a tedious ſtate unto us. 
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This diſcourſe did not a little gratifie our young 
Traveller, who now fancied himſelf another Facos ; 
wiſhing for nothing ſo much as to have the fair Dam- 
ſc] we ſpoke of given him to be his wife. And ſomuch 
he had impreſſed his mind with the Idea of that more 
excellent converſation, that had it nor been for the laſt 
words his Friend ſpake, and that he conſidered alſo ic 
is wont £0 remain like Rachel a great while, more bar- 
ren than the other ;, he had faln into reproaches of this 
Blear-eyedlife, which makes us ſuch ſtrangers ro Di- 
viner objets , that when we behold them, our eyes 
ſmart and grow (ore by reaſon of their ſplendor, Ir is 

. too lictle to ſay thathe lovedir; for he burnt with = 
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fire after ifs Wh n he | Ih LL2S GIAGAL 
of this life, the time ſeemed likethe cold froſty niches - 
wherein Faceb kept the flocks:of: Zabaz in the field. 
Then were his Sunſhine days, and his Heart all in an 
ardour of Love and Joy, when he was within doors ſe- 
cluded from the herd of the World and ſhut up with 
God in his Soul. If there was any heat and eagerneſs 
in thediſpatch of his ordinary buſineſs, ic was by a re- 
fleion from theſe greater flames, which excited him 
to purſue that with the more agility, that he might the 
ſooner quit his hands of it, and be free for God, 


And thus having placed his affe&tions, I need not tell 
you how oft he uſed to ſteal a glance of thoſe Heaven- 
ly objects, even when he was in themidſt of ſome of 
his worldly occaſions. This I always obſerved, thar 
when it was left co his own choice what part he would 
take to manage: *' he would ever lay hold on' that 
which would give moſt liberty for his thoughts, ro 
withdraw themſelves ſometimesto better things, And 
having good Facob ſo much in his mind, he uſed to fay 
that he wondred the Shepheards of all other men.were 
not moſt envied ( whole name God hath aſſumed into 
his Titles) becauſe their life is fo like to His who rules 
the whole World and yer enjoys himſelf: For his 
part as he paſſed along in his- journey and. ſaw thoſe 
Swains with their Sheephooks in their hands, he could 
not for his life but fancy them to be Scepters, and the 
men to be ſo many petty Kings, whoſe obedient peo- 

le left them nothing elſe to do but to pleaſe them- 
[Engle O happy Soveraigns, was he wont ſay, . who 
have ſuch peaceableſubjects ! O Princely Souls whoſe 
Royalty is attended with none of choſe enemies of Li- 
berty, which make che Thrones. of others —_— 
ere 
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76s,” None of. thote&eremonics trouble you, which 
incumber alt the a&ions of Kings, You live in the 
Kingdom of Wiſdom. Your minds are free for the 
nobleſt contemplations. Your Court is frequented 
with no flateerers. And it is not hard for you to know 
thoſe that love your perſons from thoſe that love your 
fortune, You are not enforcedeither tobe loaded with 
Cares, oreiſe with the reproach of being negligent. 
Your lcifure is far better than all the imployments 
which others ſeek: It is berter co want with you , 
thanto abound with all the World beſide, Your de- 
ſerts arefar in'my eſteem before the Glory of Princely 
Palaces. And there are no chains ſo well made or 
ſo fairly guilded over, that could tempt me out of your 
Liberty. 
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When he had recovered himſelf 'ont of theſe plea- 
ſant tranſports, he oftentimes fell into a very ſober 
commendation of Solitude : which fie uſed to call rhe 
Gate that letSinto the inward-World, the ſuburbs of 
Heaven, andthe Miſtreſsof ſuchnoble ſatisfations as 
the Courts of Kings cannot equal, The profit of this 
hidden and unknownlife, ſaid he, is not to be ex- 

' preſſed ; when obſcuring our ſelves in our own Souls 
ve have the greater light withinz and communicating 
ſolely with'our Lord, in that oie obje& we enjoy more 
thanallrhe World. So neceſſary it is, rhatT find he 
cannot be wiſe that is nor retired. He muſt be 4a 
Fool that ſhuns hisown company, He thinks all things 
better than himſelf, who forſakes himſelf ro be with 
them. If the World had nor loſt their wits they would 
not thus flight and paſs by their own ſouls. Tf their 
taſte were notſpoiled,” they would find more Ddlight 
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a5 well as more profie "at hom 
abroad. Though peace ane Ho -y 
noiſe, yet theit undiſturbed pleaſures 'yield the higheſt 
contentmear, Their pleaſures are fach that it is hard 
for great perſons and thoſe who are muchin the World 
rotake their ſhare inthem. "And as forall others, fince 
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we n.uſt divide them with choſe men whom by no 
means we would be like, they cannot import very much - 


t0 our ſatisfaRion, 


A great number of other things he heaped up-in 
praiſe of this private life, till at laſt he endeavoured to 
derive honour upon it from the example of onr Lord 
who he thought was much delighted in ir. For he 
obſerved that it was thirty years before he would fre- 
quent the Worldz and that after he did appear, he 
was wont very often to retire himſelf even from the 
company of his own family. And I think he had ad- 
ded agreat deal more in this Argument,” had not his 
Companion here Interpoſed this ſydden queſtion, 
W hat then? are you ſo affected to this life as to with 
you may be left alone ? You mean belike to quit me tooz 
and turn an Hermite to enjoy your (elf the better, 
when no body ſhares in your affetions, By no means, 
replyed the Pilgrim as haſtily : for though he is never 
alone who is accompanied with noble thonghts ; yer. 
I ſhould think my ſelf roo much alone without your 
company. This Salitude doth nor exclude our Friends, 
but rather make room for them. We cannot enjoy 
whom we would, unleſs we. retire and ſeparate our 
ſelves from the multitude. There we may pick and 


chuſe, but in the crowd men will thruſt themſelves up- 


on us. And therefore I wonld be alone that 1 any. 
have more of you. I would go aſide from the wen % 
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in this private lite, "they 


Well, ſaid the Father, I am very much beho!den to 
you, that you would make me the Companion of your | 
moſt ſecret pleaſures: and it Jays a great obligation 
on me to be good, if it were but fgr this only ; char 
there may be no Image imprinted on ſuch a ſoul as 
yours, but what is fair andlovely, Ir muſt be confe(- 
{ed alſo, that there is very great uſe of Solicarineſs, 
eſpecially in the beginnings of a New Life. Then if 
one ſhould ask me, What ſhall Ily ? I would anſwer, 

 asoneofthe Philoſophers did, Fly the mulcicude, _o 
"as | 7 while 
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while a man is weakan ie 1s ihe-co one 'thac 
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and 'let it not ftir abroad, And truly he hath very 
honourable thoughts of us, he 
our: ſelves company. He repoſes a. great confidence 
in us who dares truſt us to our ſelves. For there is no 
worſe ſociety for a man than his own, if he do not de- 
ſign to become good. Fools and mad men ought not 
to be left in their own hands. For as the wiſe employ 
their Solitude in pious counſels, and ſober Advices for 
the good government of themſelves : ſo the wicked 
chen meditate bad deſigns, and plot the fulfilling of 
naughty defires. They whet their anger, or irritate 
their luſt, or brazen their foreheads ro commir all vil- 
lany : and what fear and ſhame concealed from the 
world, they bring forth then before*themſelves, and 
prepare it to come abroad; , See then what a good 
opinion I have conceived of you, in that Ibid you nor 
ro fly your (elf, I muſt needs take you for a man of 
Yy _ worthy

your inind is well fortified, and your reſolntion con- 
firmed, the World will need ſuch a good example, to

born for our ſelves alone , but others muſt feel there is 
a good man ſtill remaining among them. Ir is fir in» 
deed thar at certain times you ſhould all your life ſe- 
queſter your ſelf from men , ſo it be without affeRari- 
on of ſingularity, or making any. noiſe : but there. you 
muſt not bury your (elf, nor make your Cloſet a 
Tomb, wherein to converſe with no body but the dead. 
Your Light muſt ſo fhine before men, that ſeeing your 
g00d works, they may glorifie your Father which is 
in Heaven. And you muſt ſhew forth the praiſes of 
him, who hath called you out of 'darkngſs into his mar- 
vellous Light. Bur having given you an example of 
both theſe in the Bleſſed Feſws, I will not ſuſpeRt your 
memory of fo much vnfaithſalneſs, as to think you 
ſtand in; need to have thoſe inſtrufions repeated, IT 
will rather pray you ,to'let me know how you find 
your (elf inthole retirements, and whether you meet 
with ſo great ſatisfaction in them as now you expect 
co reap. 


And truly afterward he confeſſed, that making his 
retreat very frequently into this Soveraign Privacy, 
he could not alway be Maſter of thoſe brave thoughts 
3 which he imagined he ſhould have enjoyed. Thar life 
_ he ſaw had its imperfeQions ; and he lookt to enjoy 
2 there thoſe delightful ſpeacles, which too often with- 
drew themſelves from his ſight, and could not be wooed 

to: 


benefic he reaped from this dear Solicude wherein he 
ſometimes reigned; that he was verily perſwaded he 
ſhould one day arrive at the Freedom and Peace of 
Feruſalem. - He could not think that his Soul ſhould 
alwayes dwell ſo far ſhort #f that happy Countrey, of 
which he had ſuch a lovely Picture in his mind. Tc 
ſeemed unreaſonable to imagine, that when all other 
things are ſuffered ro grow to their height and urmoſt 
perfections; the ſpirit of man only ſhould ever remain 
a dwarf, or rather continue a child, and never be un- 
looſed fromits ſwadling-bands, No, no ; would he 
frequently ſay, 1 feel my Soul untying theſe Bands. Ic 
grows too great for theſe cloaths, and cannot ſuffer 
it ſelf ro_be thus confined, Ir aſpires to that happy 
State which admits of no defeRs, and will make me 
call my ſelf a Man. Iclongs and groans to be above 
it ſelf, It ſtretches its hands to reach the Perfeion 
of Purity, and to lay hold on Eternal Life. Ir would 
fain remove from theſe ſhadows, and hopes'to converſe 
with the very _ themſelves. O how ir ſighs co 
do whatit now deſigns ! How it breathes after the en- 
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come! Joud-abour my mind, nor 
ſtir the 


leaſt breathof? ordina e paſſion in my ſou]. Tc 
will not be long bef6re I be alwayes fercne, and have 
che happineſs to live in a conſtant tranquillity and un- 
croubled repoſe. The time I believe haſteas when m 
knowledge ſhall be fo clear, that Faich ſhall find no 
employment, and hope ſhall receive a diſcharge ; and 
Charity ſhall be left alone inirs full ſtrength.

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With theſe. and other. ſuch like pleaſant thoughts 
they entertained themſelvesas they travelled over ma- 
ny fair Plains; deceiving the length of the Miles by 
the variety of Diſcourſe, and the-prettineſs of ſundry 
contemplations. For the truth is, His Good Angel (as 
I may call him ) never fail'd to put him in mind of ſuch 
things as might be worthy of obſervation in their 
Journey, or might adminiſter a profitable'or innocent 
delight to ſweeren theiMway, And among other 
things I remember that one day as they went through 
a certain place, which was more like a Garden than 
an High way, He askt him if he was not afraid of 
thoſe ſtrange Beaſts in green $kins, and thoſe armed 
men with weapons of the ſame colour in their hands. 
Ar which he ſmiling ſaid ; though you have bcen 
conſcious too much of my weakneſs, yet I have ſomuch 
courage, as not to be affrighted at the Images of things 
which I ſee cut in hedges. You ſhall ſee how confi- 
dently I will walk naked by that Lyon, and that the 
Bear in the vther thicket ſhall ſtrike no terrour into 
me. And it pleaſes me very much to think that the 
crouble which my often-infirmities have given you is 
not ſo great, but that you can make your ſelf merry 
with them : and I am willing to recreate you a.litthe 
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faid the Father, you conld not have wellmatthed- - 
more than you do, in ſporting with thar which others 
more moroſe would have FT, 54 for. a reproach, But 
ler us ſeriouſly I pray you conſider ; Is there much 
more harm in many of thoſe things at which the world 
is wont totremble? Do they nor fly from terrible no- 
things, wherewith they ſee the wayes of Piety are be- 
ſet 2 The reproaches which rear our names' in Pieces 
like a Lyon the bitter words which meas. tongues 
ſhoot like arrows iff our faces ; nay that great Bear, 
Poverty whicft turns ſo many out of the way ;; What 
are they © If you view them atrft all their fellows 
well, you will find they are as innocent, nay as profi- 
table coo as thoſe peaceable creatures which you here 
behold. They are but like thoſe Bows whigh are 
made of Bayes, and can dono hurt. Or like thoſe Guns 
which you {ee wrought in Roſemary and Sweet-Prier, 
and fuch like things, which ſhoor flowers, and dart 
forth Musk..Or like thoſe Beaſts of Hyſop and Thyme 
which are very Medicinal to thoſe who know how to 


ule them. 
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From hence he fell into a very grave advice ( which 
he ſaid could not be too often repeated ) chat he ſhould 
nor fail to give God thanks for thoſe things. which 
went croſs unto him, as much as he was wont ro do for 
thoſe which were moſt conformable to his defires. He 
ſhew'd him how we ſtand indebred to Divine Provi- 
dence not only for our Food, but for our Phyſick alſo. 
He made him underſtand how the contempt we meet 
with from men, doth purge out Pride , haw .Poyerty- 
cures onr Luxury and wanton deſires ; and how no- 
thing is ſo powerful as Sickneſs to deliver us from the

his time for ſome*M 
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dull ;-. and chrough fome Indi\pollien'7 the cauſe of 
which he could not diſcover) he began tobe ſg lazy and 


lifleſs to af:y good” aQtion, whicly had formerly been 
his delighr ; thar it endangered co overwhelm him in 
a new affliction of mind. Bur yer it pleaſed God ſoto_ 
order it, that this cloud was caſt about him without 
any ſhowre ; and he cured himſelf of his reſtiveneſs of 
ſpirit by fome common obſcrvations which he made as 
he went along. For they had not travelled far, before 
they ſound a great number of men digging in a Mine, 
who wereall bath'd in their own Sweat, and inſtead 
of the freſh air to cool them, were.in perpetual danger S 
of*Suffocation, by inferna] vapours, And being = 
For what they took ſuch exceſſive pains, they gave 
them to underſtand that the beſt of cheir wages, was E 
very ſmall, and that fome were ſuch ſlaves as laboured a 
meerly for courſe food; not ſo: much as agrain of all = 
the Silver Ore which they raked out of the earths bow- 
els, coming into their potſcfſion. At che fight of which 
he was ſtrangely awakened, and falling into a mighty 
paſſion began to reproach himſelf, to accuſe his gear 
folly, and to condemn his ſloth ; who was leſs con- 
cerned for a Soul, than theſe men for a. belly-full of 
meat, or a few ſingle-pennies. What do we, O. my R 
Soul ? (ſaid the good Pilgrim,) Why do welye till, and 
ſuffer our ſelves to perith ?. Are there any pains like- 
thoſe to which theſe wretches are condemn'd © Or, are 
there any treaſures that can equa] thoſe which we are 
ſecking after  O how diſproportionable are their la- 
bours unto their gains ! And how mnch will our gains 
exceed the greateſt of onr pains ! Bluſh, O. my-Soul, at 
thy own neglets; and be. aſtoniſhed either ar cheir 
" diligence 
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neſs of the one, inak&thee-marvetac the other. And 
for very ſhame, let it rouze thee todo that for thy (elf 
which thty do for-rheir bodies ; or to be but ar half 
the labour to atrain. eternal Treaſures, which they 
take, not for periſhing Riches, but fora morlel of mear, 
which only prepares them to renew their Jabours. In 
fach Mobetoas as. theſe, he ſpent ſome time. to 
che no ſmall quickning of his Soul in well doing. 
Which were alſo happily revived the next day by the 
ſight of ſome ſhips, which from a mountain that they 
paſſed over, he eſpyed riding on the Sea: whoſe waves 
did then fo work and bvil that theface of it was all 
yeſty, and it foam'd With rage at the winds which ſpgiit 
their fary upon it, From hence he took occaſion ro 
conſider the hazzard which they run, who truſted 
. themſelves to that treacherous Element : how the 

were'carryed ſometimes to unſeen regions, of whic 

they had no knowledge but by the uncertain reports 
of others. How uncertain their Returns were ; and 
how the poor Marriners had no intereſt ac all in the 
goods which they, ventured their lives to bring home 
co other Owners, This inſpir'd his Sonl and (well'd 
it with new reſolutions, more than a ſtrong gale of 
wind doth the ſails of a ſhip when ſhe runs before ir. 
He deſpiſed all —_—_ He defied the lazy diſpoli- 
tion wherein he late y found himſelf, He applauded 
the reaſonableneſs of Chriſtian Piety which was car- 


ried by Faith tounknown Countreys. And he vowed 
never to quit the defign wherein he was embarqued , 
Eſpecially fince he had ſo good aſſurance at laſt to 
come £0 an happy Port. © From whence he alſo knew 
chat he ſhould never looſe any more, to be thus toſſed ia 
doubts and fears z to be expoſed to the ſtorms of aa 
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s|igry World, and 
| conflict with the great Em NW WONY tc 
'per, ” whereby he. was ſometimes hfred up as high 4s 
Heaven, and then again depreſſed as low as Hell. 
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And truly after this I heard that he confinued very 
fervent in Spirit, ſerving the Lord. Tnſomuch thac 
meeting a good while afrer wich ſome Pilgrims who 
were remiſs and negligent, a great zeal was kindled in 
him, and he called upon his Guide very earneſtly to uſe 
his ſpurs and-prick them up to a preater diligence, 
W hich motion you will eafily think the Good Father 
was not backward to embrace; but drawings, little 
neafer to them and well obſerving their careleſs po- DS 
ftures, he askt them whar the reaton might be of that .

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Perfection 
_ of themſelves, nor-be thought ſo-by others, -meerly 
becauſe they taſte no. joy in that which pleaſes you:; 
for it may proceed from che-lumpithneſs of their bo. 
dy, andnot from the weight of their reaſons; they 
may owe it to their Parents, and noc_to cheir-own 
choice, Or grant that they do'deny themſelves in 
theſe things, yet it is very well if ic-be noe to take a 
licence in thoſe which are Worſe. For many debarr 
themſelves of innocent mirth, and -granc. an indal- 
gence to their froward- and peeviſh humours. Pro- 
vided they be grave, they think they may be difcour- 
teous. Andas long as they do noc laugh, they will 
take the libertyco bite. | ; 
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\ T am nor, -you ſee by my complexion, inclined much 
to mirch, and therefore not likely :ogrof any natural 
humour to be their enemy. - Bar for my parc I muſt 
tell you plainly, that I both diſlike and ſuſpe& theſe 
ſullen 'gravities. The peaple- of achearful diſpoſiti-

2n, more fimple andplain hearted,” more kind and 
fteRionate, more free from fuperſtition,' and far re+ 
moved from hypocriſie: Nay, it Thad added chat they 
are moremodeſt roo, I had not been miſtaken ; - for 
their Modeſty is in-the heart, andthe others ofren- 
times but in the brow''and exteriour-/parr. Bur I 
think ic is time to- diſmiſs theſe lowring Counte- 
nances whom I intendnot 'to reproach, but. only to 
bereave of the Opinion and repuratiog of being own- 
ers.-of more goodneſs than othermen,. They arerobe 
pitied, me-thinks, who-uſe theirreafon ro makethem- 
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well of themſelves forthar which istheir faulc, or their 
imperfection.  Butwharſoever kindneſsany may have 
for them, I muſt acknowledge my felf to havea Spiric 
more tender, Iamnot aſhamed to be thought a man'of 
ſenſe, andthat have ſome feeling both of pain and of 
pleaſure; - Letthem call, if chey liſt, all our paſſions in- 
firmities, yer ( aSa wiſe manonce ſaid.)

N ſuch diſcourſe as this they paſſed with much plea- 
ſare a long ſtage of their journey. Arthe end of which, 

being rirſy, they called ata place where one would 

think thatHeaven deſigned to give thePi/grim anexam- 

ple of inocent pleaſure, For here they found a knot of 1o- 

ving neighbours at a frugal dinner; who ſeemed to feaſt 

one another more with their mutual good converſation, 
than with any other chear that was provided. - Their 
eyes told that they were very merry ; and that there 
was a true love in their hearts, their conntenance and 
free*converſe did plainly declare. There was nothing ſu- 
perflucus,bucall yery handſome , no looſeneſs bur greac 
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felves with a grateful variety rather than abundance 
of meat and drink.” This fight did very*much affect 
the young mans heart, and when they were gone, | he 
began to ſpeakin the praiſe of Temperaxce,.. and to 
commend their happineſs who''conld contain them- 
flves within the limits-of — For this, ſaid 

| he, is the Miſtreſs of health, and alſo of wife and pure 
choughrs. 1r refreſhes the Body, and doth not bur- 
den the mind.. It caſts down neither of them tothe 
ground, bur raiſeth both to their jaſt pitch of pleaſure, 
It continues us free-and fit for any employmenr, but 
eſpecially that of thanking God' for all his bleſſings, 
which is the Nobleſt of all. Ic leaves ns capable to 
enjoy the things of the other world, when we have 
enjoyed as much as we pleaſe of this. Tr ſuffers rea- 
ſon to retain its throne, or rather exalts and advances 
its Supremacy every day to a greater height, Nay, it 
preſerves our taſte, and renders our palate more exact 
chan other mens are; forall theſeaſes I perſwade my 
Felf when ruled by reaſon, muſt needs be more up- 
right Judges, chan whenthac is abſent and ſer aſide, 
And therefore me-thinks, there is nothing more pre- 
ſerves the honour and reverence that is due to our na- 
eruces, than this Vertue. © Ic maintains the Majeſty of 
our countenance, the luſtre of our eyes, *the grace- 
ful deportment of our whole Man, Whereas all the 
world confeſſes, and it is their common ſpeech, that a 
man in drink, is nothing elſe but a mandiſguifed. He 
looks baſely; heis the tcorn of children and fools ; he 
is poinced andlaughed at, asif he were ſome monſter ; 
ke is the ſport and merriment even of choſe who haye 
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rhys difrghedhumothanes: Aadagfor them who!e 
brains arcſo frong, thataheyhave overcome him, 
and think it- an honour tobe able:ro: hold more than 
the reſt of their fellows. this glory. is their ſhame. . 
They are the Vermineof the Earth who live to con- 
ſyme the goods of others, and to waſte the: patrimony 
of the poor.. And whea they brag of their Victories, 
they are ſo filly, as not to xemember what ane of the 
Philoſophers ſaith, - that they: are overcome. by the 
| Hogſhead which is far more capaciousthan themſelves. 
Nay, 1 cannot but think thale people who know no 
pleaſure but high fare, the joy.of whoſe life depends 
upon full Tables, -and. as full bellies,. who love ao- 
ching ike Feaſts, and would' havethem as fampruous 
as Sacrificess - tobe aſortof creftures much -infecriour 
to ſome Beaſts z who,: though they arenot capable rs 

vern themſelves, yetare ruled by us, and rendred 
Carviceable and profitable. tothe world. Burt theſe are 
pood for nothing but only to deyour ; and commonly - 
So follow thistrade {0 long that they- devour them- 
ſclves, and all that belongs unto them, 


Nodoubt, ſaid the good Father, (whohere thought 
fic to interrupt him) che- praiſes which - you bettow 
upon Temperance are very juſt, -agd you.can never 
commend it to exceſs. Which procures me there- 
fore the greater grief, when ſee lo few inthe World 
who liveaccording.to the rules of chis Vertue. Their 
number is very ſmall who- are not corrupted with the 
love of theſe ſenſual pleaſures. . Though they. do nor 
fall into ſuch high debauches as you- ſpeak of, not 
drinking as if they were in a perpetual feavor , nor 
eating asif they were laying in proviſion for a long 
Siege. ( which methinks is a good deſcription which 
To I have 
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and love to fit long at comporarions,  attd 'deſten to 
makeproviſion forthefleſh, that they may fulfil the 
laſts thereof, Nay, which is faddeft of all, ' there 
are too many of thoſe who profeſs to be Religious, 
whoſe God is their belly. They love Feaſts, and 
hune after good chear. And if ic be bur ſan&i- 
fied wich a Sermon, Gourmaadiſe is innocent in 
their account. Like ſome naughty Chriſtians in the 
Elder times whom I mentioned before, who thoughe 
they might carouſe 2nd drink as long as they would, 
ſor vid bue - a mortified face upon the Mar- 
tyrs Totnbs. dir were ſome comfort if their fin 
ended here ; but their Intemperanceis the Mother and 
faichful Parenc of many other Vices. A long crain of 
ſins as well as difeaſes waics upon this, and follows: ir 
juſt at the heels. Ir both brings in, and ir uncovers 
every other evil inclination. Ir removes that Modeſty, 
which ſtands more in the way chan any thing elſe of 
moſt mens þad endeavours. It baniſhes all ſhame, ſo 
that there is nothing left tro oppoſe any wickedneſs. 
Who hath woe, who hath ſorrow, who hath conteg- 
tion, who hath babling, who hath wounds without 
cauſe ? They that tarry long ar Wine; they that go to 
ſeek mixt Wine ; as the Wiſe mantells us, Whatſo- 
ever evil diſpoſitions are in the mind, then they take 
opportunity to ſhew themſelves. Malice is broughe 
aro open ſhew, and ſpits its venome. The proud ſpiric 
is lay'd bare, and ſeeks no pretence for its inſolence. . 
The furious man is lefc naked of all his guards, and 
cares not whom he miſchiefs. The luſtful man un-- 
covers himſelf, and ſcarce waits for ſecrefie to ou his 
| clires.. 
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Folly which 15 GREASE, was not che com- 
mon iſſue of; thaForwhien-we tpeak,. There is more of 
this uacleannels in the world than you imagine. They 
that wear the countenance of -Religious people are 
led, Tafſure you; by their Cups to the Brothel- houſes, 
and paſs from the Taverns to the Stews. So it was of 
Old, and the ſame Villany continues ſtill; that many 
turn the Grate of God into laſciviouſneſs. Andif you 
would know who.they are, the ſame Apoſtletells you. 
that they were ſuch as feaſting with others, did feed, 
Ig themſelves without fear, And (oSt, Peter allo lets us 
Pct.2.13,14. KnoW, that they who accountedit pleaſure to riot in the 
day-time (i the Elear light of the Goſpel) had ezes full 
of adultery, and could not ceaſe from ſin,”But I will leave, 
theſe men, who are gone in the way of the falſe Pro- 
phet Ba/aam, who tavght the Children of 1ſrael to 
commit fornication. Only let me leave thoſe words of 
5Fe:. 2.14. {he Apoſtle with thems They are wells without water, 
Clonds that are carried with atempeſt, to whom the miſt 
' of darkneſs i reſerved for ever. Nor will Iſay any 
more of the reſt of thoſe fins which attend upon an 
intemperate life, which makes a mans Soul'like a picce 
of low ground, -which by reaſon of abundance of wet,. 
brings forth nothing but Frogs, and Worms, and Ad- 
ders, all manner of wickedneſs, which cither diſhc- 
nours God, or hurts our ſelves and our neighbours, I 
will rather turn my eyes to a more pleaſant ſighr, and 
comfort them with the remembrance of thoſe good 
T.ca whom we ſaw juſt now ſo happily mer together. 
And me-thinks it is a very great felicity in this falſe 
World, to find bur one face among ſo many Vizors ; 
and to be able to lay hold on ſomething that hath 
truth and ſubſtance in it among ſo many ſhadows.

But though this be very crae, that we do deſervedly 
Praiſe this Vertue, and all her Servants, Yet me-thinks 
you ſhould have obſerved ſomething elle ar that meer- 
ing, which is worthy of your commendation. Did not 
the very meeting it (elf teema very comely fight 2: And 
were you not glad to behold ſo many kind neighbours 
aſſembled at that decent entertainment ? To me there is 
not a more agreeable ſpedtacle,than a company of ſelect 
friends, vacant of buſineſs, and full of chearfulneſs, mer 
cogether at one table. And I cannot imagine that a man 
who underſtands pms, can wiſh any equal co this, 
that he might make onein ſuch a happy ſociety. You 
may think indeed that it is ſufficient ro cur delight, if 
we can meet our friends. any where : But I am of the 
mind that the pleaſure is redoubled, , when they refreſh 
their bodies and their minds both together. I hate 
indeed your great Feaſts where perſons that never 
ſaw one the other before, nor ever ſhall perhaps again, 
are mixt cogether ; where there is much talk, and litele 
or no diſcourſe: But theſe Love- Feaſts me-thinks do call 
to my mind the days of Innocence, and make me wiſh 
for nothing, when I enjoy them, but only ſuch another 
pleaſure. Here we know that. we pledge an hearty 
Love, when 4 man preſents his kindnels to us. Our mind 
is entertained. with a greater variety, than. the body 
enjoys. The- very taſte of our nicat. is exalted by 
the inward delight which we-feel in our hearts, And 
whatſoever ſatisfaction we then receive, we impart as 
pauch to thoſe that gave it, The weak and Janguiſh- 
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more freely by the moderate ArisfaE ioa-of- our appe- 
cite. Our-dull ſpirits are raiſed by communication 
with our friends: and that Communication grows 
more lively by the exaltationof our ſpirits, Orit you 
'pleaſe ſo toconfider it ; Friendsnever talk with greater 
wit, and more freedom, -thanwhen they take'an-inno- 
cent repaſt together ;; and their meat never doth their 
'bodies more good, than when this fweet converſation 
4s the ſauce for ic. 


Indeed ſaid the Pilgrims, I had forgot to refle& up. 
-on that part of thoſe good mens ſatisfaion.; which-I 
cake to be ſogreat, and yet ſoharmleſs withal, that I 
ſhall ever be a friend of {uch pleaſures, and permit my. 
ſelf to be merry in ſuch worthy company. They have 
convinced me that I ought not to affet a ſad brow, 
and an heavy countenance. They have reconciled me 
' to {miles and mirth, And Provided they will ke 
within ſuch bounds, I willnever quarrel with my pa(- 
ſions any more. But there is nonethat I have a greater 
kindneſs for,than that of Love : the 9ho-ohe of which, 
as it ſelf acquaints me withal, ſothe uſefulneſs of ir

He adds « brightneſs to our glory ; and he obſcures and 
hides owr 1gnominy. This one thing teſſexs the difficalty of 
thoſe that are troubleſomt to us ; andincreaſes the happt- 
meſs which all our enjoyments bring ws. It makes evil 
things little, and (good things great. By this fivect ſocies 
ty oar griefs are divided, and ll our Foys ave doubled. 
What calamity i not intolerable without a friend? And 
what felicity u not ungratefal if wet” have none toſbart 
with ws init ? we ſuffer not ſo much when we have ſome 
#0 condole and ſuffer with ws : Aud we rejoyce the more 
when our felicity gives « pleaſure not only" to our ſelves 
but to others atſo, * If ſolitwile au4 want of company be ſo

© go Sultewden NWA thoſe that do not love

So that 
I judge him che moſt milerable who in his calamity 
hach many to inſult over him z and in his felicity none 
to.taſte of his joys, and. rejoyce with him, ho. « 
there nwore ſpeedy in his [uccours than a Friend? wheſe 
raiſe is ſweeter tows than his? And by whom Truth 
ſpoken with leſs grief than by ſuch a mouth? what Caſtle, 
what Bulwark, what Arms and Weapons, are more po- 
tent to ſecure us, than the tuſtody AW: who are. well 
affetted to ws? For intruth, ſo many Friends as 4 man 
' hath gained; with ſo many eyes aoth he ſee, with ſo ma- 
ny ears doth he hear, aud with ſo many underſtandings 
doth he think of that which u profitable for bim. It w all 
one. as if God had given to a man in one body,a great ma- 
#3 Soulr3 every one of which ao tenderly conſult and care 
. — bu good. Nay, if our eyes, and 0ur tongue ,- and our 
hands are much to be prized, mot only for the delights of 
Life, but that we may live, Friends are not only as pro- 
fitable, but more. neceſſary than theſe." For your eyes can 
ſearce ſee thoſe things which are under yoar feet ;, but by 
our Friends we may ſee theſe things which are in the far- 
thermuſt parts of the earth. By our ears wethear only the 
things that are very near us ; but by our Friends we hear

moment, His pleaſures are multiplied, as he multiplies 
his friends ; t, all that delights them, touches him 
with 4 ſenſe of joy as much as what concerns himſelf. 1f 
he give any thing to them, it rejoyces him as much as if 
he Jad gained a great deal of wealth. If he receive any 
thing, it rejoyces him too, becauſe his friends are pleaſed. 

Though he be wery fond of his kindred, yet he thinks 

friendſhip a greater good, than Conſanguinity ; for with-. 
out any kinared between men this ts a ftriff and profita- 
ble relation , for without thu there is no.comfort at all 
in the greateſt nearneſs of blood. 


And therefore we may well conclude with our wiſe 
man, that this «s the greateſt treaſure, the ſtrongeſt de- 
fence, and invaluable Fewel, the very Balſome, and com- 
fort andonly preſerver of onr life, A man u# ſearce 
himſelf till he have found a friend, or atleaft be is but 
half « man, For as another wiſe man ſaith, Naptial 
love produces men, but it « friendly love which gives 
them perfeiFion. It may well be called the ſalt and ſea- 
ſoxing of our Pilgrimage. Without this, life it ſelf would 
be unſavoury, and all the pleaſures of it infipid, 1t us 
the moſt azreeable pleaſure that a perſon of Vertue can 
enjoy.

And therefore it will oblige us very much if you will 
be at the pains to let us know the qualities of a man. 
that is fit co be admitted into our Society.

One that loves no 
pleaſure ſo much as complacence to you. To whom all places 
are alike, ſo you be not abſent. He can deny himſelf any 
thing «nd his friend nothing. He can bear himſelf com- 
pany in Solitude, but i never weary of the company of 
thoſe he loves. He hath a ſenſe of honour ,equal to his ſenſe 
of love. He hath no vulgar thoughts, but yet jtoops to the 
moſt vulgar ations for the ſervice of his friend, He hath 
4great and generous mind,but omits not the trifles which 
will pleaſe him. He will neglett his own buſine|s to do his. 
He will receive a kindneſs as well as doit: and not more 
willing to oblige than to be obliged. He u« thankfal and 
acknowle dging for the ſmalleſt offices of love ; and ftudies 
#0 repay it with the greateſt, He is pofieſſed of all the Ver- 
tues,but makes a ſhow of none. He loves decency without 
affettation,generofity without pride, courtefie without ce- 
remony,and ftrilineſs without ſeverity. His morality is 
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qualities, and modeſty ts Supcriour t0 them all. For he is 
[hamefac'd without 1gnorance,and bluſhes becauſe you ſee. 
be knows ſo much. He deliphts not 10 praiſe that tn others 
wherein he excells himſelf. Nor is he ſparing thereof his. 
commenaations,whe re his own defetts will leave him no 
title tothe application.He can bide any thing better than 
his love, He can do any thing better than arny your re- 
queſts. He tan enaure any thru with more eaſe than to 
be ſeparated from your Society. When. you are with him, 
yon are ftill alone. when you adviſe with him, it is with 
your ſelf. He hath all things in common with you, but 
chiefly adverſity. He and his friend have but one will, 
though they may have different underſtand:ngs. And in- 
degd. this one quality is tt which I like in a friend above 
all the reftviz..

not only to pleaſe. "MJowate: "0 te Vantage them with the 
greateſt civility. Jt ſabaues their paſſions with the grea- 
reſt quietne ſs.1t reduces them to 1 vopſovour without vin- 
lence. It ſtrops nnto them that it may lift them up. It con- 
deſcends that they may be recovered. It faſhions it ſelf 
zo what they are, that they may be what they ought. 1t 
yields to their anger that it may diſarm them of it. It 
grants their de fires that it may take them away.1t makes 
« man azree to others not that they may comply with bins 
again, but comply with reaſon. 


In ſhort therefore he muſt be a vertnoxs per ſon,we all 
grant ,whom we chuſe for our friend, For he is mt capa- 
ble to be a friend to ws, who is not a friend to himſelf. He 
can never accord well with another, who feels an imte- 
ſtine war continually in his own breaſt.

and the beſt of friends ! How gladly would they have 
admitred you into that loving Society from which we 
lately parted ! They would have raviſhed you from 
me, and ſtaid you there for ever, if they had known 
your worth, They would have thought it too much 
tharT ſhould encloſe ſogreat a good, which is capable 
ro ſervea little World, For beſides the reſt of choſe 
vertuous qualities which they remembred, you are the 
moſt compaſſionare of all mea living.

Know not to what length he meant to continue 
theſe acknowledgements, if a new accident had not 
put an end to his ſpeech. For as he was going £0 ex- 
rc] the nobeneſs of his diſpoſition, as well as the ten- 
derneſs which he obſerved ; and had juſt urtered theſe 
words, You ſcarce know how to keep a meaſure when 
there is occaſion to be kind, your favours ſeem de- 
feRive unleſs they exceed : they were on a ſudden en- 
countred with another delightful ſpeftacle, which quite 
diverted his thoughts from what he was abour to ſay.

And he 
plainly told them, that the occaſion of the preſent ſa- 
tiS'aion, which perhaps they ſaw him expreſs, was to 
hear the birds {o merry z who neither ſow, nor reap, 
nor have any barns wherein to lay up their food, I 
could not chooſe, ſaid he, bur bear a part with them in 
cheir Mirth, and think my ſelf at leaſt ſo rich and hap- 
py as thoſe filly creatures, "The World, I ſee, is as full 
for me as it is for them. All places are crowded with 
the bleſſings of God, and I know not where he ſhould 
beſtow more, they are ſo very full, A few of them 
alſo will ſerve my turn, for my wants are but a few. 
And a few things ſure are eaſily obtained, and cannor 
b: long in getting. We need not go far to ſeek enoagh , 
for there js no ſcarcity of a little, and a little will ſuf- 
fice, And,thanks be to God,I was never yer at any great 
trouble ro procure this little number of neceſfar 

things. At preſent my wants are all ſupplyed 5 And I 
have no reaſon to doubt but they will be ſo for the 
time to come. For ſure there is a God, and he muſt 
needs take care of his Creatures : and I imagine it is no 
pride:( which will not become me in this Poverty ) to 
think my (elf one of the better ſort, and therefore con- 
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dom, of his Goodnels, POWGHAININWEINNGE ©0 all places. 
Which make me confident char: arprefear Fenjoy whar 
is moſt convenient for me; and that I ſhall never fail to 


dothelike rooghal! mylife, Andif 1 doubted of any 
of theſe, that inſtance ofhis Loveand Care in ſending 
his own Son into. the World would rid me-of all my 
ſcruples: For if he ſpared not bis Sow, but delivered 
him up for us all; how ſball he: not with him* give us all 
things, For the comforts of this belief 1 continually 
render my thanks to God . and you cannot; conceive 
any greater contentment than'that which: I find in ad- 
.miring aud praiſing his.cternal goodneſs, Nay, I can 
never methiaks give him thanks enough for letting me 
. enjoy the uſe of my eyes, my tongue, my hands and 
feet ; for theſe are greater things than all -that I want, 
and by theſe and{ his bleſſing I may make proviſion for 
my wants. There are many, I ſee, in the world arc 
poorer by half than my ſelf. I poſſeſs ſomnch more than 
they, as all thoſe things which I havengw numbred. O 
how rich do 1 eſteem my ſelf ia compare wich the 
blind, and the dumb, and the lame !. But I fhall-be 
much aſhamed, if amongall thoſe who have leſs thaaT, 
there ſhoald be found men that have more content- 
ment. And 1 conſider wich my ſelf ſomerimes ; ſhould 
theſe poor ſouls murmur, what is. icthat I ſhould: ſay 
to give them content;; and that-very-thing I (ay'to my 
ſelk. I makethe experiment firſt upon my own mind, 
andif it can do nothing there to comfort me who am 
ing betzer condition, I thiak ic uareaſonable to. pro- 
oor ic unco them. And ſometimes on the other ſide 
caſt mine eyes onthem that have more, and ſee thar- 3 
they are as far from content as thoſe who have nothing C 
| at | 
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: frox WRIoor to be found 
in all he Wade elves, and there I may 
find it wirhowe iEahandance that they enjoy. I per- 
ceive alſo that Poverty isaot withour its benefits, and 
that it isdeſervedly called the Mother of- Sobriery, the 
Nurſe of Arts, the Miſtreſs of Wiſdom, the Spur to In- 
duſtry, and the School to which we arepurto learn 
the knowledge of our ſelves, and the dependance we 
have on an higher Cauſe. Beſides all which, I uſe ro 
call it my SanQuary, which no body will preſume to 
rfle, Here I am fate, for all men haceto hurt the poor. 
There is no Antidote of greater vertue, as T have heard 
men (ay againſt poiſon, than this-condition wherein I 
am. They arethe Veſſc}s of Gold, and not of Earth 
and Wood, wherein ſuch deadly potions are wont to 
be mingled. Nay, this Muſick which you ſaw me 
liſtening to, this Muſick of Gods own creating gives 
me the greater raviſhment, becanie I cenfider thar 
none can rob me of it, and leave me my liberty and 
life. They that have taken away my goods, and have 
baniſhed me intathe Woods, cannor' hinder the Earth 
from putting forth the flowers, nor the Trees from 
yielding their fruir, nor the Birds from ſmging amon 

the- branches, no nor me from entertaining my ſelf 
with all rheſe plea'ures, at leaſt from being contented. 
And truly I oaghtme-thinks, to rejoyce. that theſe ſa- 
risfactions are'remaining, rather than repine that thoſe 
are gone which could never have giver me full ſaciſ- 
faction. Buc I ſuppoſe T ſpeak to thofe who are nor 
unacquainted with ſome wants, and therefore 1 may 
forbear to ſay any morechan this ; that if you can tell 
what it is that keeps you from being miſerable, thac 
very thing is the comfort of my Poverty, For he thar 
can reſt contented in one Condition, can fatisfie _ 
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Our yaung Pilgrim would fainhave had him to pro- 
cced in declaring the ſenſe of his Soul to them, becauſe 
he took him to be ſo happy. But. yer he could nor 
chooſe but yield to the equity of that which he had 
now (aid, and therefore after they had requited the 
Poor mans generaus freedom with a long diſcourſe, 
which both teſtified their ſympathy with him, and 
added much to the contentment of his mind ; He entred 
into a debate with the Father when they were alone 
about thoſe chings which will prepare the-Soul to re- 
_ ceive fatisfaRtion im the meancft condition into which 
they mighc fall, For my part, ſaid he, I cannot bar 
look'back upon the felicity .of thoſe who lead a tem- 
perate life in the midſt of all the abundance of this 
World. Every thing lets me ſcethe neceffity and cx- 
cellency of char Vercue, and gives me occafion to re- 
new my commendations of ir.

"HE young man was glad to hear him ſpeak:

pany inco which theyhad lately-faln. The SpeRacle 
which preſented it {elf was no leſs wonderful chan ir 
was new. For there they beheld ſundry ?i/grimss like 
themſelves who: had placed their bodies, though in 


ſeveral poſtures, asif they never meant toſtir from thac 


| place ; unleſsit was to be carried direQly up to Hea- 


ven, Some of them were faln upon: their knees ; and 
with their hands upon their breaſts, their eyes el&ya- 
red rowards the $kies, and a very ſmiling countenance, 
they ſeemed not ſo muchto ask as to polleſs ſomething 
that they dearly loved, and for which they rendred 
thanks ro God. Others of them ſtood gazing upon 
their tip-toes; with their mouths open and their eyes 
ſo fixed, as if their Souls were gone half way out of 
their bodies to fetch in ſomething which chey hungred 
to receive. . And others alſo ſtretched out their arms 
ro ſuch a length, as if either they ſawthat thing com- 
ing to them : | or elle they thought them to be wings 
Serbs they could fly to that which they lookt fo 
ereedily upon. For this they obſerved after a careful 
view of them, that every one directed his eyes the 
ſame way; asif they waited for the very ſame good 
to deſcend into their embraces. And therefore theſe 
two perſons being not ſo much ſtartled as raviſhed ac 
this ſtrange ſight, thought it was beſt for them to do 
ſoroo; and ro try if they could make any diſcovery 
of that which attratedall theſe eyes and hearts unto ir, 
And they had nor done fo very long, but by the advan-

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Now ( you may be ſure eur Pilgrims heart skipt 
for joy's and he began to bleſs the happy day which 
brought him hither, vowing char it ſhould be marke in 
his Calender for an Holy day as long as he lived. For 
he was not only aſſured hereby that there was ſuch a 
place, but he diſcovered ſomething of the felicities of 
it :; which here met him with a delicious entertain- 
ment, Ir didnot ſeem to be ſcicuate in a Region like 
to any that he hadas yer beheld ; butin one (o clear 
and pure that the sky is but a ſmoaky vapour in com- 
pare with ic. There was no cloud that durſt be fo 
bold as to come within ſight of it 5 'nor was there any 
darknels that could approach to ſully irs beauty, . But 


as there was a perpetual ſerenity about it, ſo an.ever- 


laſting day was one of the principal ornaments of ir, 
The rayes of the Sun he perceived never hid chem- 
ſelves from it ; if he judged aright, when. by the glitter- 
ing of the place he thought it all guilded with his 
beams. Bur ſometimes he conceited that the City was 
all buile of ſuch pretious ſtones; that they ſupplyed 
the place of the Sun, by thoſe ſtreams of light which 
iflued forth from every one of them.

But his DireQor {ro whom he 
ever uled to hearken ) rold him that this was a thing 
which a'man might rather fancy than deſire, For it 
could not be permitted that rhey ſhould fir alwayes 
g2zing there ; neither was there any hopes of arriving 
at che deſired place, unleſs by their own diligence in 
ſuch things as God would have them employed, they 
ſtitl endeavoured to creep nearer and nearer _—_ i 
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Journeys end, to behold the patfithat leads your it, 


With char the young mans eyes began to fall a 
little from thoſe lofty places whereon they had-been 
fixed; and co caſt themſelves upon the ground which 
lay below under his feet, in which he was at preſent 
.to make his abode. But he did not loſe his-pleaſure 
by taking his eyes off from Ferwuſaleme ; for the road 
which lay chither appeared now ſo plain, - ſo fair and

ry Wood alſo (of which ſome ſtages wholly conſiſted ) 
appeared like a gaodly Orchard: z where an infinite 
Variety of lovely 'ſtuic ſaluted chem that paſſed 
thorow it. - And thdugh the courteons Apples, with 
all the reſt, - ſeemed to bow themſelves to kifs the Pil- 
grims hangs z - yet by their ftagrancy one would judge 
thatthey werendt of a meer terreſtrial growth, bur 
fed by ſore invifibleroots above, from which chey de- 
rived the refined nobrifſhment of celeſtial Juices, 
From the ſurpluſage of which alfoic was (as one would 
be tempted tothink ) chat the Balm and all other Aro- 
matick Liquors dropped ; which had no other ule in 
that place but eo anoint the heads of thein whom 
thoſe Trees overſhadowed.

bur ſo many pictures whereby his fancy repreſented

ſcemed now to be overcome ; and eyery ftep he ſaw 
would bring him to a new pleaſure, e, WAS 0- 


thing to be done, but what promiſed ts gail him 
with repeated joys, and to reward his 'Jabours with . - 
abundance of content inthe doing of it. Andthere "4 
was nothing to be ſuffered which threatned any harm ; 2 
but ſeemed to have its prickles and thqrns, and to 
court men into its einbraces, Now marie he 
ſhould be ſo happy as to live more aboye; andholda 
conſtant communication with Heaven. ' He expected 
ro ſurmount the clouds wherein he had heen wrap ed, 
and tolive in a-purer light, and ie a greater {ere- 
niry of mind, Now re Ya to pats his time.in ſyb.

Being-thus then {purred' by the admopitions of his 
Friend, and the invitations of the Way, ' on he weat 
again ( together with che happy Companion of his 

Nannz Travels) 
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aving deleended'a little from the head of chat lofry 
Hill where they: rad fayedihus long ;* the young Pil- 
grim obſerved that he had loſt that fair ſight of Feru- 
ſ#lems which he ſo much admired, - At which he began 
co be ſurprized with a little'quivering-and coldne(s in 
his Body ; till his Old Comforter told him that this 
ought to be the cauſe of no troubleſome thoughts. For 
the whole way ( faidhe ) to that place conſiſts much. 
of Hillsand Dales; and as now you are going down 
from the heights whereia you have been, 10 ſhall you 
advance again in due time, and be preſented not only 
with a freſh, but with a fairer fight of ir.

alſo. how impoflible it was for any Traveller to remain

'Þle reſtimony on his behalf againſt rs,. and {o 
there could be nothing more powerful to move God 
co grant a pardon to thoſe rebels that would ſubmic 
co him, fince now he ſhould loſe. nothing by ic, but 
that which he had a mind to ge away z. and nor de- 
mand, viz. the penalties which they had incurred by 
the breach of his Laws. But is it not manifeſt then 
that God cannot love fin, nor be friends, with fingers 
'until they amend Did not the death of Chriſt ſhew 
that his natures ſuch, char he cannoc indulge ay: 
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their treſpaſſes ? Is it not apparel "that it was not fic 
. to pardon even penitent and returning offenders, un: 
Jeſs he ſhewed his diſpleaſure at-their offences © Did he 
not take care to ſecure his Authority when he iſſued 
outa pardon * Thereis nothing more viſible, '* Andif 
Hypocriſte had not over run us, and thruſt true Rea- 
ſon as well as Religion out of doors, men would eafi- 
ly ſee that Chriſt could nor dye meerly ro procure us 
a pardon , much leſs chat men might fin with more 
ſecurity, 'and without any fear of puniſhmenc, "No 
natural reaſon tells us, that men muſt needs be harefu] 
to God while they are unlike him ;* thatall theBlood 
of Chriſt cannot waſh them-and makethem lovely, as 
long as they continue in actual rebellion againſt him, 
His very nature is againſt ſuch men , his Wiſdom is an 
enemy to them. For how ſhould he maintain any 
Government in the World, if he himſelf ſhould be the 
cheriſhet of Traitors ? Tf he ſhould. cake care for their 
roteion, and ſet up a Sanctuary ro which they may 
boldly fly : if he ſhould makethe Altar of the Croſs 2 
refuge where they may find Salvation and Safety, who- 
are the oppoſers of his Authority £ It cannorbe thar 
God ſhould be (o liberal as to give away all his own 
right, He cannot quit his title and claim. unto our 
univerſal obedience. Ir is impoffible that Chriſt by 
his death ſhould repeal allthe Laws of God, and ab- 
folve us from our duty, There is no, queſtion he in- 
tended to ſtfengthen them, when he made a relaxa- 
tion, And when he procured a diſpenſation, he did: 
more eſtabliſh and ſecure that which is not diſpenſed 
withal, It is arule of Reaſon, * hat all exceptions do: 
confirm the Law. They tell us thatitis nor to be ex- 
tended to any further indulgence, And therefore 
Chriſt dying that the puniſhment mighe nor be _ 
_ eutedp 
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cured s this is allthe-remiſfion that we are to expe,

and not that God ſhould remit all our duty to him, 


' Tr is very eafie if men were well diſpoſed, to read at 
once in the death of Chriſt, the greateſt Love of God 
ro us ; and thegreateſt Loye tohis Laws, His Love 
to us appears in that he would for our good, and that 
we might not beerernally undone, lay afide his owa 
right which he hath to puniſh : forgive us a Debt 
which we were nor able to pay : alter his Liw, and 
abate the ſtrineſs of it, diſpenſe with the execution _ 
of the Old Law, and make a New one of Grace and © 
Favour , and that he _ do ſo, and fave both us 
from dying, and his Law from contempt by our eſcape ; 
that he would provide ſuch a wiſe remedy as this of 
his Sons dying for us.
